There is a common bond of sentiment 
in thisrespect stronger, perhaps, than the 
eath-bound society, for Mafia is a term which 
applies rather toa class animated by a com- 
mon sympathy and motive of action than toa 
secret society. The — * classes of Southern 
Italy look with abhorrence upon a witness 
who gives information of crime, and even 
when innocent themselves, they forget the 

victim in a fellow-feeling for the murderer, 
The Itallan Government is taking steps to 
ascertain the whereabouts of the two mur- 
jerers, Bevivino and Villalll, alleged to have 
heen connected with the robbery and killing 
ef arailway paymaster in the United States. 
The charge that the Italian authorities have 
not done their duty in aiding to bring these 
men to justice, has made a deep 
impression in Rome, although it cannot 
be used by Crisp! against Rudini'sadministra- 
tion. the murderers having fied to Italy dur- 
ing Crispi’s Premiership. Some of the 
Itallan newspapers, notably the semi-omcial 
Oninione, Claim that America’s alleged griev- 
ances against Italy are foreignto the sub- 
ect and should not be considered at this 
time: but such is not the general view among 
en residents of Italy, so far as it has 

ved public utterance. 
e American controversy has led to a dis- 
en ot Italy’s financial condition. The 
unt mintstry finds it impossible to keep 
» promise to make both ends meet by 
conomies, without further taxation. There 
is anormal deficit of 36,000,000 of francs and 
this is increasing rapidly. The only choice is 
between additional taxes ora reduction of the 
army toa standard that would remove Italy 
neficlent membership in the Triple Aili- 
The probability is that taxes will be 
increased.

TNHAPPY GERMAN PRINCESSES WHO ARE 
ALLIED TO THE HOUSE OF ROMANOFF. 

Lospos, April 18.—Tragedy follows abuse 
and misfortune among the German Princesses 
who have been decoyed into marriage with 
the house of Romanoff. The latest victim is 
the Grand Duchess Cecilia Augusta, daughter 
of the late Leopold, Grand Dude of Baden, 
and wife of the Grand Duke Michael, brother 
of the late Czar. This unfortunate lady 
changed both her name and her religion to 
please the Russian Court and became known 
as Olga. She was a beautiful woman, ofa 
sweet and submissive disposition and a favor- 
ite atthe Russian and also at the German 
court, where she occasionally visited. The 
lisgrace of her son Michael, whom the Car 
tas repudiated from the Imperial family, 

wing to his marriage to the Countess Mer- 
enborg, has driven the Princess to despair 
and suicide. This tragedy is the outcome of 
‘he famous system of morganatic marriages 

‘Ul prevailing among the royal households of 
Lurope, and every one of which has been at- 
tended by misery for the wife and children of 
inierior rank.

unhappy outlook arises from the unexpected 
complications which have grown up around 
the contest for the Presidency.

In addition the 
Governor of Buenos Ayres, Senor Costa, 
with a strong section of the Union 
Civica, also confronts Gen. Mitre and the ex- 
Minister, and all the hope that was felt in 
Gen, Mitre’s ability to bring all parties to- 
gether to such anextent as to give himan 
overwhelming majority and relieve the coun- 
try of another fierce political contest, is now 
dissipated. Apart from the great difficulties 
ofthe financial position of the country, out 
of which no escape is visible, the general 
disquiet im political circles makes it evident 
that the election will not pass off without a 
collision in arms between the hostile parties. 
It is a terrible outlook for calm-minded 
patriots, and the effect upon the country 
cannot fail to be disastrous in every way. 
IMPRESSED INTO SERVICE. 
- OTTAWA, Ontario, April 18.—Advices re- 
ceived to-day from British Columbia state 
that on the voyage from Halifax to Victoria 
the crewof the sailing schooner, Maud 8. 
put into Good Success Bay, Cape Horn, where 
a life-saving station had a short time been 
established by the Government of the Argen- 
tine Republic. The station was in charge of 
about thirty officers and men who spenta 
forlorn Ute among the savage in- 
habitants. The Maud 8. remained 
five days at Good Success and 
the crew there formed the acquaintance of a 
number of British sailors who had been ship- 
wrecked and then impressed for service at 
the life-saving station. The men were anx- 
ious to take passage when the schooner 
sailed, but were prevented from doing so. 
The men claim that they are confined against 
their will, and, being British subjects, 
threatened to make their captors repent their 
course whenever they reach England 
again. At present they in turn 
are set to watch the wanderings of 
a herd of goats. During the five days of 
Capt. McKiel’s visit one ofthe goats was 
lost. Twenty-five men were sent out in the 
morning and in the evening and only twenty- 
four returned. In punishment for neglecting 
the duty the unfortunate sallor was com- 
pelled to stand all night on the top of a bar- 
rel, while his companions slept. 
RECRUITS FOR BALMACEDA, 

New Ton, April 18.—The news received 
here concerning Chili indicates further com- 
plication in the civil war in that country. It 
is announced that a new Chilian cruiser is 
to leave Toulon, France, to-morrow, manned 
by 700 British and Dutch sailors. It is said 
that over 1,000 British have been engaged for 
Balmaceda’s services. Thereis every prob- 
ability that the men will be disappointed if 
they succeed in reaching Valparaiso, for the 
Chilian Congress party is making such prog- 
ress as possibly to be in possession of that 
port by the time the cruiser gets there. The 
vessel expects to call at this city on its way, 
and it seems to be undetermined whether it 
shall take the route through the Strait of Ma- 
gelian or go around Cape Horn. 


ENTIRELY FRENCH. 


ARRANGEMESTS MADE FOR 
SUICIDE. 

Paris, April 18.—The Paris papers this week 
give the details of a suicide throughout 
unique and thoroughly French. A resident 
of Terte-Gaucher, named Rickard, told his 
comrades that a certain date would mark the 
end of his existence. His friends laughed 
at his prediction. but he insisted 
that he was correct. Rickard en- 
gaged a large orchestra and selected 
certain pieces of music, including the 
‘*Marsefliaise,’’ and made arrangements 
with the conductor of the orchestra to play 
them at certain stages in his funeral services. 
He even sent to Paris for certain parts of the 
music which he then did not possess. He 
also engaged his con at the undertaker’s, 
having himself carefully measured therefor. 
On the night before he had predicted for his 
death he gave a large dinner to his friends, 
and on the suiciding day fulfilled his predic- 
tion by committing suicide by asphyxiating 
himself with coal gas. The Paris papers re- 
port thatall the directions concerning his 
funeral were carried out, and the various se- 
lections of music were performed in accord- 
ance with his instructions.

DAY SET AND ALL 


A MAMMOTH DIAMOND FOUND BY AN ENGLISH 
EXPLORER. 

Lorpowr, April 18.—The Geographical Society 
of Paris has just received from M.Dauvergne, 
a traveler of distinction, who is now living in 
Cashmere, an account of a visit made by an 
English explorer to a famous cave known as 
Lamp Rock, situated in Central Asia,and sup- 
posed by the natives of that locality to be 
full of enormous treasures which are guarded 
by a demon. This belief grows largely from 
a peculiar formation inthe rock of the cave 
which tn one place isso cleft as to allowa 
ray of light to shine through. 

The natives declare that the light proceeds 
from an immense diamond, which is worn on 
the forehead of the guardian demon. The 
English explorer referred to explored the 
caves into a great depth and discovered 
many curious and interesting things. 


AROUND THE WORLD. 
INITIAL VOYAGE OF THE STEAMER EMPRESS OF 
INDIA. 

Yornonama, April 18.—The steamship Em- 
press of India, the first of three great steam 
ers built by the Canadian Pacific Railroad Co. 
to run between Vancouverand Yokohama in 
connection with their railway system, left 
the latter place on her triparound the world 
on the morning of Aprili17. She is expected 
to make fast time across the Pacific Ocean, 
and is due at Vancouver on the 27th inst. 
There the steamship portion of thetrip wiil 
end. From Vancouver her passengers will 
be conveyed overland to the East by the 
Canadian Pacific Co., a special train having 
been provided for those who wish to go right 
through.

THE IRISH CAUSE. 


Effects of the British Government's 
Coercive Policy. 


QUESTIONS WHICH ARE NOW PRESSING 
FOR SETTLEMENT. 


A Letter From Gladstone—The Pheonix 
Park Murders Recalled by a Strange 
Coincidence — Crofters’ Agitation — 
Labor Troubles—Vacant Seats in Par- 
HMament—Tupper Talks in London. 


Lonpon, April 18.—In view of the impend- 
ing elections, Mr. Gladstone has written a 
letter to the Mid-Oxford candidate of the 
Liberal party. In this communication, Mr. 
Gladstone says that the measures which have 
been introduced in Parliament by the 
Liberals have shown that the urgency of the 
Irish questions has not made them inatten- 
tive to the interests of Great Britain, but the 
course of events has tyought home the 
fact that Ireland practically stops 
the way. A majority of the 
Irish members, with the decided 
support of Irish opinion, have showna de- 
termination to pursue the cause which has 
won for them the confidence of the country. 
The policy of the Government continues to 
reveala disposition to revive the hostility 
between the countries, which the Liberais 
have entirely foresworn. Peaceful Irish 
meetings have been put down with a violence 
that would not be. tolerated for an instant in 
England. The civil rights of Ireland have 
been unwarrantably abridged by the major- 
ity in Parliament, against whom argument is 
in vain. Only decisive action by the constitu- 
ency would correct this evil. 

THE LAND BILL. 

The public have ceased to take much inter- 
estin Mr. Balfour’s Irish land purchase bill, 
which they consider has virtually passed, 
and which the House of Commons 16 still duly 
debating day by day. Since the defeat of the 
amendments offered by Messrs. Parnell, 
Morley and Sexton,the Liberals and Irish 
patriots have decided that it is useless to en- 
deavor todo anything for Ireland as long 
as Mr. Parnell continues his attitude of 
determination not to let anything be done by 
anyone else but himself. Parnell has been 
more reserved than ever of late and is gradu- 
ally alienating the few Socialists that still 
cling to him. His last manifesto in which he 
attempts to charge the Irish party with ally- 
ing itself with parties in England is imtem- 
Pperate in language and has not tended to aid 
his purpose. 

The SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent 
hears that Wm. O’Brien, to whom informa- 
tion of the proposed action of the National 
League in America was conveyed to his 
prison, has expressed his approval of all 
measures Calculated to terminate the present 
strife. 

PARNELL’S VIEWS. 

The correspondent, through a friend, 
sought an opportunity of eliciting Parneli’s 
views. Parnell then had no information con- 
cerning the matter except from the news- 
papers, and was tgnorant of the form the pro- 
posal of the American Leaguers would take. 
He could therefore express no opinion on its 
feasibility. He should himself give his most 
earnest and favorable consideration to any 
suggestion from that source. 

He pointed out, however, that when the 
Dublin Freeman's Journal welcomed and ap- 
proved the action of the American leaguers 
that the National press, the McCarthyites’ 
organ, repelled with scorn all idea of 
a compromise, saying that nothing 
short ef the extinction of Parnell and 
his followers would satisfy them, declaring 
that the countenance given by the Parnellite 
organ to the proposal was an admission of 
defeat. But Parnell allowed that the infiu- 
ence of the priests was a serious obstacle to 
any settlement and he argued that the Me- 
Carthyites’ repudiation of the overtures 
of the American Leaguers was made with the 
full reliance that it mirrored the clerical 
view. He added that so strongly 
had the action of the priests 
aroused the spirit of his supporters 
that even he could not undertaketo secure 
thelr assent to any arrangement wfHich 
migbt result in leaving the clergy as the 
dominant force in Irish national politics. 

A REMARKABLE COINCIDENCE. 

Aremarkable coincidence is thatthe Lon- 
don office of the National Press, the new daily 
organ of the McCarthyites, should be over 
the surgical instrument shop of Messrs. Weis 
in the Strand from whom the knives were 
bought with which the Phonix Park mur- 
ders were committed. The conductors of the 
paper were unaware of this curious fact 
when they rented the premises, and when 
remidned of it they resolved to leave them. 


LONDON TOPICS. 


EFFECT OF THE NEWS FROM INDIA—LABOR 
TROUBLES—THE CROFTERS. 

Lonrposr, April 18.—The week closes, if not 
cheerfully, at least more hopefully than its 
earlier days presaged for the British Em- 
pire. The riot at Benares has been quelled 
and the good news comes from Simla of a vic- 
tory for the British forces over the Miranzias 
in Upper Burmah. The news of this victory 
is again accompanied by stories of English 
bravery, and the English loss does not 
seem to have been heavy. The moral effect 
of this victory is very great, coming just at 
this time, and may do more to allay the gen- 
eral feeling of unrest througout the Indian 
Peninsula than is fully understood or appre- 
ciated. Old Indian officers and civil service 
office men now here when the news came 
yesterday of the riot at Benares shook their 
heads gravely and positively expressed them- 
selves as to the gravity of the situation. 

FOES AT HOME. 

Foes without have troubled the empire for 
the past two weeks, and now with the ap- 
proach of May Day, foes within are feared. 
There is much foreboding in all circles as to 
the coming Labor Day. Rumors of all de- 
scriptions are in circulation as to socialistic 
movements of various kinds. This appre- 
hensive feeling is not confined to England, 
but extends all over the continent and 
especially throughout Belgium, where a gen- 
eral labor movement is expected with possi- 
bie riots, if not a revolution. These gloomy 
antictpations would certainly seem to have 
some foundation from what can be noticed 
on all sides, but it is almost a truism that the 
expected riot never occurs, and there are 
numbers of optimists, especially in the clubs, 
who advance this argument and endeavor to 
prove the justice of their belief from prece-

It is stated 
that this company is intending to extend its 
cables from San Domingoto Charleston and 
New York, with possible connection at 
Nassau in the Bahamas, but it is hardly prob- 
able that the English Government will allow 
this last connection to be made, as they have 
themselvesa cable in contemplation from 
Bermuda to Nassau, 

EIGHT VACANT SEATS. 

Political interest just at present, as far as 
home matters are concerned, is centered on 
the miniature general election, due to the 
death of several Tory members. Eight seats 
in all are vacant, and every seat will be con- 
tested except the one inthecity of London, 
where Gibbs will be elected without oppo- 
sition. In the other places the Liberals are 
fighting hard. If the Oonservatives should 
be generally victorious an appeal to the 
country by the Salisbur}j Government would 
doubtless be precipitated. 

THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 

The financial outlook in Paris is regarded as 
decidedly shaky, to say the least, and every 
hour brings a fresh rumor regarding some 
firm which is said to be on the brink of fall - 
ure. The Bourse has been very much excited 
for the past three. or four days. 
The scare has continued to keep values de- 
pressed. The financial world has never re- 
covered its equilibrium since the recent crisis 
In London, due to the troubles in the Argen- 
tine Republic. The situation there has not 
improved as had been heard. With gold at 
28 on Friday within 82 pounds of 
the highest Ogure reached in New York dur- 
ing the civil war, American business men and 
financiers recalling these days can perhaps 
realize something of the situation in Argen- 
tine. Specuiation herein Argentine proper 
ties is, of course, greatly affected by contin- 
ued gloomy reports from the River Plate. 


DOMINION MATTERS. 


SIR CHARLES TUPPER TALKS ON CANADIAN 
TOPICS IN LONDON. 

TORONTO, Ontario, April 18.—A special cable 
to the Globe says during a long interview to- 
day Sir Charles Tupper reviewed very freely 
allthe chief current Canadian topics. He 
said that he believed simcerely that if the 
Liberal party in Canada had adhered tothe 
policy of the Hon. Mr. Blake’s Malvern speech 
and the elections had been postponed another 
year the Liberals would have gained a ma- 
jority in the House of Commons. The Gov- 
erment had triumphed through their oppon- 
ents’ dlunders. 

He still held that the delay in the recip- 
rocity negotiations were not harmful, al- 
though it was thoroughly to be regretted. 
He denounced Sir Henry Tyler's speech at the 
Grand Trunk Rallway meeting as puerile. 
As he considered that Tyler had re- 
fused to accept his challengeto meet him 
face to face, he should not attend the ad- 
journed meeting on Tuesday week unless in- 
vited, but should reply through the press. 

The charges of jobbery and corruption did 
mot refer to the present management of the 
Grand Trunk road, but to the construction of 
the line, and were notoriously true.

LEPROSY IN COLUMBIA, 

The British Columbia authorities are hav- 
ing great difficulty in isolating their leper 
population, which exists mainly in the 
Chinese quarters. They manage to elude the 
health officers and are moved about from 
place to place by their countrymen 
to hide their whereabouts for several 
weeks. One of the worst cases has been lost 
track of and was only discovered on Monday 
ina dying condition in a hut used for the 
storage of ammunition. Some © Battery 
men were commissioned to move a little 
house that stood on the reserve plat 
and one of the men required some- 
thing out of the shell store. He 
got the door open and recoiled in honor. The 
leper was couching inside. It was some time 
before they could approach the shanty and 
even when the fresh pure air had permeated 
the place it was not at al sweet. 
The police were communicated with, 
the man removed and the place 
demolished. The man was aken into town 
again and placed among his. fellow country- 
men. The Chinese Hospital would not take 
him in. The Government has deen 
asked to procure some small island 
and piace these lepers on it. 
A fee of $50 a head is put on all Chinese and 
the Government pockets it. Nothing more 
is done and the Chinamen are allowed to live 
as they choose inthe midst of disease and 
death. 


Heirs Want a Settlement. 

Sr. Joseru, Mo., April 18.—Another suit has 
been filed in the Circuit Court which will, if 
successful, result in making another division 
of the property of Col. A. M. Saxton, the 
wealthy banker, who died two years ago in 
St. Joe, leaving property valued at over a 
million dollars. The plaintifſts are the heirs 
of John 8. Patee, Sr., and they set up the 
claim in a petition filed in the Probate Court 
to-day that Saxton while acting as adminis- 
trator of the Patees’ estate loaned $20,000 
of the money, collected the interest 
and failed to make any return 
concerning it to the Probate Court. As the es- 
tate has been in course of settlement for six- 
teen years, much of the property having been 
left to Saxton in trust for minor heirs, the 
interest sued for amounts toa considerable 
sum and will reach neariy $15,000. All the 
plaintiffs are wealthy. They ask that the 
settlement of Saxton’s estate be set aside and 
that they be given judgment in the sum 
of $14,400.

Charged With a Vile Orime—A London 
Scandal Which Eclipses Interest in the 
Hurlburt Case—Gladys Evelyn Likely 
to Win Her Sult—Betting on the Out-

LONDON, April 18.—Capt. Verney, M. P., 
charged with employing a French procuress 
toentrap innocent girls, arrived in London 
this morning from the Continent. Comment 
is made on the fact that when O’Brien and 
Dillon returned to surrender for political 
offenses they were arrested the instant they 
got in English waters and conveyed to Lon- 
don in charge of the police. But Vérney, who 
is accused of the vilest crimé, was allowed to 
travel without molestation to London and 
was treated with the utmost respect. Ver- 
ney’s surrender is not so heroic or as sure a 
proof of innocence as it looks. The procuress, 
released from prison in March, has disap- 
peared and the police cannot find her, The 
identification of Verney has been most 
important, and she has been able to put the 
police on the track of other testimony to in- 
sure conviction, but Verney has taken other 
effective means of protecting himself of the 
consequence of the charge. He has worked 
the most marvelous change in his personal 
appearance that recources of art and inge- 
nuty could devise. When he left England he 
wasa florid-looking man, with thin, sandy 
side whiskers. He has now grown a peaked 
beard and moustache, which: is quite gray. 
The latter is waxed and pointed, so with 
foreign-made clothes any one would take 
him fora Frenchman. Persons intimately 
acquainted with him at the House of Com- 
mons believed that he was the wrong man 
when put in the dock 
street and the police 
hoaxed. When he pleaded they instantly 
recognized his voice, which is of a peculiar 
quality, but accident has set a mark on 
Verney which nothing can disguise. He is 
lame in the right leg, the result of an injury 
to the knee when In the naval service. There 
is no mistaking the limp, but as he was ush- 
ered into the dock and surrendered by the po- 
lice hoe was concealed from view. He ap- 
peared perfectly unconcerned, asked for a 
book to take note of the evidence as the 
prosecuting counsel opened the indictment. 
Verney listened closely and sent a number of 
notes to his lawyer. His demeanor, even 
apart from his disguise, created a bad im- 
pression, as he preserved absolute reticence. 

MISS NETTIE BECKETT. 

His intended victim, Nellie Beckett, accom- 
panied by her mother, both dressed in deep 
mourning, were present. A touch of tragedy 
was imparted to the proceedings by the 
knowledge that she had been orphaned 
through this shameful crime.

Now the wan lines 
around hereyes, and a wistful, appealing 
glance show that anxiety has done almost as 
much to alter her looks as art 
had those of the legislator in 
the dock. The prisoner looked narrowly 
atthe witness. Then he quickly withdrew 
his eyes while she seemed nervously to avoid 
glancing in his direction. She did so witha 
slight shudder. When directed by the magis- 
trate to give eveidence of the steps taken to 
entrap her, her experience in Paris, her soll- 
tary drives with the prisoner, bis meaning 
compliments on her figure and bearing, his 
overtures gradually growing bolder, her 
resolution to fly and her return home before 
he had effected his purpose—of all these facts 
related in faltering accents. The prisoner 
took careful notes all the time with inscruta- 
ble calmness, oblivious of the searching looks 
of the Court. 

THE TELL-TALE LIMP. 

No surprise was felt by those who have 
known Verney before and now saw him 
transformed when the witness stated that she 
did not identify him from among the crowd 
of persons among whom he was placed, but 
when the men were ordered to walk she sin- 
gled him out at once by his lameness, When 
she scrutinized his face she became certain 
he was the man. A triumphant smile passed 
over the prisoner’s faceat the first part of 
this testimony, but at the second he quickly 
scribbled a note to his lawyer, who nodded 
approvingly on reading it. Only formal evi- 
dence was given and the case was adjourned, 
bail being allowed ot two securities in $5,000 
each and the prisoner in $25,000, 

The fatlure of Nettie at first sight to 
to identify Verney will 7 a 
strong point for him, but damaging 
documentary evidence exists in the hands of 
the police, who say that other similar 
charges are made against him, It is claimed, 
too, that the police would have never issued 
the warrant against a man in Verney’s post- 
tion without conclusive proot of guilt. Vere 
ney’s friends accuse the Government of pro- 
ceeding from political motives. They had 
the same grounds of suspicion against him 
months back they now possess and they ig- 
nored the matter until one of their support- 
ers in Parliament, De Cobain, got into trou- 
ble, when, to offset this, they revived the 
case against Verney, who is a prominent 
Liberal. The case excites intense interest, 
and has to-day supplanted the Hurlburt scan- 
dal in public notice.

There is much curiosity expressed as to 
Hurlburt’s career in America and the news- 
paper men who knew him here and who re- 
member his gay life in New York and par- 
ticularly his entertaiments and his luxurious 
apartments in the O0ld University Place 
building are besieged with inquiries, and 
have been obliged to repeat their rem- 
insicenses almost nightly. Mr. Hurlburt had 
won an excellent position here,and even if he 
is able to clear himselfof the very serious 
charge made by Miss Evelyn his reputation 
has suffered a blow. The greatest sympathy 
is expressed for his wife formerly Miss Tracy 
of New York,who is universally esteemed and 
respected. It is hoped even by people who 
do not place credence in Hurlburt’s defense, 
that he will be able to clear himself on her 
account, at least.

TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 
LARGELY IN FAVOR OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—Mr. Jno. 0. 
New, our Consul General at London, has sent 
tothe State Department an interesting re- 
port on English trade for the year 1889. It 
shows that England trades twice as much 
with us as with any other country in the 
world, and that we sell England twice as 
much as we buy from her. Almost one-fourth 
of all Engiand’s imports come from the 
United States, and about one-seventh of all 
her exports are purchased here. 
The total value of imports into the 
United Kingdom in 1889 was $2,135,187,976 
and exports 51,678,828, %, or together, a 
total trade of 88, 711,716, %. The imports and 
ports both exceed those of any previous 
year, and were in the proportion of 96.12 per 
head of population of the Kingdom. These 
totals do not include the value of gold and 
silver bullion, of which there was imported 
$135, 497,195 and exported 3128,08, 10, nor the 
goods imported for trans-shipment, the value 
of which was %$40,%5,00. During the year 
the United States sent to England $477,000,000 
worth of goods and bought in return $219,000,000 
worth, France traded with England to about 
half that extent, Germany and Holland 
each doing about one-fourth as much in sales 
and a somewhat larger proportion in pur- 
chases. Canada’s part in the trade was about

dential campaign. Mr. Blaine is ageing 
rapidly, although his head is ag 
clear as ever. In my opinion the 
nominee.of the next Republican National 
Convention will be Harrison. The Harrison 
administration is not open to much crit!- 
cism. He has been careful in his selection of 
men for office and has a good Cabinet, much 
above the average. He tries todo the right 
thing, yet he is not a popular man; the 
masses do not cling to him. 

Ot course no one can tell absolutely how 
he will pass the ordeal of the next session of 
Congress, when many bills not in harmony 
with his views will be thrust upon his consid- 
eration, and then twelve months may make 
great changes in the presidential possibilities, 
Aman whois often spoken of in connection 
with the Presidency is Rusk, and yet I really 
think he does not wish to be brought forward 
in that particular way.’’

Missouri's Republican Colony Fostering 
a Harrison Boom. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST GATHERED IN THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


A Party in Sad Straits for a Leader— 
Chauncey I. Filley Nurtures an Alger 
Movement—Oivil Service in the Navy— 
The Surplus at Zero—Department News 
—Oapital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18,—The Missour! 
Republican colony here is still engaged in at- 
tempting to devise means for harmonizing 
and securing the control of the party affairs 
back in the State. Word has passed around 
that the disorganized factions throughout 
the State must be brought together, and 
that there must be a leader who might be 
available as a candidate for Governor at the 
next election.. To-day it was learned that 
some of the leading officials, who are ap- 
pointees of the administration from Mis- 
souri, have again been canvassing 
the subject, the ulterior purpose 
being to secure a delegation to the 
next National Republican Convention which 
will be favorable to the renomination of 
President Harrison, With a Cabinet officer 
and a host of other important places, the gift 
of the present Administration, the statesmen 
feel in duty bound to do what they can tu se- 
cure the end named. It would be unjust, un- 
wise perhaps, and unusual for them to do 
otherwise. They feel, however, that there 
are many obstacles in the way and their pri 
vate deliberations have been held with 
a view of devising some means to get 
around them. They accept the word 
that has gone out to the country 
that Secretary Blaine will not again permit 
the use of his name in this connection, as 
sincere, and they count on whatever infiu- 
ence the Secretary and his friends may have 
in Missouri Republican affairs being thrown 
to the assistance of the President. With this 
aid and that of theirfriends and local ap- 
pointees they maintain that the delegation 
must be for the Administration. They lose 
sight to some extent of the enemies the Ad- 
ministration has made in disappointing office 
seekers of the old school, and will, on the 
other hand, from time to time endeavor 
to build up their cause by proclaiming 
the revival of the live stock trade of the 
couutry through the efforts of Secretary 
Rusk, and of the consequent increase in de- 
mand for the products of the farmer.

THE SURPLUS REACHING ZERO, 

Secretary Foster repeated this morning his 
opinion, expressed some two weeks go, that 
he did not think there would be a‘urplusin 
the Treasury next year. In view this he is 
considering the advisability of not paying 
the 4% bonds that mature next September. 
There are now outstanding about $50,000,000 
of 4% per cents, nearly half of which are 
held by national banks to secure circula- 
tion. It is Secretary Foster’s idea to foliow 
the plan adopted by Secretary Windom m 
1881, when the 6 and 6 percent bonds ma} 


tured. These bonds were not redeemed when 


they matured, but Secretary Windom made a 
contract with the holders to pay them su and 
Sper cent interest at the pleasure of the 
Government. Secretary Foster thinks that a 
similar agreement with the holders of 4\, per 
cent bonds can be made and the interest put 
at2 percent. The subject will be considered 
in all its details. Secretary Foster says he 
will make an effort to place the subsidiary 
coin about $21,000,000 in ciroulation by getting 
the banks of the country to take about 8800 or 
51, 00 each. He intends to use the $150,000 ap- 

ted for coinage purposes in coining 

000, 000 in silver dimes and quarters into 
standard silver dollars, and issuing silver 
certificates of them. The other $18,000,000 in 
silver isin half dallars, and this Secretary 
Foster will place in the banks as indicated.

THE DEPARTMENTS. 


ORDERS AND DECISIONS GIVEN BY THE EXECU- 
TIVE BRANCHES. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Assistant Secretary 
Bussey to-day reversed the decision of the 
Commissioner of Pensions, who rejected the 
appeal of Squire Walter, father of George W. 
Walter of Company H, Second West Vir- 
ginja Cavalry, and directed that the 
claim be allowed. The son, according to 
the records, while serving as Corporal, 
was drowned while bathing in the Potomac 
River on Sept. 15, 1862. The Commissioner of 
Pensions rejected the application of the 
father for a pension, on the ground that the 
soldier was not engaged in the performance 
of duty incident to the service. 

A special act granting the father a pension 
was passsd, but vetoed by President Cleve- 
land. The claim was then subjected to spe- 
cial examination and again rejected on the 
ground that at the date of the soldier’s 
death, the claimant was not dependent on 
him for support. The assistant secretary, 
however, finds that the father was at the 
date of his son’s death in part dependent 
upon the son for support. As the claimant is 
now 75 years of age, in destitute circumstan- 
ces, and under recent rulings the department 
holds that the son was in line of duty, the 
claim is allowed, 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs to-day 
had an interview with a delegation of Win- 
nebago Indians from Wisconsin, who are 
here to ascertain the number of Indians now 
on the rolls receiving money from 
the Government, and out of what 
funds the money was paid far 
lands in Nebraska now occupied by 
members of the tribe. They want the luter- 
est of moneys deposited to their credit paid in 
July instead of December as at present. The 
Commissioner promised to call the attention 
of Congress to their request. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The application of 
Michigan for her share of the direct tax, $426, 
498, was received at the Treasury Department 
to-day. 

The application of New Hampshire for her 
share of the direct tax, $165,645, was to-day 
received at the Treasury Department, 

Collections of Internal Revenue for March 
were $487,482 greater than for March, 1890. 
For nine months of the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1891, the increase in Inter- 
nal revenue receipts overthe corresponding 
months of the previous year is $8590,178. The 
principal sources of increases were: Spirits, 
$3,832,814; tobacco, $1,402,605; fermented 
liquors, $2,125,782: oleomargarine, $219,375. 

The Navy Department to-day received a 
dispatch announcing the arrival of the U. 8. 
8. Chicago, Boston and Yorkton at Port Au 
Prince. 

Jos. Stewart and O. M. Jackson of Missouri, 
and Horace V. Esterling of Kansas were ap- 
pointed to clerkships in the record and pen- 
sion division of the War Department to-day. 
David C. Arnold of Kansas was given a $1,000 
clerkship in the Pension Bureau, 

W.Adams, Traer, Decatur County, Kan.; 
J. L. Cox, Westala, Morta County, Kan., and 
J. L. Butler, Olga, Webster County, Mo., 
were appointed fourth-class Postmasters to- 
day. 

The agitation of the postal subsidy ques- 
tion, reciprocity and World’s Fair propost- 
tions has greatly increased the mail from this 
country to South America. The largest weight 
of mail ever sent to that country has just 
been placed on board a steamship of the Bra- 
zilian Mall Line. It numbered nearly 150 bags. 

Mrs. Gen. John B. Henderson is the owner 
ofa valuable piece of land within the pre- 
cinets ofthe new Zoological Park area here.

AMERICAN SEAPORTS NEED NOT FEAR 
THE ITALIAN IRONCLADS. 


The Peculiar Inefficiency of King Hum- 
bert’s Navy Against Harbor Defenses 
—The Italian Vessels Not True Iron- 
clads—American Ordinance,

Italy’s navy, in case of war, would be far 
less formidable to the United States than that 
ot any first rate ar even second rate Eu- 
ropean power. This statement is calculated 
to arouse the surprise and opposition of 
many, the fact being cited in contradiction 
that the Italian fleet of war vessels is ranked 
as the third in Europe, being only inferior to 
the fleets of England and France, and by 
many naval authorities is considered 
superior to that of the latter 
country. But although the Italian war 
vessels are of the latest models, having 
the heaviest ordnance afloat, and would 
prove most formidable antagonists to the 
best English ironclads, In an attack upon 
American ports Italy’s naval force would 
prove much less effective, not only than that 
of Great Britain or France, but also than that 
of Germany, Russia, Turkey, Austria, or 
even Spain. This seeming contradiction is 
explained by astudy of the history of the 
growth of the Italian navy, of the lines of its 
development, and of the character of the 
service for which it was designed. 

ITALY’S ARMORED FLEET. 

The armored fleet of Italy was built with 
the intention of rendering that nation 
able to cope with the French in 
the ocean and in the Mediterranean 
and for this purpose it is admirable. Each 
class of French vessels built was answered 
by Italy by the construction of armored 
ships fewer in number indeed, but intended 
to be more than a match individually for any 
Single ship of the marine of the French Re- 
public. To the French system of ironclads 
of great stability, general rather than con- 
centrated armor protection, moderate speed 
and comparatively lignt guns, Italy opposed 
warships in which the stability was reduced 
toa minimum, the citadel system of armor, 
very high speed and immense gun- 
power. The policy of the French min 
istry of marine has beento put vessels into 
commission that were able to stand hard 
Knocks inany partand tosuccessfully carry 
onalongengagement. The Italians adopted 
the course diametrically opposed to this. 
None of their vessels are calculated to en- 
dure protracted exposure to fire, even of 
light guns, reliance being placed on their 
high speed and enormous gun powerto ena- 
ble them to close with an antagonist and 
crush all opposition by a few tremendous 
blows before the unarmored portions ot the 
ship could be devastated by the fire ofthe 
more lightly armed enemy.How effective these 
vessels would be in case of a conflict with 
such a fleet as that of France is a point hotly 
disputed by naval men and which only actual 
warfare can decide, but there is no doubt 
whatever that no ſronclads that float are so 
illadapted to an attack on American forts 
and guns asthe Italian monsters. A study of 
the construction and points of strength and 
weakness of the Dandolo and the Italia, the 
representatives of the two classes of vessels 
upon which Italy places its reliance, will 
amply demonstrate this fact. 

THE CITADEL SYSTEM. 

The Dandolo, which with its sister ship the 
Duilio is modeled upon the principles that 
have since been carried to a 
much greater extreme in the 
Italian navy, is a vessel of 11,200tons, 
carrying four 100-ton guns in turrets, with a 
Speed exceeding fifteen knots an hour, plated 
with armor twenty-two inches in thickness, 
and measuring 340 feet in length. 
For any American gun to penetrate this 
armor-belt would be impossible, but one im- 
portant factor in the construction of the ves- 
sel would, in the opinion of the 
naval officers of this country, 
place it entirely at the mercy of 
a few guns of very moderate power if they 
could be worked against it. Although 840 feet 
in length, the vessels of this class are pro- 
tected only for a distance of 107 feet amid- 
Ships, leaving 233 feet at the stem and stern 
that are readily penetrable to the shells fired 
from the old 12-inch and 15-inch Columbiads 
used during the civil war, and even by the 
missiles from the lighter 6-inch Rod- 
mans. Such vessels would undoubt- 
edly overcome the completely ar- 
mored ships of the type of the French 
Gloire, as their citadels would preserve 
their machinery and gun crews intact, with 
their high speed they could rapidly close, 
and with a few shots from their enormous 
guns sink the more lightly protected oppo- 
nents before their missiles could render the 
Italian tronclads helpless wrecks by shooting 
away the unarmored ends. 

THE VULNERABLE POINT. 

According to Floyd’s Universal Register, 
the most erally recognized authority on 
ships of war, unless an Italian war-ship 
could rapidly overpower an adversary that 
adve would almost sink her or 
cause capsize. by pouring any 
kind or g6hell into her 
unarmored ends. Whatever their power 
whenjoppoged to ships, the Dandolonnd Duillio 
would lose nine-tenths of their efficiency 


when obliged so engage shore batteries, pro- 
tected from their missiles by heavy earth- 


works, and extending over many miles. 
The United States would mount near New York 
or other seaports within a month hundreds 
of guns, old fashioned indeed, and entirely 
ineffective aginst modern armor, but which 
would throw missiles that would go through 
the unarmored ends ofthe Dandolo and Duilio 
as easily as through the sides of ordinary 
ocean$steamers. The engines and guns could 
not be touched, being amply protected by the 
22-inch armor, but fora distance of 233 feet 
every shot would tell, and the huge war- 
ships could be reduced to unmanageable 
masses of tron, if they could be kept afloat 
at all. The heavy Italian guns would cer- 
tainly silence a few batteries, but according 
to the plans determined upon by the 
War Department the American ord- 
nance would not be concentrated, but 
scattered all along the shore. Thus 
the Italian ironclads would meet exactly 
the species of resistance for which their con- 
struction has failed to provide. Their shock 
tactics of keeping an overwhelming force to 
bear on an enemy could not be put into prac- 
tice and they would be compelled to fighta 
long battle, the one method of warfare for 
which they are unprepared. 
THE ITALIAN CLASS OF VESSELS, 

The more modern Italan warships repre- 
sent the ideas outlined in the Dandolo and 
Duillo carried to their greatest extremes, and 
from these the United States would have 
even less to fear than from the first men- 
tioned ships. The Italia, Lepanto, Re Huberto, 
Sicilia and Sardeyna are veritable levia- 
thans. Each measures over 13,000 tons, has a 
speed exceeding twenty knots an hour, is 400 
feet in length, carries four guns of 108 tons, 
throwing projectiles weighing 2,000 pounds, 
andthe citadels are plated with nineteen 
inches of armor. But both before and behind 
the citadels, which do not occupy much more 
than one-fifth of the length of the ships, the 
hulls above the water line are entirely unpro- 
tected. Their whole plan of campaign would 
be to pounce upon an enemy and crush oppo- 
sition by an overwhelming ordnance, or sink 
a hostile vessel with their powerful rams 
without giving an opportunity for long 
engagements. While their enormous speed 
may give such a command of conditions as to 
enable these tactics to be put in practice 
against other vessels, they would obviously 
be impracticable against earthworks and 
widely scattered guns, What the é@ffects of 
a protracted engagement would be are well 
stated by King, the great English naval 
architect. The armor is only used, he says, 
to Keep out shot and shell from the engines 
and bollers, the magazines and shell-room, 
and to protect the guns in the casemate and 
the gunners employed in firing them. But 
all other parts of the ship above the 
armored deck, which is below water, are ex- 
posed to an enemy’ projectiles, Any shell 
willlay them open tothe inroads of the sea 
and, being opened up, they will lose their 
stability and insist on turning bottom 
upward. 

AMERICAN ORDNANCE EFECTIVE. 


It is exactly such a fire that a fleet attempt- 
ing to enter an American port would be 
called upon to face and to meet it the Italian 
Government has no ships at all. Both En- 
gland and France have many completely 
armored vessels capable of resisting the 
fire of all but a few American 
guns, although easily penetrable to 
modern high-powered artillery, but 
Italy has none. The twenty-two- inch armor 
on the sides of their monster ships is no more 
effective thana plating of six-inches would 
be and the fireof even a score of old-fash- 
foned Columbiads would, if not silenced, in 
an hour utterly destroy the unarmored ends, 
reducing the vessels to wrecks, or causing 
them to capsize. All that would be required 
for successful defense would be accuracy of 
Are on the part of the shore batteries, and 
American ingenuity has recently assured this 
accuracy. 


THE RANGE-FINDER. 

The range-finder, invented by Lieut. 
Bradley A. Fiske of the navy, is by far 
the most important addition toharbor de- 
fense that has been made during recent 
years. The apparatus is as simple as it is er- 
fective, depending upon the well-known trig- 
onometrical principle that when two angles 
and one side of a triangle are known the third 
can be readily determined. A base line is es- 
tablished in a fort as the known side of the 
Imaginary triangle. The target is at one 
angle, and at the other angle, at the extrem- 
ity of the base line, two spy-glasses are 
placed, which can be directed upon it. As 
these telescopes are turned into the proper 
position they move over and touch wires 
are bent in the 
arcs, The difference in 
the wires passed over pond 
mathematically to the distance of the ob- 
ject. As this length of wire increases or di- 
minishes it will offer more or less 
to the electrical current sent through it. A 
very simple electrical balance allows this re-

The Entire District in a Feverish Con- 
dition—Writs of Ejectment—The Labor 
Leaders Claim Victory—Deputy Sherifts 
Attacked and Beaten. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 18.—The particulars 
of the bomb firing at Leisinring, No. 3, last 
night are as follows: 

About 800 strikers gathered on the hill- 
sides surrounding the works, and filled thirty 
beer kegs with dynamite and clay anda lot 
of cans with a quantity of dynamite. These 
were distributed andat thesame time ex- 
ploded, shaking theearth withthe concus- 
sion. The residents of the locality were 
panic-stricken. The firing continued for some 
time,but no particular damage was done.The 
firing was done tofrighten the workingmen 
from their work. At Leisinring, No. 2, the 
strikers engaged in the same work 

The entire coke region is in a state of fever- 
ish excitement to-night and no one pretends 
to predict the future. The prospective evic- 
tions next week are striking terror to the 
hearts of the strikers and their rebellious feel- 
ings are becoming thoroughly aroused. The 
Sheriffsof both Westmoreland and Fayette 
Counties are making extensive preparations 
for executing the several writs of ejectment. 
The United Mine Workers to-day ordered 1,000 
tents for the homeless families. Thetents 
will arrive on Monday and wi be distributed 


where needed. 

It is stated to-night that the operators will 
make a vigorous effort to start Morewood 
plant to running to its full capacity Monday 
morning. Allemployes who refuse to return 
to work will be evicted from the company’s 
houses and willing employes secured. Frick 
shipped 106 cars of coke to-day. McClure’s 
painter plant had 118 ovens in dlast. It 18 
estimated thatthe Frick company have 
about 1,500 men working at their various 
plants. 

The labor leaders are now claiming that the 
strike is virtually won and say that they in- 
tend to continue the fight if it requires the 
balance of the year. It is reported that only 
two men were working at Morewood to-day 
and that seventy-five armed deputies were 
necessary to guard them. The deputies are 
on guard at almost every plant in 
the district and the force of officers 
is being increased. Local meetings 
are being held by the strikers to-night and 
plans for the future are being considered. It 
is also reported that the Frick Co. will at- 
tempt to start the Valley works on Monday 
and that new men are to be brought to the 
plant to do the work. A summary of the 
situation to-night is: Active ovensin the 
coke region to-day 2,677. Of this number 
1,129 are being operated at last year’s wages; 
are kept in blast by union men on an 
agreement with the labor officials. This 
leaves 2,240 ovens in operation on terms em- 
bodied in the sliding scale. The total num- 
ber of ovens inthe region is 16,138. Of this 
number 12,457 are idle. Less than one-seventh 
of the ovens are working on the sliding scale; 
less than 2 per cent on an agreement with the 
organization and about 5 percent on wages 
provided in last year’s agreement. 


FURIOUS HUNS. 

Usirostows, Fa., April 1s.—Deputy Sheriff 
Crawford went to Leisinring No. 2 works to- 
day to evict several families of strikers. He 
and his deputies set one or two families out 
peaceably. When they reached the house of 
Felix McGivern they were told by McGivern’s 
wife to go ahead. When every 
thing been removed, except 
the clock and stove, about fifty Hunga- 
rian women made their appearance in front 
of the House. Crawford turned the key in 
the door, locking himself in and his assis- 
tants and assailants out. The Hun women 
furiously battered the door with clubs and 
stones, and, gaining an entrance, drove 
Crawford out. The deputies were then sur- 
rounded by the females, who pelted the 
officers with stones and sticks, compelling 
them to flee for safety. Deputy Grant Tanner 
was struck in the head by a stone, which cut 
aA terribie gash in his scalp. There will be no 
further evictions in Leisinring No. 2, until a 
larger squad of officers can be detailed for the 
purpose. 

To-day Deputy Sheriff Smith arrested a 
Hungarian striker for interfering with men 
at work. The Hungarian proved ugly to 


handle and another deputy came to Smith's |

assistance. 
Hungarians assaulted the officers and set the 
prisoner at liberty. The Hungarians were 
armed with clubs, stomes and knives. 
Deputy Smith was badly bruised with stones, 
and was cut across the hand with a knife to 
compel him to loose his hold on th? prisoner. 


ITALIANS TO BE BROUGHT . 

SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 18.—The coke region 
strike has been in progress for ten weeks and 
neither side appearsto relax. The strikers 
have been well supplied.with relief money 
and the immediate wants ofall the hungry 
families have been supplied. This fact has 
instilled new life and vigor into the strikers 
and stirred up their fighting qualities. 

The Cambria Iron Co., which has not made 
any coke since the inauguration of the strike, 
will attempt to resume next week. They 
employ 800 men and operate the Morrill, 
Wheeler, Mahoning and Atlas plants. It is 
said that several hundred Italians will be 
brought to the region next week, and the 
strikers are alarmed and incensed. The labor

brought in.

A STARTLING DISCOVERS. 


Baiting Coyotes With the Poisoned Flesh 
of Dead Chinamen. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 18.—A startling 
Giscovery was made near Rock Springs this 
week. There are several hundred Chinese 
miners in the camp. Last winter the bodies 
of about twenty Chinamen were resurrected 


‘from the Chinese cemetery by their friends 


and relatives and the bodles shipped back to 
China. The outer portions of the bodies 
were left in the cauyon, where the 
boning process was done, and were 
eaten by the coyotes. It is now learned that 
Chinamen have been digging up bodies of un- 
known Chinamen who have no relatives in 
the campand, putting strychnine on them, 
placed them in the canyon to poison coyotes 
for their hides. A bounty of $2is paid for 
every coyote hide and the Chinamen have 
1 big bounty for the past two 
months.

By a vote of 352,462 to 91,679 the Swiss 
have voted down the proposition to pension 
incapacitated public servants who may have 
been in the civil service of the Government 
fifteen years or longer. The argument for 
it was that they could save nothing out of 
their poor pay, and that the honesty and 
efficiency of the public service would be 
promoted by such provision for its old 
servants. But the people decided by an 
overwhelming majority that governments 
are not institutes to save their employes 
from the necessity of looking out for their 
own future in common with other people, 
and are under no more obligation to pro- 
vide for the old age of officials than for the 
old age of citizens who choose other occu- 


pations. 


THe President's annual proclamation 
warning seal poachers again follows the 
old form of forbidding them to take seals 
within the dominion of the United States 
in the waters of Behring Sea. But it 
does not pretend to say how far from land 
the aforesaid dominion reaches into the 
aforesaid waters. In this respect it follows 
sec. 1956 of the Revised Statutes upon 
which it is based. That section simply 
forbids the killing of fur seals within the 
territory of Alaska or the waters thereof,’’ 
but does not assume, declare or even 
imply that ‘‘the waters thereof’’ extend 
beyond the usual limit of territorial 
waters. Every attempt to induce Con- 
gress to change the statute so asto author- 
ize a mare clausum proclamation has 
failed. In the midst of the poaching con- 
troversy the very last Congress rejected an 
amendment declaring that ‘sec. 1956 was

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intended to include all the waters of 
Behring Sea embraced within the 
boundaries described in our Russian 
treaty, and the reason given for rejecting 
it was that it involved a grave principle of 
international law and proposed to make a 
closed sea of alarger body of water than 
the Mediterranean.

THE ETHICS OF PAYMENT. 


The President in his letter to the Com- 
mercial Congress at Kansas City takes 
his stand on the dictum: ‘‘Any dollar, 
paper or coin, that is issued by the United 
States must be madeand kept, in its com- 
mercial uses, as good as any other dollar.“ 

This bit of financial wisdom or financial 
morality is susceptible of but one interpre- 
tation. It means and can mean only that 
the standard unit of paymentin the United 
States must be always that dollar which is 
worth most intrsnsically, or which costs 
most. That is to say, if gold mines 
fail and the purchasing power of 
a given quantity of gold ‘increases 
owing to the scarcity of the metal, 
while a steadier supply of silver prevents 
equal appreciation of silver, the gold dol- 
lar must be the standard unit of payment, 
and more silver must be put into the silver 
dollar to make it the equal of the other, 
intrinsically and commercially. But on 
the other hand when the output of gold 
from new mines makes the metal in the 
gold dollar worth less than the metal in 
the silver dollar, more gold must be put 
into the gold dollar to make it the equal of 
any other dollar, and tq; insure the cred- 
itor, always at the expense of the debtor, 
the exclusive benefit of all changes in the 
relative values of the money metals. 

That is the President's doctrine plainly 
stated. It is the doctrine of the money- 
lender’s or other creditor’s moral right to 
collect more than is justly due him. It 
ignores and denies the right of the bor- 
rower to discharge his debt with dollars as 
good as those he borrowed. In short it 
repudiates the recognized equities of a fair 
and honest settlement between debtor and 
creditor, which requires always an un- 
changed measure of payment. 

As an historical fact our Government has 
several times changed the amount of gold 
inthe gold dollar, but never the amount 
of silver in the silver dollar, and 
in 1873, when the silver dollar was the 
most costly, struck it from our coinage, 
and proceeded to pay all Government notes 
and bondsin the cheaper gold coin. Un- 
less Mr. HARRISON denies its moral and 
legal right todo that he cannot deny its 
right now to make the cheaper silver dollar 
its standard of present payment.

SOCIETY AND MORALS. 


When some obscure, friendless and help- 
less person is tempted, by sore necessity 
perhaps, to break the moral law in his 
desperate struggle for ‘‘leave to live,’’ he 
disregards no social obligation save ‘the 
terrors ofthe law. He exhibits no in- 
gratitude, forfeits no respect nor friend- 
ship and betrays no confidence, since the 
world has endowed him with none of 
these guides and helps to the better way. 
He scandalizes no proud social circle and 
is entitled to whatever of sympathy may 
be due to human weakness warped by ad- 
versity. 

But such as he get nosympathy when 
caught stealing, swindling or obtaining 
money under false pretenses. The world 
seems to think the rock-pile at the Work- 
house good enough for him as a starter 
and that, as his talents and enterprise de- 
velop, his path to further promotion and 
improvement socially may mercifully in- 
clude a term or so in the penitentiary. 

By no recognized standard of morals can 
such a man be deémed guiltier or less 
worthy of sympathy than the one who dis- 
regards all the restraints of high social 
position and uses it as a means of betray- 
ing the confidence of a host of friends 
whose money he has borrowed to squander 
recklessly in gambling speculations. 
When with all the advantages and aids to 
honest business success imparted by his 
recognized position as a leader in the most 
select circles, and by troops of in- 
fluential friends, a man yields to the 
temptations of dishonesty, then the pal- 
liative pleas admissible in the case of 
the lower sort of thieves, confidence men 
and swindlersdo not apply. The aids to 
honest success trustingly and kindly 
placed at his command have served merely 
to show in him the impulse of the ingrate 
and scoundrel, without the temptations, 
necessities, or other excuses of the ordinary 
villain. His method of maintaining an as- 
sumed superiority to the great mass of hon- 
est and respectable people, utterly deprives 
him of any claim upon their sympathy, 
and they cannot see why he should not be 
treated like any common offender.

That Miss PHasse Couzins is a lawyer by 
profession and training—that her profes- 
sion has hardened an originally sweet and 
tender nature; that she had positive 
notions as to the powers and duties of the

Result of the Caucus in Councilman 
Sloan's Office Yesterday. 


SELECTION OF W. H, LITTLE FOR SECRE- 
TARY A SURPRISE TO POLITICIANS, 


Another Caucus of Democratic Members 
ot the House of Delegates on the Cards 
for To-Day—There Will Be No Change 
in the Slate Already Selected—Political 

News. 


The seven Democratic members of the 
Council met, agreed upon a state and ad- 
journed between 4 and 6 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Here js the slate: 

Vice-President, John A. Sloan, 

Secretary, William H, Little. 

Assistant Secretary, Douglas Crothers. 

Sergeant-at-Arms, Thomas Brady. 

The cgucus was held in Councilman Sloan’s 
office at 605 North Third street and all the 
„big seven’’ were present. Mr. Sloan being 
the onty holdover Democratic member 
was in the chair and at the 
outset he briefly explained the object of the 
caucus. Nominations for Vice-President 
were declared in order and Councilman 
Sloan was given the place unanimously. 

The Secretaryship of the Council, a posi- 
tion worth $175 per month, was the next in 
order for a place on the slate, The names of 
William H. Little, Secretary of the Chronicle, 
William M. Reedy a, newspaper writer, and 
Joseph N. Judge, arelative by marriage to 
the big political house, headed by Ed Butler. 

LITTLE GETS THE SECRETARYSHIP, 

Before the caucus none of the polfticians 
thought for a moment that Mr. Little was in 
the race. He had made his canvass without 


a flourishing of trumphets and won on the 
The vote was Little, 4; Reedy, 2, 
and Judge, 1. The one solid for Judge’’ was 


first ballot. 


cast by Ceunciiman Sloan. 

The assistant-secretaryship came next in 
order and two names were presented. They 
were Dug Crothers, backed by C. C. Mamtt. 
and a young worker named Ratigan. The 
vote was recorded five for Crothers and two 
for Ratigan. Brady had no opposition for 
sergeant-at-arms. After arrangements had 
been made for the presentation of the caucus 
names at the organization next Tuesday 
afternoon an adjournment was taken with 
the understanding that each and everyone 
present would stand by the slate. 

SURPRISED THE POLITICIANS. 

When it leaked out that Mr. Little had been 
chosen for Secretary much surprise Was ex- 
pressed. The politicians had it figured out 
that if the seven could not agree on 
Reedy, Judge or Mohan, the place would go 
to the Secretary of State, M. K. McGrath. 
Mr. McGrath was not a candidate, but his 
na was frequently mentioned as a good 
compromise candidate. Mr. Little has not 
taken an active hand in polities, and 
for that reason is not very well 
known in political circles. He has 
been a resident of the city for a number of 
years and now lives at Benton, in the ex- 
treme Western section of the Twenty -seventh 
Ward. Heisaneighbor of Recorder of Vot- 
ers Carlise, and the opinion was expressed 
last evening that that official had done some 
canvassing in his behalf, as well as Council- 
man-elect Anderson, who also resides at 
Benton. 

OTHER SALARIED OFFICES, 

Dug Crothers, who gets the assistant 
secretaryship and the $100 per month salary 
it pays. hails from the Seventeenth Ward, 
and is one of Mr. Maffitt’s chief lieutenants. 
He has also achieved some distinction asa 
professional base ball player. Brady, who 
figures on the slate for sergeant-at-arms. a 
position worth $75 per month, is a Sixth 
Ward worker, and now holds a deputyship 
in Sheriff Staed’s office. He held the same 
position in the Council from 1886 to 1888, when 
the Republicans got control, and elected a 
colored man named Taylor to succeed him. 


* Will Caucus Again To-Day. 

The eighteen Democratic members of the 
House of Delegates will have another caucus 
to-day to decide upon the order they will fol- 
low at the organization Tuesday afternoon, 
Spokesmen will be selected to present the 
caucus nominees and other details will be ar- 
ranged so as to avoid any confusion when 
the organization begins. The House slate as 
it was selected by the caucus was given in 
last Thursday’s Post-DispatcH. The nom- 
inees are Thomas J. Ward for Speaker; 
Thomas Bradshaw, Speaker pro tem; Thomas 
E. Barrett, Clerk; John Stussel, Assistant 
Clerk; James Mooney, Sergeant-at-arms, 
and James Gibson, Page. The eighteen have 
agreed to support the slate in its entirity and 
the members say it will go through without a 
break at the meeting Tuesday afternoon.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., April 19.—Yesterday 
was pay-day at Glen Lyon, a mining village, 
mear Nanticoke, and the unlicensed places 
did a big business. At the Polander settle- 
ment a debauch was begun early in the 

day and toward the evening the pro- 
prietor of a speak easy’’ made the 
proud boast that he had already sold twenty- 
seven kegs of beer. By nightfall this same 
place was filled with a drunken mob whence 
yells and cries could be heard all over the 


village. Among the inmates were Jacob 
Hayna, Stanley Maulisk and John 
Foliniski. Hayna was quarrelling with 


Foliniski and offered to whip him. Afight 
was soon started, and Hayna knocked 
Foliniski down. Jumping on him as he lay 
prostrate, he drew a knife and proceeded to 
butcher him in the most horrible manner. 
His abdomen was ripped open for a distance 
of ten inches, and various other cuts were 
given. Some of the more sober of the crowd 
pulled Hayna off, and Foliniski was taken to 
his home, 

At 11 o’clock at night Constable McKune, a 
plucky officer of Glen Lyon, arrested both 
Hayna and Maulisk after a terrible fight and 
took them to Squire Finns office. Here 
the two men were placed in 
the middle of the room and 
handcuffed together, while McKune 
and Finn lay against the two doors all night. 
This morning the former brought them to 
Wilkesbarre, where they were lodged in jall. 
Foliniski was still alive this morning, 
although the doctors were unable to restore 
his entrailsto their natural position, 


RECAPTURED. 


WILLIAM BLANEY, THE DOOMED BALTIMORE 
MURDERER, AGAIN BEHIND THE BARS. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 18.—News of the 
escape from jail of Wm. Blaney, the con- 
victed murderer, not only produced conster- 
nation among the officials who were charged 
with his safe keeping, but also stirred up the 
police department to its fullest vigilance and 
created a profound sensation throughout the 
city. All the roads leading out of the city 
were guarded, and the places to which 
Bianey might naturally look for an asylum 
closely watched. While his escape was 
cleverly managed, the stupid use he made of 
his golden opportunity to escape the noose 
caused great surprise. 

Officers Hussey and Smith of the South- 
western District, who had been detailed to 
watch the house of Mrs. Frank Whyte, in the 
extreme southwestern section of the city, 
made up their minds to search the house. 
Notwithstanding the strenuous denial of Mrs. 
Whyte that she had not seen him, two 
Deputy Wardens who had been detailed for 
the same duty had not been satisfied with 
her denials. 

Mrs. Whyte burst intotears asthe officers 
brushed heraside and ran up stairs. In a 
back room on the third floor they found Blar- 
ney in bed, snugly wrapped up in a 
blanket and fast asleep. It required 
a great deal of shaking to rouse him and he 
was then found to be stupidly drunk, Blaney 
was taken to the station, and thence in the 
patrol wagon to Marshal Frey’s office. 

The news of the capture spread rapidly and 
a throng of several thousand people had 
gathered to get a look at the bold crook. 


There was a drunken leer on his face 
all the while, and he called 
out to an acquaintance he saw 
in the crowd for a loan of a dollar. 
Nine dollars was found in his 
clothes, and the taking of this 


from him caused a complete change in his 
demeanor. His rearrest he regarded with 
indifference, but the loss of his $9 roused him 
to demoniacal fury. He cursed and fought, 
and the officers were required to put a steel 
belt around him and handcuff him to it. Upon 
his return to the jail, his ravings became 
so furious that the officials had to put himin 
a dark cell. The death watch will be kept to- 
morrow. 


ASSASSINS FALL OUT. 


PARIS, Tex., April 18.—A detachment of 


deputy sheriffs arrived here this afternoon 
with D. Armond, Frank Jones ahd Bill Burle- 
son, all white men, charged with the murder 
of Ed Howell, an Indian citizen, on Wild 
Horse Creek inthe Chickasaw Nation Jan. 
6, 1891. It seems that Howell had a large 
farm and Armond, Jonesand Burleson were 
his tenants. He had some trouble with them 
and met them at Armond’s house, when they 
quietly murdered him and buried the body 
under the floor, 

Howell’s disappearance excited much com- 
ment in the neighborhood and they became 
alarmed. One night they disinterred the 
body and carried it tothe creek bottom, where 
they bulit a big log heapand burned it. Re- 
cently the three men fell but among them- 
selves and Burleson gave the thing away to 
some of the neighbors, who began to investi- 
gate and found fragments of human bones 
where Burleson said the body had been 
burned, The affair was reported to the 
Federal authorities and they were arrested 
and brought here and lodged in jail.

A NOTABLE CAPTURE. 
DeTrRortT, Mich., April 18.—When the local 
officers arrested Frank Myers, altas Edding- 
ton, for forging the names of Backus & Sons 
to a 80 check on the Dime Bank, and the 
name of Harker, Webb & Co. toa $7 check on 
the same bank, they did not think they had 
a man of any note. To-day, however, 
the arrival of Post-office Inspector Will- 
jams of St. Louis put a different phase 
on the matter,as Williams is engaged in 
locating a gang of forgers that have worked 
nearly every city of any size, from Council 
Bluffs to New York, and thinks Meyers is at 
the head of the gang and the headquarters 
are here. This gang worked the compara- 
tively safe game of small figures, but is said 
to have taken about $10,000 from St. Louis and 
Chicago alone.

FOREST LAWS IN ENGLAND. 


The Iron Industry Was Dependent on Oak 
for Fuel. 


From the Nineteenth Century. 

In early times, when houses were builltof 
wood and all the ships were made of wood 
and when wood formed the fuel for cooking 
and warmth, the cultivation of timber and 
the prevention of its waste were the subjects 
of very severe laws. From the time of Edward 
IV. there were enacted many statutes for the 
planting, securing, cutting and ordering of 


woods, copses and underwoods. By an actof 
Queen Elizabeth timber of twenty-two years’ 
owth was ees for a longer period 

m the payment of tithe, ‘‘to render ft 
complete and more effectual to their im- 
provement.’’ 

In the seventeenth century no farmer was 
permitted in the Duchy of Luxembourg to fei 
a timber tree without being able to show that 
he had planted another, anda custom ex 
isted at that time around Frankfort, spoken 
of as inviolable, under which the young 
farmer, before he had leave to marry, was 
obliged to produce a certificate of his having 
seta number of walnut trees. 

Under the law of Edward IV., wood in parks 
forms the subject of special legislation. Cat. 
tle and colts were not allowed to graze the 
woods till four years after a fall; and, to pre- 
vent the destructive razing and converting of 
woods into pasture, no wood of two acres, 
and above two furlongs from the mansion 
house, could be interfered with. In partsof 
Germany, where a single tree was observe 
to be extraordinarily fertile—‘‘a constant and 
plentiful mast bearer’’—there were laws to 
prohibit its being felled without special leave, 
and in England owners of woods within 
chases were forbidden, to use the phraseology 
of the times, to cut down timber ‘‘without 
view of officers.’’ 

The iron industry, dependent then as !t 13 
now upon the neighborhood for fuel for !ts 
manufacture, flourished in the World of Sus, 
sex on account of the extent and amount of 
oak timber. In order to protect the timber 
from the exorbitance and increase of devour: 
ing iron mills, there wasa statute made DY 
Queen Elizabeth which prohibited the con, 
verting of timber trees into fuel for the use of 
iron mills, if the trees were of one foot square 
and growing within fourteen miles of the sea 
or the great rivers. The King of Spain took 
similar precautions in the royal woods near 
Bilbao. It is mentioned that he had sixteen 
times as many acres of coppice wood as" were 
fit to be cut for fuel for the iron works in 2 
year, and then when any part or portion “ 
coppice was going to be destroyed an officer 
wo first mark for ship timber certain trees 
to be 8 d.

French entertainers do not offer champagne, 
which is quite as expensive in France as it is 
in America. 

Americans would do well to study French 
frugality. Itis not inelegant, it is not ip- 
hospitable. Itis simply good common sense. 

English entertaining is superb and fault- 
less ata great house. Atan English dinner, 
from the plainest tothe highest, there is eti- 
quette, manner, fine service and everything 
which there should be. The wit, the court- 
ler and the beauty and the poet aim at 
appearing well at dinner. The pleasures of 
the table, says Savarin, bring neither en- 
chantment, ecstasy or transports, but they 
gain in duration what they lose in intensity. 
They incline us favorably to all other pleas- 
ures, or console us for the loss of them.’’ 
They console us for our lost illusion. 

EUROPEAN DINNER TABLES. 

At very few houses, however, even in En- 
giand amongst the aristocracy, does one see 
so elegant a taste, and never anywhere the 
profusion of fowers, in which Americons de- 
light. Ind a French gentleman who was 
dining ne me at an American’s table in 
Paris, told me that it pained him to see mon- 
ey thrown away on flowers. In England one 
sees very fine linen and beautiful old silver, 
china and glass, the table lighted with wax 
candies. Coffee is served immediately after 
dinner in the drawing-rooms. 

Ata plain country dinner, plum pudding, a 
sweet omelet or a rich plum tart is served be- 
fore the game. I imagine this is the rem- 
nant of some old fashion, but it prevails in 
Yorkshire. The dinner, except in a few 
houses, is rarely as good 
American dinner except in the matter of fish, 
which is uniformly very fine. The vegeta- 
bies are few, and the ‘‘sweets’’ are very fine, 
generally consisting of a sour tart made of 
gooseberries. Fine strawberries and pies are, 
however, very common. 

All the men are in evening dress and the 
ladies decollete at an English dinner, even 
in the country places, like Melton Mombray, 
and as the exposure to cold is getting to be 
more noticed than formerly, very elegant tea 
gowns are now allowed. A white or pink 
satin tea gown, trimmed with sable and made 
high in the neck, is now often seen at dinner. 
Servants make the round of the table In pairs, 
opening the various courses. People do not 
talk loud, nor do they gesticulate as Americans 
do. 
No personal subjects are ever discussed be- 
fore the servants, of whom there are always 
agreat number. People of very moderate 
means keep many servants. No hostess ever 
apologizes or notices any accidents or fail- 
ures. If the omelette souffle is burned or 
drops she does hot observe it. The servant 
appears and withdraws it, nor isany one 
disturbed thereby. 

At luncheon, and in some houses it is still 
considered proper forthe man of the house 
to carve;at very quiet dinners, the lady helps 
the soup herself. This is often done on the 
Continent.

ous Of titles; still less should she indulge ina 
too presumptious boldness, which has of late 
speedily brought several American women 
into trouble. 

The rather perilous admiration of the 
Prince of Wales forsome American beauties 
has led to this style, but it is advisable that 
even a very pretty and witty woman should 
hold herself in check in England. 

An American should, ifshe would succeed 
in English society, have herself presented by 
her Minister. She has then the privilege of 
attending any subsequent drawing-room and 
is eligible to invitations to court balls, con- 
certs and garden parties. 

These favorite forms of entertaining are, 
perhaps, the more agreeable to a newcomer 
than the dinner party. for unless a person is 
very agreeable, the first dinneris very stiff. 
English people are very kind, very hospit- 
abie, but they resent anything like a too 
sudden intimacy. They resent ‘‘pushing’’ 
more than any people in the world. In no 
country has intellect, reading, cultivation 
and knowledge such a success as in England. 
If a lady, especially, can talk well she is in- 
vited everywhere. 

ENGLISH COUNTRY HOUSES. 

But American guests should be worthy of 
this splendid English hospitality. The Eng- 
lish regard a letter of introduction as a sacred 
institution, and an obligation which can- 
not be disregarded. Invitations to dinner, 
tickets for any sort of show, the carriage, the 
house, allis offered, and a three days’ visit 
atacountry house is worth a voyage across 
the Atlantic. 

Of course, there are people in England who 
are discourteous, who patronize, who by 
their pride of birth make themselves disa- 
greeable. There are well-known English 
names which are synonyms for snobbery, but 
we must remember in extenuation that we 
have some well-Known American families 
who boast @ patrician and hereditary claim 
to the worst manners inthe universe. How- 
ever, well- born bears are in the minority. It 
is almost a sure sign of base and ignoble 
blood to be badly mannered, but all rules 
have exceptions. 

Ifthe American visitor treats his English 
host half as well as his host treats him, he 
may be assured that the entente cordiale will 
be perfect. An English hostess never gives 
her guest the idea that she is being ‘‘enter- 
talned. She throws open the library door, 
she mentions the lunch and dinner hour, she 
places horses and carriages at her disposal, 
she welcomes her on the lawn tennis, she 
shows herthe flowers, but then she lets her 
alone. 

The American “high tea with cold 
chicken, perhaps a hot dish of roast part- 
ridges, hot cakes, biscuits and sweetmeats, 
ges on toast, etc., has been introduced at 5 
o’clock with favor in English country houses 
ot late. But it is not very much patronized, 

And while the gentleman shoots, fishes and 
boats, or rides, plays billiards or smokes, the 
lady should also show a similar tact in retir- 
ing to her room to write letters. She should 
have the genius and finesse to get 
out of the way, not ** hanging 
round“ to be ‘‘amused’’ or entertained. 
She must not pluck a flowerin the orna- 
mental grounds without permission. In each 
one ig a part of the mosaic, in the well 
wrought picture. Noone must ride a horse 
too fast, or too far; or join a party where one 
is not expected under the trees. Remember, 
however warmiy you have been received that 
you are not always wanted.

Maid servants serve the tea, which 
should be always hot, and pines, peaches, 
strawberries aud cream, grapes and apricots 
abound. Camp-stools or stationary benches 
are placed about, and a band plays in the 
distance. The most stately garden parties 
are given at Lambeth Palace by the Arch 
bishop. One was given by the Queen in her 
jubilee year, and those at Marlboro House 
given by the genial Prince and Princess are 
very enjoyable. 
GARDEN PARTIES. 


In fact, England is the land for the gar- 
den party, with its turf of velvet softness, 
the flowering trees, the splendid old oaks, 
the clipped box avenues, the arcades of 
blossoming rose vines, the ‘‘pleached al- 
leys, and the old-fashioned Dutch gardens, 
make these parties charming, A garden 
party near Paris has also its attractions in 
those fine old houses in the Faubourg St. 
Germain. 


All Italian entertaining is most frugal. A 
little wine and water, a few cakes, or some 
very warm orange flower water or syrup, are 
offered. What would an Italian prince say to 
an American entertainment, where hot and 
cold dishes, even a h@unch of venison and a 
filet de boeuf with truffles, a cold salmon, 
dressed with apeca sauce, oysters in every 
form, salads of every description, boned 
and truffied turkey and chicken, 
pates of game, cold partridges and 
grouse, pati de foie gras, hot can- 
vas back ducks, terrapin and game, 
ices, biscuits, creams, jellies and all the best 
Clarets, champagnes, Johannisberger and 
Sauternes, all poured forth as from the corn- 
ucopia of plenty. One American supper would 
feed all Italy for a week. One finds a grand 
exception to this fugality at the royal palace 
in Rome. King Humbert and Queen Mar- 
guerite are hospitable hosts, and their 
suppers rival the American. In- 
deed, they ought to be for the 
ancient Bomans are famous for suppers 
since the days of Lucullus. The Ger- 
mans entertain imply with potato salads, 
sausages, cheese, beer, wild boar, head- 
cheese, pickles, goose fiesh dried, all sorts of 
cakes, and if they give you a musicale, the 
music is good, or they give a very 
French dinner with a French chef, but the 
Emperor has issued an edict that there shall 
be no French printed menu.

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MEN WILLING TO SERVE THEIR COUNTRY’ 
BY HOLDING OFFICE. 


A Secret Political Organization Which 


Makes Gigantic Claims—Extracts From |. 


the Rituals of the American Patriotic 
League—The Oaths Members Take. 


Some time since the organization, secretly 
political in its character, known asthe Amer- 
ican Patriotic League,entered the local arena 
of politics with an avowed membership in St. 
Louis of from 7,000 to 10,000, the organizer 
placing the number as highas 14,000. Inves- 
tigation failed to verify these statements of 
membership. There was considerable boast- 
ing amongthe few known interested ones 
that the Councilman’s ticket secretly nomi- 
nated by the League would be elected by 
an Overwhelming majority. The following 
are the names of those indorsed at the time as 
brought to the Post-DisPpaTcu office by Abner 
P. Smith, the St. Louis orgenizer of the 
league: Delos R. Haynes, Charles Nagel, 
F. R. Ripley, Charles James, Philip Gruner 
and Wm. Cullinane. The result of the 
election demonstrated to the Knowing ones 
that there was evidently a fake somewhere, 
but Smith persisted in asserting that the or- 
ganization had the strength claimed, but that 
he had, at the last moment, thrown his influ- 
ence in favor of the Democratic ticket, there- 
by securing its election. Smith, when asked 
in the presence of witnesses if he expected an 
Office, answered boldly: 

Most assuredly.’’

REJECTED MANUSCRIPTS. 


One of the Unpleasant Duties That Falls to 
an Editor’s Lot. 


From an Exchange. 

One of the most unpleasant duties that falls 
to the lot of a literary editor of magazine or 
Sunday newspaper is thatof sayingno toa 
bundle of copy that should not be put in typo. 
To oblige one writer by publishing a point- 
less or unfit thing isto disoblige 100, 000 read- 
ers who expect better things. The poor edi- 
tor makes an enemy of one by doing his duty 
unto others. But his consolation is in know- 
ing that if he does his duty he must make en- 
emies. It is the way of the world 
in many ~ k Ute. Oft un- 
welcome manuscrifts Arlo Bates 
long ago wrote as follows for the Book Buyer: 
It is one ofthe problems with which a man 
may N his mind when, to speak para- 
doxically, he wishes it to be unoccupied, 
what becomes of all the manuscripts which 
are rejected by the publishers. There must 
be an enormous quantity of them somewhere. 
A professional reader told me once that out 
of the manuscript books which he read there 
were not & per cent which ever were pub- 
lished by the firm he read for or 
by any qther; and his estimate 
is rather a generous one, since there are 
60 many books that are too obviousiy 
bad ever to goto a reader at all. What is 
done withthe battered and shabby manu- 
script, which, afterit had gone from pub- 
lisher to ublisher, had been read to all the 
sympathizing frienes who are available as 
audience, and been submitted to the im- 


rtial criticism of the author's dearest 


riends again and again? Of course there 
must be instances where the heroic 
measures, which are so characteristics of the 
unsuccessful authors of, or rather in 
romance, are followed, and the ill-starred 
but genius-fraught manuscript is given to 
the devouring flames; but it is tobe feared 
that these cases are less frequent than they 
should be. Probably in most cases the parcel 
of shabby sheets continuesto get shabbier, 
the leaves in time become separated and now 
and then lost, andin the end, when the 
author has gone on a visit in house-cleaning 
time, or has removed to another home, or 
perhaps has quitted this unsatisfactory world 
altogether, some unsympathetic hand pitches 
the inglorious and dingy bundle into the ash- 
barrel or inthe kitchen stove. It is one of 
those things which one could easily senti- 
mentalize oyer, but whoever takes the 
trouble to think the thing out carefully is 
likely to refiect that after all the author 
is not to pitied. He has his 
enjoyment in the writing of the book; 
anticipations of its success, and in the joy o 
literary composition, which for one of those 
so minded is one of the most delightful things 
inthe world. That he was afterwards to 
for this in the disappointment of the failure 
of his work is only a part of that scheme of 
adjustment and compensation of which life 1s 
so largely made up. He should remember 
that he has at least had his fun, as the chil- 
dren would say, and he should not begrudge 
the vexation by which he has to pay for it 
afterward. Theonly wise attitude for the 
young author is that heis writing for exer- 
cise in composition to fit him for future work, 
or that he is writing forthe simple pleasure 
ofcomposing. Ihen any profit or pleasure 
that may come afterward is so much clear 
gain.

CONCERNING CHEWING GUM. 


Contains Paraffine Wax Which Is Very 
Dangerous in the Intestines. 


The fine distinctions required by legal defi- 
nitions frequently threaten confusion, even 
when the facts appear to be perfectly clear. 
There is no room for doubting the inconven- 
lence and danger which may arise from the 
accumulation of a mass of paraffine wax in 
the intestines; and yet when any legal inter- 
ference with the sale of chewing gum, con- 


taining 60 percent of this substance, is at- 
tempted, the charming uncertainties 
and quibbles which arise are more 
amusin than edifying, says the Lon- 
don ancet, In a recent prosecu- 
tion at the Hanley Borough Police Court it 
was first contended that the fourteenth sec- 
tion of the food and drugs act, which relates 
to the division of the substance in the pres- 
ence of the seller at the time of purchase, 
—— not been complied with. Then it was 
submitted that the article was not one of 
food, since it was sold simply for chewing. 
Then it Was suggested that as sweets are so 
utterly indefinite in their composition it was 
impossibie to deal with them as ordinary 
articles of food. And the climax was reached 
in the contention that it was not sold to the 
prejudice of the purchaser, as the complain- 
ant said he did not intend to eat it. This was 
extremely ingenious, but the —— hap- 
pened to the Inspector of Nuisances, who 
was merely collecting evidence. The case 
ended for the present with the imposition 
Ot a une, on the ground that the substance 
was sold to the prejudice of the purchaser, 
inasmuch as it was notin the nature of the 
substance and quality of the article de- 
manded by the purchaser, who asked for gum 
and got paraffine wax. Ifthe case is ever 
taken toa higher court itis quite possible 
that it may be argued that the complainant 
did not ask for gum' but for chewing 
M ; that he did not get ‘‘paraffine wax,’ 
ut only 50 per cent of paramne wax, and 
the remaining 50 per cent of unknown ingre- 
dients which sufficiently bring the substance 
within the legal meaning of chewing gum,’’ 
But what is chewing gum?’’ The following 
definition might be suggested: A substance 
of very valuable composition, ignorantly em- 
ployed by children, which, when-containing 
affine wax, may lead to ver ss dan- 
pers. and the sale of which ghou prohib-

The dog catchers have again made their ap- 
pearance on the streets, and Friday night 
they perpetrated an outrage at the intersec- 
tion of Thomas street and Compton and 
Easton avenues which in some respects re- 
sembles thecase of Willie Maier, who two 
years ago was dragged to the dog wagon with 
a wire around his neck and thrown among 
the snarling beasts. One of the dog catchers 
who took part in the first 
piece of brutality played a prominent part 
in the outrage of Friday last, which occurred 
in front of 8189 Thomas street between 5 and 


6 o’clock in the evening. 

Leonard Powell of 8508 Kossuth avenue and 
Thomas McLarkey of Twenty-second and 
O Fallon streets are in the employ of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., and on Friday morning 
they were sent to repair and relay the gas 
main in front of 8139 Thomas street. The job 
kept them at work all day, and when the 
trouble commenced inthe evening they were 
refilling the trench and packing the 
dirt down with rammers. Powell 
stooped to scrape the dirt from his rammer 
and was speaking to several children playing 
about him When as-months-old puppy came 
from the passageway leading tothe rear of 
8189 Thomas street and began licking his 
hand, 

THE DOG-CATCHERS APPEAR. 

At this moment a woman living in the rear, 
who was standing on the sidewalk, cried: 
„Here come the dog-catchers. Run the dog 
away. She addressed her last remark to 
Powell, who was still stooping down, and he 
gave the puppy aslap onthe haunches. In- 
stead of running away it returned to him and 
he struck the pup again. The dog-catchers’ 
wagon had by this time driven up to within 
100 feet of the crowd, and Robert Guirke, one 
of the dog-catchers, had run ahead to catch 
the dog. He reached Powell just as he stopped 
the dog the second time, and Guirke’s wire 
hoop missed the animal. Swing- 
ing the wire again he brought 
it down with a whizzing jerk around 
Powell’s neck. Hethen gave it a pulland 
almost jerked Powell on his face to the side- 
walk. Powell, who is an Fnglishman, is 
about 60 years of age, butis a strong, vigor- 
ous man. He arose from a kneeling 
posture, and putting his thumbs 
between the wire and his neck 
loosened the wire. His partner, McLarky, 
went to his rescue and catching hold of the 
wire, aided Powell in loosening it, Guirke, 
the dog-catcher, in the meantime pulling 
with all his strength at the other end. 

CUT IN THE NECK. 

As he jerked the old man about the wire cut 
deep into his neck, and Powell would no 
doubt have been strangled but for the assist- 
ance of McLarky. During the struggle Guirke 
tauntingly grinned at Powell and cursed him, 
saying: ‘‘I missed the dog, Dut I caught you, 
you >? 

Powell finally released his head from the 
wire loop and springing forward caught 
Guirke by the throat and pinned himto the 
brick wall. Guirke released himself and 
called for his comrades on the wagon to bring 
agun. Powell pickedup ashoveland dealt 
Guirke a blow onthe arm and received one 
in return on the head from Guirke, 
who also picked up a shovel. 
The other dog catchers rushed 
tothe scene and one of them seized a ram- 
mer, with which he dealt McLarky a blow on 
the back, almost knocking him down. Mc- 
Larky looked about for something to beat off 
his assailants, one of whom carried a base 
ball bat, a weapon which dog catchers al- 
ways carry; but he could see nothing, and 
was content to get out of reach of their clubs. 

Powell dropped his shovel when Guirke 
stguck him on the head, and springing upon 
him again got him by the throat and held 
him against the wall. 

SAVED GUIRKE’S LIFE. 

He drew back his arm and was about to de- 
liver a blow with his hardened fist, 
when Officer McInerny, who had suddenly 
arrived on the scene froma corner grocery, 
caught Powell’s arm. McInerny, so the 
women living near the scene ofthe fight de- 
clare, had been just inside the grocery door, 
awitnesstoallthat transpired, and paid 
no attention to the appeals of the women 
and children to go out and stop the fight. 
Powell also says the officer was in the gro- 
cery, but did not make his appearance until 
he had Guirke by the throat and against the 
wall, about to brain him. The om 
cer arrested Powell and McLarky, Guirke 
and another dog catcher. To Powell’s sur- 
prise a charge of disturbing the peace was 
placed against him and McLarky by the om 
cer and Guirke, and they were told to appear 
at the Second District Police Court yesterday 
morning. Both men remained at the station 
until bond was secured, while 'Guirke walked 
out without hindrance or question. 

THE CASE DISMISSED. 

Yesterday morning both men were in Judge 
Anderson’s court and the case was soon 
reached. When it was called, Officer Mc- 
Inerny walked up to theclerk and said he 
knew nothing of the case, and Guirke was 
called. Hedid not respond. Judge Ander- 
son then dismissed the case for want of pros- 
ecution. As Powelland MeLarky were going 
outthey met Guirke and his ‘‘pal,’’ who 
seemed to be very much disappointed on 
learning that the case had been dismissed. 

The law regarding dog licenses does not re- 
quire an owner to procure a license for a dog 
under 6 months old and the woman who owns 
the pup, which figured in this case, says she 
was aware of this regulation, and told the 
dog catchers when they ran up that the dog 
was only s months old, but they paid no at- 
tention to her. 

The people of the neighborhood are loud in 
their denunciation of the brutality of the dog 
catchers and the atmosphere around Easton 
and Compton avenues has become very un- 
healthy for them, 

POWELL’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Powell was seen at his home, 3508 Kos- 
suth avenue, yesterday evening, and he told 
his story of the affair just as it had been told 
by the residents of the neighborhood. 

The dog catchers are a gang of thugs and 
should not be allowed tocarry on that bus- 
mess, saidhe. ‘‘I have been in this coun- 
try thirty-four years and was arrested for 
the first tine yesterday. I did not know 
what to do, Ithought they would hold the 
dog catchers, asthey were the aggressors, 
and not me. but to my surprise we 
were held and charged with disturbing the 
peace. I would have followed this case up 
and punished those fellows, but I cannot 
spare an hour of my time now, as it meansa 
loss which Iamnot willing to bear. Iam 
really glad that I did not hit the man as I in- 
tended to, because I think if I had I would 
not be at work for some time.’’ 

The dog catchers are defended by the City 
Marshalandtheir defense is that they are 
city officialsin the discharge of their duty 
and cannot be interfered with. Guirke and 
is ilk are the kind of men selected for this 
brutal business.

ADDITIONAL GOLD SHIPMENTS CAUSE A 
GENERAL ATTACK ON SPECIALTIES, 


Reactions Manipulated for a Purpose— 
The Railroad Influence—The Rise in 
Wheat—A Little Set-Back—The Day in 
Wall Street. 


NEw YorK, April 18.—The bull movement 
looked alittle shaky more than once last 
week, but events proved that the reactions 
were manipulated fora purpose. It wasa 
clear case of the big guns having an advan- 
tage over the tailers-ůon. The former know 
exactly the moves that are to be made on the 
speculative chess-board, while the latter 
have todo the guessing. The long looked- 
for meeting of the Advisory Board 
of the Western Traffic Association 
called for Tuesday last afforded a striking ex- 
ample of the incongruities which often creep 
into Stock Exchange movements. Thus, when 
it became known that the Gould-Huntington 
lines were not represented at the meeting, it 
wasa sufficient incentive for every trader 
who hada hundred shares ‘‘long’’ to sell out 
and double up on the ‘‘short’’ side, for with- 
out Jay Gould’s co-operation the association 
could not hope to prolong its existence. 

THE RAILROADS. 

According to certain authorities the 
Western railroad’ situation, which has 
been pictured with such a dlutsn 
tinge, is likely to prove a great sur- 
prise to the bears when all the facts concern- 
ing the real intentions of Jay Gould and his 
friends are made known, Instead of desiring 
to precipitate fresno trouble these magnates 
are credited with aspirations of a wholly dif- 
ferent character. 

As nearly as can be ascertained the backers 
of the Southwestern properties have larger 
interests in the stock market than for some 
time, and are accordingly committed to a 
policy which will not only put an end to 
strife but produce the largest net revenues 
possible. Thatthereare good, solid reasons 
to account for their taking such a stand is 
patent to every one who keeps the run of 
events. One need not gointothe intricacies 
of finance or the queer workings of commer- 
cial laws to discover the motives. Ina word, 
the necessities of the companies and a desire 
of the managers for re-election, compel the 
adoption of measures that will assure the 
payment of dividends and bring peace of 
mind to stockholders. 

THE RISE IN WHEAT. 

It goes without saying that the phenomenal 
rise in wheat both here and abroad is the di- 
rect result of the expectation of a great den. 
ciency in the world’s supply of that cereal. 
The situation in this respectis so clear that 
the efforts of speculators and their mouth- 
pieces toexaggerate the real facts is to be 
deprecated. Such mistaken geal is apt to do 
more harm than good. 8 

According to some of these self-constituted 
authorities the winter wheat crop, although 
yet unharvested, is known almost to a bushel. 
Estimates have been made with such aban- 
don that the number of persons apt to be 
misled by them is happily not likely to be 
great. Stilla little moderation in future on 
the crop question is to be advised. With 
such a prospect as there is at present of the 
farmer obtaining high prices for all the 
products he may have to sell there is really 
no need for the distortion of facts. 

A LITTLE SET- BACK. 

Advices from the West regarding a possible 
extension of the Northwest road to Ogden 
and the engagement of something over 
$1 000,000 gold coin for shipment to Europe, 
gave the stock market a little set-back at the 
opening to-day. Certain operators not in 
touch with the current upward movement 
made energetic efforts to carry the decline 
still further. The stocks offered by this con- 
tingent, however, were quickly absorbed and 
the weakness soon gave way to strength. 
Speculation gained both in tone and activity. 
As the session advanced Northern Pacifics, 
which have been decidedly weak for some 
days, developed considerable strength and 
in fact led the upward movement. The rise 
was due to the official announcement that 
relations existing between the Deutsch bank 
of Berlinand Mr. Villard were still of the 
most friendly character. It had been pre- 
viously reported thatthe bank had with. 
drawn from the Villard corporation. 

STRONG STOCKS. 

Other strong stocks were the Grangers, 
Missouri Pacific, Atchison and the Indus- 
trials. Among the latter Chicago Gas rose 
1% to 49%, while Cardage touched su and the 
preferred 104.

THE PERPETUAL WALKER. 


He Could Go Around the World With the 
Right Sort of Track. 


Quite often the ingenious makers of toys hit 
upon some contrivance intended to amuse 
children which possesses genuine interest for 
those who are interested in mechanical com- 
Dinations. Such a toy has lately been in- 
vented in France. 

It consists of a puppet or small human fig- 
ure in metal which holdsin its hands, asa 
sort of balancing-pole, a metal rod bent in 
the form ofan inverted V, or rather ofa 
bair-pin with the ends somewhat opened 
apart. 

By reason of the bringing of the center 
of gravity below the figure by this rod or 
balancing-pole, the puppet is kept in an up- 
right position on any support which is nar- 
row enough to be spanned bythe two arms 
of the pole. Placed on a raised board or 
strip set at a slight inclination this puppet, 
which the French call le macheur infatigable 
or tireless walker, will march along, put- 
ting forward first one foot and then the 
other, and imitating the movements of a 
somewhat stiff-legged walker. 


There is no propelling mechanism about the 
toy whatever, simply a jointing of the legsto 
the body upon a round horizontal pivot fast- 
ened atthe ends, with another rod under- 
neath this one and passing through two 
square boles made in the legs, as shown 
in the illustration. This second rod prevents 
the walker from taking too long steps. 

The key tothis toy’s pedestrian talent isa 
simple mechanical principle. The walker 
rests the weight of his body upon one of his 
legs while he is putting the other forward. 
The axis of his body does not rest upon a 
vertical plane, and in order to cause him to 
move forward on the inclined support itis 
necessary to give him, in starting him, a 
very slight shake sidewise. This shake, in- 
creased by the oscillation of the balancing- 
pole, causes the walker to lean first to the 
right side and then to the left. 


Suppose that he is, ata given moment, in- 
clined tothe right. All the weight of the body, 
that is to say, both of the figure and the bal- 
ancing pole, rests upon the right leg; where- 
upon the left foot, not being supported upon 
the board, is forced forward by the weight of 
the object, tending to take a vertical posi- 
tion. 

At this moment the body oscillates the 
other way, and the figure leans to the left, 
bringing the left foot tothe board. The right 
foot now being free, it in turn clears the 
board and takes a step forward. 

This movement will continue as long as the 
board holds out at a sufficient incline, which, 
by the way, need be only slight. 

There is no reason why the walker might 
not travel around the world if the right sort 
of path were provided for him.

Mrs. Patrick Grady’s Long-Lost Hus- 
band Found in St. Louis. 


SHE SUES HIM FOR MAINTENANCE AND 
FOR $5,000 IN ADDITION. 


Judge Klein Decides That a Life Insurance 
Policy Is Not Assignable, But That It 
May Be Used as Collateral— Action of 
the Bar Association on the Death of 
Judge Van Wagoner. 


A suit for $5,000 and maintenance was 
brought in the Circuit Court yesterday 
against Patrick Grady by his first wife, Mrs. 
Mary Grady, a resident of Louisburgh, Parish 
of Kilgreever, County Mayo, Ireland, the 
petition being signed for her by Mr. Thos. 
Morris under power of attorney. Mrs. 
Grady claims that she was lawfully mar- 
ried to Patrick at Louisburgh, County Mayo, 
Ireland, on the #th of January, 1854; that in 
June of the following year he emigrated 
to America, telling her that he would 
send for her in a short 
time; that for about a year he wrote 
to her and held out promises of sending for 
her soon, and since then she has failed to 
hear from him; that she became the mother 
of a little girl a few months after he left her, 
and that to support herself and child she 
borrowed money at different times from her 
relativesand friends in County Mayo, ex- 
pecting all the time to hear again from her 
husband, and that he would liquidate her 
debts; and also that these debts amount 
now, with thirty-five years’ interest added, 
to $5,000. She has received information that 
her husband is living in St. Louis, America, 
and is owner of a house and lot at 2617 Dick- 
son street, and another lot on Goode avenue 
valued at $6,000, and she therefore prays the 
court to compel her husband to pay her 
County Mayo debts and also to pay her annu- 
ally for her maintenance and supporta sum 
to be fixed by the court. 

Mrs. Grady claims that Patrick is still her 
lawful husband, and thatifhe has a second 
wife be has committed bigamy. He could 
not, she claims, have obtained a divorce 
from her, except by fraud and perjury, and 
that the divorce, if one was obtained, was 
fliegaland his second marriage also legal 
in consequence. 

Mr. Grady is a stone-mason and has been 
living in St. Louis some twenty odd years. 
His second wife died a couple of years ago and 
left no children. Up to the time of her death 
they lived together at 2617 Dickson street, but 
Mr. Grady now has the place rented out.

ENWORTH TO SALT LAKE CITY. 


An Indifferent Hero Who Talks Enter- 
tainingly — Superintending Wagon 
Trains in Old Days—Trouble With the 
Mormons—The Pony Express Idea. 


Lexincrox, Mo., April 17.—S. T. Ranna- 
bargar, a resident of this county, was here a 
day or two ago and chatted awhile with the 
Post-DisPaTcm correspondent concerning 
the position he occupied in the history of the 
country between the Missouri River and the 
Rocky Mountains. Mr. Rannabargar lays 
claim to the proud distinction of having been 
the first man to ride from Fort Leavenworth 
to Salt Lake City on horseback, in the ca- 
pacity of a Government mail-carrier and ex- 
press agent. He isa tall, spare-Duilt man, 
some 50 years of age, hale and hearty, and 
recounts his adventures as a plainsman in an 
unconcerned, matter-of-fact way. He does 
not take much credit to himself, and hardly 
seems to realize the importance to the whole 
Western half of the country of that first ride 


of his. 
In the autumn of 1857 Mr. Rannabargar 


was employed by Russell, Majors & Waddell, 


were at Fort Leavenworth, 

ness was hauling supplies to Santa Fe, N. 
M. He had driven an ox team and had gone 
a time or two as the boss of a wagon tram, 


which caused a quarrel and a mutiny, 
the boss abandoning the train and returning 
to headquarters. Rannabargar was sent to 
take Shortridge’s place and conduct the train 


whom he found near the fort, and held them 
as hostages, This brought about Rannabar- 
gar’s release, but he was unable to proceed 
to Santa Fe with his train. 

Col. Johnston, having some dispatches for 
the Quartermaster-General of the army, 
at Washington, entrusted them to Rannabar- 
gar, and started him to Fort Leavenworth on 
horseback, with instructions for the Com- 
mandant at that post to forward them. 
Making the trip in less than three weeks, Mr. 
Rannabargar delivered his dispatches into 
the Commandant’s hands, none the worse for 
his long ride. He had traveled alone, ridden 
night or day as suited his fancy, and slept 
upon the ground. 

THE PONY EXPRESS. 

His report of the trip to his principals 
caused them to conceive the idea of a pony 
express, and when they asked Rannabargar 
ifhe would undertake to make regular rides 
between Fort Leavonworth and Salt Lake 
City, without a moment’s hesitation he ans 
wered inthe affirmative, and the contract 
was closed. 

Russell, Majors & Waddell undertook the 
delivery of the United States mail, and added 
this to Rannabargar’s duties as an express 
messenger. They agreed to pay him $6.00 a 
month in addition to the $% a day he would 
receive from the Government, and defray all 
expenses. He rode a mule the frst trip. He 
had a large saddle which served him asa 
seat during his working hours, and a pillow 
when he slept. Hecarried two Diankets, a 
pair of pistols,a bowie knife and the small 
leather pouch in which were stored the mail 
and express packages. 

When he had gone asfarinadayashe and 
his mule could stand, he would turn the ani- 
mal out to graze, wrap himself in his biank- 
ets, pillow his head upon the saddie and go 
to sleep. Sometimes, he says, he found it 
too cold to sleep on the ground at night, 
in that case he rode all nigut and until the 
sun arose the next morning, when its warm 
rays would make a nap by the roadside pos- 
sible.

The committees of the Legislature 
kill about four out of ve of the measures, 
and frequently the House puts in a whole ses- 
sion in slaughtering those that through some 
private influence or favoritism ran the 
gauntiet of the committee. The stock-yards 
question, whichis alwaysa prominent sub- 
ject, has taken upa great deal of time, but 
there is no solution yet. There are a 
dozen bills on the subject, no one 
of which can possibly become a law. It {is 
now believed that the committee will divide 
the question and report two bilils—one re-

ably ever reach the Governor for signature.

A PLAGUE THREE FEET DEEP. 


The Terrible Ravages of Locusts in Aus- 
tralia. 


In order to check, if possible, the annual 
plague of locusts that devour the herbage and 
blast the hopes of graziers, farmersand fruit- 
growers to a greater or less extent in Decem- 
ber, the Government of Victoria, Australia, 
proclaimed Nov. 7 and 8 holidays for scholars 
and schoolmastersin the rural districts in 
order that they might co-operate with the 
settlers in destroying the young locusts in the 
early stage of their development before they 
have n equipped with wings, enabling 
them e fight over the country to begin 
their work of devastation. 

With thisend in view preparations were 
made in numerous parts of the interior to de- 
stroy the pest in various ways, such as by 
beating with branches the beds in the flelds 


where the as yet wingless creatures — * 
known to exist, or in — ph tay | the ground 
or turning flocks of sheep upop the land, and 
also by spreading straw over the plague spot 
and setting Are to it. In such ways vast de- 
struction was done to the armies of the young 
locusts in the early stage of their existence. 

It wasseen, however, says the Glasgow 
Herald, that the raid upon the vermin should 
have been made somewhat earlier, as num- 
bers were already so far advanced as to be on 
the wing on their mission of mischief; and, 
besides, the attack on them was not so gener 
on made as was desirable in some districts 

fictoria, while north of the Murray com- 

paratively ‘little effort was put forth to * 
with the evil, owingtothe fact that ont 
New South Wales and South Australian side 
of the Murray the bulk of the land Is taken up 
with large squatting runs,and population is 
sparse there, thus giving the ravaging lo- 
2 ones complete scope to propagate. 

9 e here can hardly conceive how seri- 
a. the locust plague is in these colonies. 
Recently the 4 — came that these creat- 
ures massed themselves so thickly along 
some of the lines of railways that, although 
the brakes were shut down, the trains could 
not be brought to a stand until they had gone 
halfa mile beyond the stations, owing to the 
multitudes crushed beneath the wheels, 
causing the trains to along as if the 
rails were covered with oll. The wheels 
actually slid ans the rails. In many of the 
Northern towns the inhabitants had to close 
their doors to keep out the invading hosts. 
The plague has now fairly begun work. In 
the southern parts of New South Wales and 
some of the northern portions of Victoria the 
outlook is ominous. 

In and around Barnawatha, Victoria, the 
insects are spreading in swarms and causing 
greatdestruction. A resident of that district 
reports that in traversing that rt of the 
country ina buggy the wheels of his vehicle 
were completely imbedded in masses of 
young caterpillars and grasshoppers, which 
on many extensive areas ‘‘covered the whole 
surface to a depth of about four inches like a 
— and undulating coat of green 
paint. 

Where the country presented any depres- 
sion it was found impossible to ss witha 
buggy, and in several favorabie localities, 
such as low-lying lands, etc., the insects 
were surging about in masses some two or 
three feet deep. The ground intheir wake 
is quite destitute of grass. Suchare some of 
the breeding grounds from which the fully 
developed creatures take filght to waste and 
Gestroy other parts of the country. 


KEEPING WATCHES IN ORDER. 


They Should Be Wound as Regularly as 
Possible. 


From Chambers’ Journal. 

In order to keep the going of a watch as 
regular as possible, it should be subjected to 
regular treatment—that is to say, it should be 
wound up always atthe same time of day, 
and during the time that it is not worn it 
should either be laid down or hung up reg- 
ularly, according to babit, as every watch 


oes differently when it is hanging than 
either during lying down or wearing. In 
watches having a double case that over the 
watch glass should never be left open. An 
attentive observer will find that if such a 
watch is left open, even for one night, the 
lass is covered witha thin lm of dust, 
which will gradually enter the works, even 
through the tiniest openings in the case, and 
8 cause disturbances. 

— — should wind up their watches in the 
—.— g, not only because they generally 
rise more regularly than they goto rest, but 
also because a spring fully wound up will 
more readily overcome the disturbances 
which affect the correct going of a watch 
during the movement occasioned in wearing 
it. Springs will not break so easily if the 
watch is care wound up, and is not 
—— directly out of the warm pocket 

inst a cold wall or on a still colder mar- 
siab; and for that reason a protective mat 
is destrabie. 
The — a anct, or, more correctly, 
its keeping correct time, is very much gov- 
its construction and its more or less 
rfect finish. It cannot be ex ted of the 
st horizontal watch that it should always 
keep good time, and even less so of the in- 
ferior watches which are sold in large num- 
bers. The changes of the oil, the variations 
in temperature, _ density or humidity of 
the air—all tly affect the going of the 
watch; and it is only the lever watch of the 
most pertect finish which neutralizes those 
adverse influences to the greatest degree. As 
a matter offact, no watch keeps perfectly 
correct time; and even the best chronome- 
ters, used in observatories and on board 
-* , must be regulated according to tabies 
fix those variations to which watches 
— subjected. 
A watch should be cleaned every two, 
at most, every three years, ifitis desired 8 
preserve it. In time the oil decom „gets 
mixed with the particles of dust which enter 
the works of even the best c wa „ De- 
gins to act as a grinding mate and wears 
out the working parts. The best watch will 
be spolled in 22 way and will never keep 
such good time as before. It —— 422 
8 that a watch requires clean less 


to have it taken to pieces and cleaned, 
— of even an hour might spoll the wa 
orever.

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


Important Developments in the Huckle- 
berry—The Wolfe Tone Flooded—The 
Delaware, Jolly and Hussey—Prospect- 
ing in the Small Hopes—Notes. 


LEADVILLE, April 18.—It is very probable 
that the Huckleberry mine in Gleason Guich 
is about to get into the richest veinof that 
class—i. e., issuresin granite—that has ever 
been discovered in this district. As will 
doubtless be remembered a resumption of 
work recently took place on that property. 
It had previously been developed by a cross- 
cut tunnel that met the vein ata compara- 
tively shallow depth and some slight amount 
of stoping had been doneonit. This season 
an incline following the vein down was 
started, which incline is now at a point about 
thirty feet below the tunnel level. At this 
point the vein is found to widen and on the 
banging wall a small streak of nearly 
pure silver is met with. It is true 
the streak is not very wide, but some four 
hundred pounds a day are even now being 
taken out that willrun about five thousand 
ounces to the ton in silver. A station is 
being cut and preparations to work the vein 
vigorously are being made, and the progress 
is being anxiously watched by the mining 
men here. This means a great deal, as the 
region has not had much development made 
in it, though the claims adjoining have been 
taken up prior to this strike by men who had 
faithin the district and have the means to 
open it up, if the Huckleberry proves a last- 
ing vein. 

The Berdella, which lies about one mile to 
the southwest of the Huckleberry, is still in 
large bodies of good ore, though but little 18 
being done on it beside prospecting and de- 
velopment, as the state of the roads will not 
admit of shipments being made at present. 

A FLOOD OF WATER. 

The main workings of the Wolftone are un- 
dergoing about such an experience as the 
Crown Pointand the La Plata were favored 
with last year, asthe stream of Stray Horse 
Guich broke into a shaft that is in some man- 
ner connected with them,and in the short 
space of two hours floodedallof the drifts 


and levels, and rose more than twelve feet 


People 
can form some idea of the amount of water 
that came in when they are told that the 
north drift is over two hundred and ffty 
feet long with, some stopes at the endof it, 
the incline has two drifts, each 100 feet long, 
with more than one thousand fathoms—of 
six cubic feet each—of stopes around them, 
and these are all filled, as is about 
thirteen feet of the shaft.

500 gallons per minute, 

and is now, constantly working, and 
yet they only lower the water about twenty 
inches in twenty-four hours. This pump is 
now working splendidly under twelve feet of 
water, the steam to run it is passing through 
this amount of ice-cold water without con- 
densation. The management, having turned 
the guich stream from the shaft into which it 
poured, now think they can beat it down. 
No work, of course, can go on in the workings 
south of the shaft, where they have just 
struck about two feet of very fine lead-car- 
bonate ore, that carries about 42 per cent of 
clear lead to the ton, and runs well in silver. 
On the Standard shaft of this property they 
are now down over four hundred feet. 

Achangeinthe management of the Smug- 
gler Consolidated Mining Oo. has just taken 
place, Mr. G. H. F. Meyer of St. Louis having 
purchased the interest ofthe former man- 
ager. This is a most excellent piece of prop- 
erty, has ore disclosed in several places that 
have been worked by the company and the 
north end of the claim is now in about seven 
feet of lead carbonate ore, being worked 
under alease tothe manager ofthe Silver 
Cord combination. 

On the Delaware there is but little change, 
the drift driven southeast from the - foot 
point going ahead fast, having advanced 
about thirty feet since last reported. 

The Jolly Shaft has not resumed sinking 
as yet, though they are taking some fine 
argentiferous iron from from the 168- foot level 
south. Anew boiler and pump are to be 
placed in position ere long, when the shaft 
will go down, and from the data furnished by 
adjoining claims it is more than probable 
they will strike the same ore chute that the 
Lucy B. Hussey and the EK are now in. 

What truth there may be in the report that 
is current bere that the Tip Top is to be 
started up at once will be better known in 
St. Louis than here, as the Messrs. Taussig of 
your city are the present owners. 

The pump connections on the Breece mine 
are all made, and ere long sinking will be re- 
sumed there. Meanwhile, some 2,500 tons of 
hematite are being mined and shipped from 
the upper ore body. This, as previously re- 
ported, carries po silver, but is used by the 
steel makers. 

WORK ON THE DOLOMITE. 

On the Dolomite the shaft is now down 
more than 130 feet but no change is percepti- 
bie in the rock. 

The Pyrenees people have the diamond drill 
down to a point 860 feet from the surface, and 
have just let a contract fer another 100 feet. 
It ig more than likely that they will strike

A temporary suspension has occurred in the 
shaft at the north end. pending a renewal of 
the lease. The Humboldt people have 
carried their 875-foot level out 80 
feet since last reported in the 
PoOSsST-DISPATCH, and have made a 
raise of about twenty feet from that point. 
In this raise they have encountered a big 
streak of good ore, from which shipments 
have just begun. On the Flagstaff a new 
lease has been given and the parties are now 
cleaning out the drifts preparatory toa vig- 
orous campaign. The Belgian people have 
their supplies up, but the roads are very bad, 
the snow being soft and deep, so that it Will 
be some time before they can get to work. 
That side of Iron Hill gives promise of in- 
tense activity this season. 

Some time ago it was reported that the 
Olga had resumed work, after lying idle for 
two or three years; now comes a strike of 
very high grade argentiferous iron ore which 
is in a locality hitherto considered barren. 


THE SMALL HOPES SHIPMENTS. 


The Smal) Hopes Co. are doing a consider- 
able amount of prospecting from the gulch 
shaft of the Gonabrod, working out toward 
their Emmet shaft. In this work they are 
getting some fine ore, from which about 
twenty tons per day are being shipped. 

Quite an excitement is being occasioned by 
the developments at Nolan’sCamp. This 18 
located in Eagle County, about eighteen miles 
from the Denver & Rio Grande Rallway, and 
has been kept very quiet by the parties, who 
have located some two hundred claims along 
alimestone beit. The ore is very fine and 
the veins are from nine to eleven feet thick. 
Some important sales have just been made, 
and there is plenty of money in the camp for 
development. A number of Aspen mining 
men are interested there and roads connect- 
ing with the railroad are being rapidly 
built. 

The Helena folk have not got their new ma- 
chinery in position as yet, the frost not being 
sufficiently out of the ground to admit of 
laying the foundations. The lessees on the 
dump have their steam concentrating plant 
up and are already working two jigs. They 
are doing very wellatit. Granite has been 
run against in two drifts in this mine, the 


; first ever struck in it. 


The new shaft on the Lime lode on Iron Hill 
is already breaking into some fine limestone 
impregnated with lead and iron, and without 
doubt will soon meet the White Cap ore 
chute, which has been the objective point. 

The drift run fromthe bottom of the Etna 
shaft was not connected with the Loker 
winze as yet, there having evidently been 
some mistake in the survey. They cannot be 
far off, however, and when connected, will 
be able to ship a great deal of good silver ore. 

The Walter Scott gold mine is making vigor- 
ous preparationsto resume work, and the 
mill will start as soon as the water begin to 
run, having accumulateda large quantity of 
ore during the winter. 

The Doris shaft has attaineda depth of 140 
feet and is now breaking into the C. M. and 
Frank ore chute. Everything promises a 
brisk season, the bad weather having appar- 
ently left us for this spring.

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WORTHLESS DRAFT. 


Page McPherson Negotiated One the 
Day Before His Disappearance. 


FIFTEEN HUNDRED DOLLARS PROTESTED 
BY M'CORMICE & CO. 


Startling Developments Reported to Show 
That McPherson Fled From Hopeless 


Ruin and Disgrace—A Story of Usury 
and Consequent Desperation—Lil Mo- 
Nair’s Statement. 


When Page McPherson Gecided a week ago 
last Friday to disappear from St. Louis, leav- 
ing his reputation under a financial cloud, 
he had one other threatening reason for do- 
ing so besides his alleged misappropriation 
of Mining Exchange funds. And when the 
story of his fight and the events preceding 
it are fully told there is likely to 
come to the surface an instance of 
strange pressure brought to, bear on the 
young society man and speculator that forced 
him to adopt that desperate course. What 
that pressure was, and from what source it 
came, cannot now be made public; but it will 
come out in the end, and may perhaps throw 
a flood of light upon the motives of the once 
popular young fellow whois now a fugitive 
from his home and friends. 

FLED FROM IMPENDING PROTEST. 

Page McPherson fled from or disappeared 
in St. Louis on Friday because he knew 
that on Saturday there would come 
from New York the telegraphic notice of 
protest of a draft for $1,500, drawn without 
authority on the firmof W. G. McCormick & 
Co. of that city, for whom McPherson, 
Switzer & Co. were the St. Louis agents. The 
draft had been negotiated with a local bank, 
as bad many similar Grafts before that date, 
all ot which had been duly paid. But Page 
McPherson knew when thislast draft was 
drawn that it would not be paid, and he Knew 
that when the noticeof protestcame from 
New York to the St. Louis bank he could give 
no good reason for having drawn the draft. 

How close he timed himself in disappearing 
can be seen from the following facts: The 
draft for $1,000 was drawn on W. G. McCor- 
mick & Co. of New York by Page McPherson 
on Thursday, the last day hs was seen at 
his office. It was drawn in the firm 
name of McPherson, Switzer 4 Co., 
and negotiated in the local bank on 
the same day. It would arrive in New 
York and be presented for payment to W. G. 
McCormick & Co. on Saturday. If dishonored 
the notice of protest would be wired back to 
St. Louis on the same day. There was a 
faint chance that the draft might not be pre- 
sented for payment before Monday, but all 
probabilities were that it would reach Mc- 
Cormick & Co. on Saturday, as stated. Page 
McPherson apparently took time by the fore- 
lock and disappeared on Friday, the day also 
that he had promised his partner, C. M. 
Switzer, to make his account good with the 
firm of McPherson, Switzer & Co., with which 
the books showed that he was overdrawn. 

THE DRAFT CAME BACK. 

On Saturday, the day following Page Mc- 
Pherson’s disappearance, there came from 
New York the notice of protest of the $1,500 
draft. There also came a telegramfrom W. 
G. McCormick & Co. to McPherson, Switzer & 
Co. asking why the draft had been drawn. 
To this telegram Mr. Chas. M. Switzer, the 


missing man’s partner, could only 
reply that he knew nothing about 
the draft and that Page Me- 


Pherson, who had drawn it, had afterwards 
disappearea. Although this was three days 
after McPherson’s disappearance was ro- 
ported to the police, the wires were kept hot 
between New York and St. Louis by the efforts 
of W. G. McOormick &Co. to learn something 
definite about their missing agent, and the 
disappearance at one time promised to bea 
New York sensation before it was publicly 
known in St. Louls. McCormick & Oo, have 
of course not yet learned why Page McPherson 
drew on them for 51,500 to which he had no 
claim. 

The drawing of the draft was plainly the 
deed of a desperate man, and when Page 

McPherson drew it and negotiated it he must 
have been fully resolved upon fight. What 
pressure was behind him to urge him on to 
such a ruinous course? 

Another significant action just preceding 
his disappearance was the negotiation 
of a loan with Oharles Parsons, President 
on the State Bank of St. Louis, and an old 
friend of the McPherson family. When that 
was done, it is only reasonable to suppose 
that Page McPherson's eyes were open to the 
desperate condition of his affairs. He could 
not hope to repay the money, he saw his 
complications assuming such shape that he 
could not possibly escape ruin. It is now be- 
lieved by those of his friends who think that 
he has left St. Louis forever that Page 
McPherson negotiated the loan in ques- 
tion with Mr. Parsons for the sole 
purpose of securing enough money to enable 
him to place many hundreds of miles between 
himself and his creditors. 

CRUSHED UNDER USURY. 

And it is charged that the ruin in which he 
had become involved was not due altogether 
to rush speculation entered into recklessly 
while the young broker should have been 
content with the legitimate income arising 
from his business. Page McPherson’s friends 


claim that his business was practically 
swainped from the start by his 
obligation to pay a usurious 
rate of interest upon the borrowed 


money that furnished his working capital, 
The financial backer of Page McPherson, it is 
stated, isa St. Louis capitalist who was for- 
merly interested n an East St. Louis bank 
and also in cattie raising. The East St. 
Louts bank failed some time ago. It is stated 
upon the authority of those Wwhoknov the af- 
fairs of the firm of McPherson, Switzer & Oo, 
that this gentleman charged and received a 


rate of interest upon his loans to 
McPherson of two per cent a month, a 
tax that would insure the ruin 


of any business house in this city forced to 
pay such a rate of interest upon a permanent 
loan, It was with this incubus saddled upon 
him from the start that the young broker 
commen ced business upon his own account, 
and his friends claim that he soon discovered 
how impossible it was for his legitimate 
profits to supply financial food for sucha 
drain. Speculation followed in the hope of 
lucky deals in wheat enabling the youn 
broker to make a living and pay his financ 
backer the modest rate of 2 per cent a month, 
0 percent per annum, upon the working 
capital of the firm. Losses followed the 
speculation, borrowing from other sources 
followed the losses, and finally came the cli- 
max and the sudden pressure of last week, 
under which Page McPherson, whose integ- 
rity had never been questioned, resorted to 
methods that apparently left fight as his 
only alternative of escape. 

The truth about Page McPherson, when 
told in its entirety, his friends claim, will 
prove both a sad and significant story. Even 
should the young broker never return to st. 
Louis to face his troubles, it would, it is said, 
clear his reputation of much of the cloud that 
now ‘hangs over it. 

BROUGHT OUT IN REBUTTAL. 

The above new developments arise from 
the rumors current yesterday to the 
effect that certain of Page Me- 
Pherson’s friends knew his present 
whereabouts and intended to produce him at 
the proper time. The facts were given out to 
support the theory that McPherson has act - 
vally fied and that he will pot be likely to ro- 
turn to St, Louis soon or to communicate 
with his friends. Mr. Ed k. Stettinius, one

Gay afternoon, following the publi- 
cation of the story in the afternoon Posrt- 
DIsPaTCH in which he was named in street 
rumor as one of McPherson’s friends who had 
heard from him since his disappearance and 
who was supposed to know where he was at 
present. In discussingrumor alluded to he

would state positively, once and for all, 
that I do not know anything about Mr. Mo- 
Pherson now, nor have I since he left. I have 
received no communication of any sort from 
him, and am in utter ignorance of his where- 
abouts. McPherson owes me no money, and 
I have had no business relations with him for 
several years. 
The rumors current on the streets, pointing 
to the University Club as the place from 
which would come the first information of 
Page McPherson’s whereabouts, were very 
well defined, however, and led to action be- 
ing taken other than the investigation made 
by the Post-Dispatcu. The police search for 
the missing man had also brought the club- 
house within the list of points to be closely 
watched, and it is safe to say that the club 
had been under detective surveillance for 
some little time before the publication of the 
story current yesterday. 
It is due to Mr. Lil McNair to say that the 
investigation proved the rumor of his prob- 
able knowledge of McPherson’s movements 
to be utterly groundless. He has had no busi- 
ness connection with McPherson for years. 


The report of his absence from the 
city was likewise untrue. He has 
deen confined to his room with 


the grip for two days, and as he pleasantly 
remarks, is particularly out 2 condition for 
the enjoyment of such notoriéty as the con- 
nection of his name with McPherson’s deplor- 
able affairs. He is in utter ignorance of 
McPherson’s whereabouts or any of his busi- 
ness, and was done an injustice by the rumor 
of his absence from the city in connection 
with the missing man’s affairs. 


WELL EARNED HAPPINESS. 


How a Swedish Young Man and Maid 
Laughed at Financial Obstructions. 


NEBRASKA City, Neb., April 18.—In a neat 
little cottage in the Southern part of this city 
there was a quiet, happy and romantic wed- 
ding Monday morning, after the arrival of 
the ‘‘Q’’ train from the East. The cottage 1s 
a hew one; the property of Peter Erickson, 
and was built with Monday’s event as its 
prime object. The story of events leading 
up tothe wedding, while not without prece- 
dent, is interesting. and demonstrates that 
constancy and determination of purpose 
may, perhaps, often be found where least 
looked for 

Ten years ago Peter Erickson was a res!- 
dent of a small Swedish village.

Iskavason, Sr., 
Sweden is considered a wealthy man, and 
was possessed of some kind ofa title, which, 
like his silver plate, he seldom used. He re- 
fused toallow his daughter to marry a poor 
man, but she cared enough for Erickson to 
walt until he could earn a competency, he 


would not interfere. Discouraged, but 
not disheartened, the lovers met 
and vowed everlasting constancy. It 
was agreed that Erickson should 


come to America to seek a home and Mary 
would come when he sent forher. These ar- 
rangements were carried out and ten years 
ago the ist of next September Erickson 
landed in this country and came directly to 
Nebraska City, where some of his country- 
men were located.

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


THE PRESENT MONTH’S SALES $27,653 
IN EXCESS OF LAST APRIL’S, 


Since Jan. 1 There Were 322 More War- 
ranty Deeds Recorded Than During 
the Corresponding Period Last Year— 
Building Associations. 


Compared witn iast year’s business up to 
the present date, the local real estate market 
makes a good showing, especially in view of 
the financial troubles with which it was 
handicapped at the commencement of the 
year and the very unfavorable weather up to 
the opening of the present month. From 
Jan. 1, 1890, to April 19, 1890, the records show 
that there were 2,579 warrantee deeds filed in 
the Recorder’s office. Between the same 
lapse of time for the present year there were 
2,901 warranty deeds filed for record. 
This is an increase of 322 in the 
number of sales perfected over the corres- 
ponding period of last year. The inference is 
plain that more people are turning their at- 
tehtion to real estate than formerly, and 
making investments in property. Thisisa 
much better state of affairs than if opera- 
tions were confined to ana monopolized bya 
comparatively few large speculators. It 
indicates a more prosperous condition of the 
masses and a wide spreading faith inthe 
permanency and enhancing value of St. 
Louis realty. Asto the volume of the real 
estate salesin dollars and cents, perfected 
within the two periods under consideration, 
the records indicate a slight falling off in the 
gross aggregate, but the deficiency is so 
slight it may easily be wiped out by one fair 
week’s work and a credit placed to the ac- 
count of the year 1891. 

From Jan. 1, 1890, to April 19 of the same 
year the sum total of considerations named 
in recorded deeds was $12,044,671. 

During the corresponding period of 1891 
deeds filed for record indicate an aggregate 
consideration of $10,608,664, a falling off of 
$1,436,007. Of this discrepancy there was a 
loss of over $1,000,000in January. February 
fell short $30,000, and March scored a loss of 
nearly $200,000. Up to the present time 
April has run ahead $27,653, with indications 
that it will recover all the losses of the three 
first months of the year.

LIEUT. HARKNESS SETTLES THE CO. 5 
TROUBLE BY RESIGNING. 


Complaints That Col. Comfort Is Losing 
Interest in the Militia and Neglecting 
the Regiment—Items of Interest Picked 
Up at the Armory. 


The trouble in Co. B was ended very quict- 
ly Friday evening by Lieut. Harkness hand- 
ing in his resignation. When the company 
was drawn up in line, the President, Mr. 
James Brier, made a little speech to the men, 
informing them that he had received Lieut. 
Harkness’ resignation that afternoon and ac- 
cepted it.

THE IMPEACHMENT OF JUDGE BOTKIN 
OF KANSAS. 


Trial to Begin To-Morrow at Topeka— 
Facts in the Case— Lead and Zinc Out- 
put of the State—Crop Outlook in 
Central Counties. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 18.—The impeachment 
trial of Theodore Botkin, Judge of the Thirty- 
second Judicia! District, sommecnes Monday 
morning before the State Senate sitting asa 
Court of Impeachment. Judge Botkin ar- 
rived to-day from Seward County and will 
remain untl the Senate disposes of his case. 
He is charged with official misconduct, the 
articles of impeachment charging that during 
the past year he has frequently been drunk 
on the bench; that he gambles constantly; 
that he has thrownreputabie citizensof his 
district into prison for no other reason than 
that they were his personal enemies or were 
opposed to him politically; that he has re- 
leased men, who were his personal friends, 
from prison when they were charged with the 
most serious erimes, and other charges of 
the gravest character are also made. 

It isthe first impeachment trial that has 
ever taken place m Kansas, and will attract a 
great deal of attention throughout the State. 
Botkin is a leading Republican of South west- 
ern Kansas, and the investigation is brought 
on by the Alliance. The Legisiature appro- 
priated $25,000 to conduct the impeachment. 


The Republicans are already claiming that 


this was a wasteful expenditure of the peo- 
ple’s money, and will use it against the All- 
ance in the campaign. Judge Botkin has 
madeall arrangements to be represented by 
good legal talent. His attorneys are ex-Con- 
gressmman Lewis Hanback, ex-Attorney Gen- 
eral 8. B. Bradford, T. 8. Hann of Jetmore, 
J. H. Pitzer of Arkalon, and . X. 
Hutchinson of Ulysses. The frst step 
they will take on Monday morning when the 
Senate convenes will be to demur to the arti- 
cles of tmpeachment, maintaining that abso- 
lutely no case is made against the defendant. 
The argument on this question will probably 
occupy two or three days. If the Senate sus 


tains the demurrer that closes the case and 


Judge Botkin is acquitted. It may, however, 
decide to hear the evidence, and if so the trial 
will be long and tedious. Judge Botkin says 
he has at least 100 witnesses whom he wants 
brought before the Senate, and by he 
will prove that the charges are en D 
out founeation and that the gut against bim 
was instigated by his political enemies. The 
prosecution will be conducted by Attorney- 
General lves, under the direction of the Board 
of Managers of the House of Representatives, 
by whom the charges are preferred. Repre- 
sentative Whitington of Lincolm County, a 
prominent Alliance leader. is Chairman of the 
board, and has been in Topeka the pest week 
arranging forthe trial.

HAUNTED BY A YELL. 


A SINGULAR HISTORICAL FACT THAT HAS 
RECENTLY BEEN BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


The Real Executioner of Robespierre Who 
Boasted of His Deed Yet Was Haunted 
by the Ex-Dictator’s Dying Cry—The 
History of a Madman. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

Paris, April 7.—The byeways of history are 
sometimes more curious to trace out than its 
highways. One comes sometimes across sin- 
gular revelations. The actors in some one or 
the other ofthe great tragedies of past centu- 
ries occasionally shift their places to give 
prominence to some personage heretofore 
unknown. 

For instance, f any student ofthe story of 
the French Revolution were suddenly asked: 
„Who was it that guillotined Robesplerre?’’ 
he or she would be considered perfectly ac- 
curate in replying Sanson. Recent reve- 
lations have proved that the chief execu- 
tioner of the Terror did not have the honor 
of ridding the world of that tiger in human 
form. It is true that the two Sansons, father 
and son, were successively the accredited 
headsmen of the Revolutionary Government. 
But the elder Sanson, who officiated at the 
execution of Louis XVI., never could be con- 
soled for the part he had taken in 
that tragic event. He died broken 
hearted six months later, having spent his 
last days in actsof charity and piety, and 
craving absolution in his last moments from 
his confessor for what he deemed was the 
great crime of his life. His son Henry, who 
succeeded him in his office, according to law, 
was of a nervous, sensitive temperament, 
and withdrew as muchas possible from the 
active exercise of his functions, confining his 
ministrations to a constant and care- 
ful inspection of the guillo- 
tine, taking care that his sinister 
machinery was maintained in perfect order. 
M. Sardou indeed, in his now famous drama 
of ‘‘*Thermidor,’’ declared eroneously, that 
the executioner of Louls XVI. was the same 
one that presided over the last moments of 
Robesplerre, but since the production of the 
plece the mistake has been indicated to him, 
and will probably be corrected before it is 
revived at the Comedie Francaise, which it 
will surely be sooner or later, 

WHO IT WAS. 

It was therefore not Sanson himself who 
acted as executioner on the Ninth Ther- 
midor, the day that marked the close of the 
Reign of Terror. It was his assistant, but 
who that assistant was long remained a mys- 
tery. His name, Desmorest, is barely men- 
tioned by some of the historians who have 
written of the epoch, and noticeably by La- 
martine in his History of the Girondins. 
But a full account of him finally came to 
light in a curious way. 

During the later days of the Second Empire 
M. Duchange, now a prominent Parisian 
journalist, was charged with the copying of 
certain papers at the Ministry of Justice. 
Amongst the documents which he had to tran- 
scribe he came across a copy- book comprising 
some twenty pages covered with writingin a 
clear and legible, though slightly tremulous 
hand. The words former executioner’’ at- 
tached to the signature aroused the curiosity 
of M. Duchange. He perused the MS. and 
was so struck by its contents that he made a 
copy of it. 

It was a petition, orrather a series of pe- 
titions, addressed to the Imperial Govern- 
ment by Desmorest, the long ignored assist 
ant of Henry Sanson, who, at the age of 82, 
was living in the country with his eight 
children, a prey to the extremest poverty. 
It appears that his reiterated applications for 
relief were finally successful. They were 
based upon the fact that he had been instru.-

the guillotine. Desmorest, in virtue 
of his office, was permitted to enter 
and depart from that prison at will. He 
profited by that privilege to contrive the 
escape of M. de Saint Aubin, and for that 
deed he was himself imprisoned by the or- 
ders of Robespierre. He resigned himself to 
his fate and only awaited the message that 
would send him to the guillotine. But one 
day the door of his dungeon was thrown open 
and he was told that he was free. The Relcn 
of Terror was at an end. RKobesplerre and 
his brother, Couthon, Saint Just, Henriot and 
their accomplices were prisoners in thetr 
turn, and the next day Desmorest received 
the order to made the pre parations for their 
execution. 
ROBESPIERRE’S DEATH. 

This details respecting the death of Robes. 
plerre are most interesting. It may bere. 
membered that the dictator tried to com- 
mit suicide by shooting himself with a pisto!, 
but he only succeeded in badily shooting one 
side of his face. The headsman and his as 
sistants found him lying extendedat full 
length on a mattress in his cell, in the last 
stages of exhaustion and suffering from his 
wound. He tried to raise himself into a sit- 
ting posture, but was too weak, so 
two ot the headsman’s aids were forced to 
support him in their arms to enable him to 
reachachair. His hair was then cut and the 
bandage on his face removed. During the 
journey tothe scaffold Robesplerre remuined 
seated. Saint Just, on the contrary, stood 
erect and defiant, his remarkable beauty and 
undaunted bearing making of him a striking 
and tragic figure. Arrived at the guillotine 
a dull and reiterated thud struck horror into 
the souls of the condemned. It was the re- 
peated fall of the knife of the gulllotine, 
which one of the assistants was workingto 
see if it was in good order. 

Desmorest was about to conduct Saint Just 
tothe scaffold when he received a written 
order directing him to reserve Saint Just and 
Robesplerre for the last. The scene that ensued 
when the last named came under the execu- 
tioner’s hands was horrible and surpassed 
in dreadful details any one of the many 
scenes of the same nature that had transpired 
during the Terror. Desmorest explic- 
itly denies having snatched the 
bandage from the great crimi- 
nal’s wounded jaw, thus causing him to 
suffer untold agonies. He declares that he 
removed it with the greatest care, the opera- 
tion being necessary to allow free passage for 
the knife. Beneath the outer bandage ap- 
peared a shapeless mass of lint and coagulat- 
ed blood, kept in place by a second band of 
Iinen, which fell off, carrying with it a por- 
tion of the jaw. The scream uttered by 
Robesplerre was one ofthe most fearful that 
ever issued from the throat of tortured hu- 
manity. The crowd that had been mocking 
and howling at the condemned suddenly 
became silent, and shuddered visibly on hear- 
ing that dreadful shriek. Desmorest and his 
aids replaced the lintand passed a band. of 
linen under Robesplerre’s chin, knottink it 
at the top of his head. Half a minute later 
his sufferings and his life had ended together. 

HIS LAST DAYS. 

Desmorest was afterwards universally exe. 
crated amongst the Red Republicans of 
France on account of his having officiated at 
the execution oftheir idol, and he went ia 
daily dread of assassination. To get him out 
of the way of his enemies the Government ap- 
pointed him to the position of headsmaa 
to the Department of the Maritime Alps, and 
was later appointed to the same functions ia 
that of the Loire. But in 1824 he was forced to 
give up work by a disease of the nerves 
which attacked him, and from which he was 
never thereafter wholly free. He lived to 4 
great age, dying in 1857 in his native town of 
Noyon, when he was 8. He was a manofa

KICKAPOO LANDS. 


The Government About to Sell 9,000 
Acres at Public Auction. 
ATCHISON, Kan., April 18.—The Government 
will this month sell at public auction to the 
highest bidders 9,000 acres of fine land be- 


longing tothe Kickapoo Indian tribe on the | 


Western border of this county. The land to 
be sold is the remainder of the reservation of 
the tribe after the Indians have taken in 
severalty eighty acres apiece. The purchas- 


ers of the land must agree in advance to be- 


come actual settlers, which bars speculators 
from bidding. Purchasers must pay one- 
third cash and give secured notes for the re- 
mainder. 

It is expected that the land will bring an 
aggregate of $150,000. The proceeds of the 


| sales will be deposited in the National Treas- 


ury to the credit ot the tribe. Although the 
Indians have taken their land in severalty itis 
believed they will soon digpose of their pos- 
sessions and join their kinfolks in the Terri- 
tory. 

They make a poor success of farming and 
cannot adapt themselves tothe customs and 
methods of the whites. 
themselves they will become victims of dis- 
honest neighbors and sooner or later will give 
up the unequal fight and leave. Nearly all 
the land that a few years ago was taken in 
severalty by members of this tribe in this 
country has already become the property of 
white men and there isnot now a Kickapoo 
farmer in the country.

A FLYING VISIT TO THE FAMOUS LAKE 
REGION,

Windermere, Grasmere and Derwent 
water The Homes and Graves of 
w and Southey—A Country 
Not to Be Slighted by Tourists. 


I have never been able to understand why 
American tourists abroad should pay such 
comparatively small and insignificant atten- 
tion to England. The average American sees 
justas little of it as he conveniently can; 
hurrying across the channel to the continent 
as if everything really worth seeing were 
there, and there the only place where the 
expenditure of time and money would bea 
remunerative investment. As for myself, 
after very considerable experience in trans- 
Atlantic travel I can truly say that if I had 
never seen any foreign country, and could 
visit but one, that country would certainly 
be England. 

‘‘OUR OLD HOME.’’ 

80 Hawthorne calls it tn his admirable 
book, but how few realize the truth em- 
bouied in this Rappy phraée. (I am speaking 
now of,and to, those Americans in whose 
veins run a larger proportion of English blood 
than of any other.) England is ‘‘our old 
home,’’ the home of our ancestors, and of 
those institutions which, wherever trans- 
planted, are yet the original product of 
English soil—the distinctive property of the 
English-speaking race, whether in America 
or Australia. We donot sufficiently remember 
that, as a nation, it is only for the last 


tory of our own; that until 1776 English his- 
tory and American history were one and the 
same. Dean Stanley always said that West- 
minster Abbey belonged as much to Amer!i- 
cans as to Englishmen, at least up to the be- 
ginning of our revolution; and I am sure I 
feel quite as strong and deep an interest in 
that magnificent mausoleum of English 
greatness as if I had been born within sound 
of Bow Bells. 

But aside from all the associations of a com- 
mon language, literature and history, the 
old home is to me one of the most charm- 
ing spots on earth. Garden! is the only 
word that properly describes rural England; 


a garden yet by any means, the contrast is as 
delightful as itis surprising. The fields are 
not inclosed by rough boards, or rougher 
stake and rider, or by barbed-wire; but 


more frequently, by carefully kept hedges, as 
green and beautiful as the turf around 
them. The winding roadsand lanes which 
cross the country inevery direction, are as 
smooth, hard, and white as perfect con- 
struction and constant care can make them. 
You can walk or ride over them almost as 
easilyas if they were bowling alleys or bil- 
liard tables. Each road or lane is bordered 
by wall or hedge; ground there is too valu- 
able to be wasted on more highway space than 

is absolutely needed. The mansions of the 
gentry, the farm houses and the cottages, 
are seemingly located with a view to increase 
the beauty of the landscape; the grazing 
| Cattle and sheep apparently arrange them- 
selves with an eye to artistic effect, and even 
the trees and shrubbery are planted just 
where they show-to the best advantage. I 
confess to that conservatism which prefers 
an old country to a new one, and I feel a 
genuine satisfaction in seeing a land which Is 
not in the disagreeabie throes of continual 
development; a land—England—which is ab- 
solutely and thoroughly finished (‘‘fenced in 
and whitewashed,’’ if you please) and no 
longer in the perpetual and painful process 
| of ‘‘ progress and improvement. Those who 
| like new countries, and all that such newness 
implies, should not go to England. 


THE LAKE REGION. 

Not many, I think, of England- visiting 
Americans take the trouble to visit what is 
called the lake region. Yetit is worth all 
the trouble taken, and I have never heard 
any one regret the visit. Besides the natu- 
ral and artificial attractions this region has— 
as every body knows—those of a literary sort, 
| being the home of what is usually called the 
| Lake school of poets’’—Wordsworth ,Southey, 
Coleridge and their associates.

fair, built of rough stone roughly plastered; 
two long, low stories, without any back build- 


runs up the hill an angle which would require 
avery active cowtoclimb. Altogether the 
place has a poverty stricken look now, what- 
ever it may have been in former days. 
WORDSWORTH’'S GRAVE. 

Following the road a short distance further 
a lane to the left brings you to the sacred spot 
w hich is the chief attraction of Grasmere. To 
the right of the lane near its terminus stands 
a primitive, low-browed, stone and plaster 
church, dedicated eight centuries ago to St. 
Oswald, of blessed and forgotten 
memory. By the side of the old 
church is the equally old cemetery, entered 
by a small gate invitingly open. A well- 
trodden winding path leads to the southeast 
corner, where, inclosed by a light iron rall- 
ing is a group of grassy mounds. At the head 
of the largest one is a perfectly plain tomb- 
stone of dark slate, with only this inscription: 

WILLIAM WORDSWORTH. 


Mary Wonbswonrx. 
1859. 


Husband and wife evidently occupy the 
same grave; the top of which is covered with 
soft turf, in the early summer thickly 
sprinkled with wild fowers. The poet who 
loved the flelds and forests so dearly literally 
sleeps his last sleep under the daisies.’’ 
Within the same inclosure, shaded on the 
right by acedar tree and on the left by a 
hawthorn, are laid several of Wordsworth’s 
infant children, his devoted sister Dorothy, 
his daughter Dora and her husband, Edward 
Quillinan. 

Just behind the Wordsworth lot, marked by 
a Gothic cross of unique and exquisite de- 
sign, is the grave of Hartley Coleridge—the 
son of an illustrious father and inheriting 
much of bis genius and of his fatal weakness. 
The world has always felt tenderly toward 
him in spite of his sins and shortcomings; 
and who shall say that perpetual pity and 
sympathy are not almost as precious as per- 
petual fame? A low wall runs around the 
corner of the cemetery where the successful 
poet and the bankrupt genius repose, and in 
the shadow beneath the wall a little 
rivulet—the Rothay—ripples softly over the 
shining pebbles. The music of the birds 
mingles with the music of the rivulet, and in 
everything save the barren honor it seems

HISTORIC DERWENTWATER. 

From Grasmere to Keswick is a drive of 
fifteen miles through a country so broken as 
to almost deserve the name of mountainous, 
and in which the scenery is often very pictur- 
esque.

A WELL-ENOWN ST. LOUISAN PASSES 
AWAY AT NEVADA, MO. 


Served Two Terms in Congress and 
Twelve Years on the Bench—One of the 
Best After Dinner Speakers and Cam- 
paign Orators in the State.

NEVADA, Mo., April 18.— Judge James J, 
Lindley of St. Louis, who has been danger- 
ously ill at the home of hig son, E. P. Lind- 
ley, in this city since last Wednesday, passed 
away at noon to-day. on Wednesday after 
noon Judge Lindley walked from the office 
to the residence of his son, some seven or 
eight blocks, and soon after his arrival there 
Was seized with appoplexy and fell to the 
floor unconscious. He sank steadily, with 
but few moments of consciousness, until 
yesterday morning, when he partially ral 
lied and there was a slight hope 
for his recovery. Later in the day, 
however, he relapsed into unconsclousnes 
and remained so, except at a few brief in- 
tervals until death came. His wife, son and 
daughter were with him when the end came. 
The body will be taken to Kansas City Mon- 
day, where the funeral service will be held at 
Central Presbyterian Church at 3 p. m. of 
that day. 


Judge James J. Lindley wasanative of 
Mansfield, O., where he was born Jan. 1, 
1622, but removed with his parents to Cynthi- 
ana, Ky., a couple of years later. He was 
educated at Woodville College, Obio, and in 
iss6 located asa lawyer at Mogticello, Lewis 
County, Mo., having first, however, read law 
under Judge John D. S. Dryden at Paimyra, 
in the adjoining county. Two years 
later he was elected State’s Attorney 
in a circuit embracing eight counties and 
was re-elected in 1852. In 1662 be was elected 
to Congress as a Whig from the newly formed 
Third District of Missourt, defeating Clai- 
borne F. Jackson, afterwards Governor of 
the State. In 184 he was re-elected to Con- 
gress, but in 1806 his party was badly de- 
feated, and young Lindley’s opponent, James 
S. Green, who was afterwards elected United 
States Senator, was chosen his successor. 

Upon serving out his second term in Con- 
gress Mr. Lindley moved to Davenport, Io., 
and for the next six years was engaged in the 
practice of the law with Judge John T. Un- 
lon. During the war he went to Chicago and 
stayedafew months and then returned to 
Missouri and located permanently in St. 
Louis. He formed a law partnership with 
Judge Dryden, his old instructor, and soon 
made a host of friends in his new home. He 
was a splendid after-dinner speaker and was 
recognizea as one of the best campaign ora

No event which hasas yet been arranged 
dy the local officers of the League of Amer 
can Wheelmen has receivedso much of the 
local cyclists’ attention as the Pike County 
tour which takes place on Mays. There are 
doubtless many districts in America where 
fine roads are annually spun over by cycling 
tourists, but it is doubtful if, for general ex- 
cellence, a riding district exists which wiil 
bear comparison with the famous gravel 
roads of Pike County. The crowd 
that will go up will be very 
large and wheelmen residing within a 
radius of 100 milesof Louisiana willall be 
present to participate in the tour. The 
wheelmen of Louisiana are busily engaged in 
mapping outa programme for the cyclists’ 
entertainment and when all the arrange- 
ments are completed it will surpass anything 
yet offered in that linein connection with 
previous tours to this famous region. The cy- 
clists of thiscity will arrive at Louisiana 
shortly before midnight, and will be met by a 
Reception Committee and escorted to their 
hotels, Early Sunday morning the bugle 
will be sounded and the pro- 
gramme outlined below will ve strictly 
followed out. Ats a. m. the visitors will be 
shown the sights and points of interest in the 
city, and willthen be escorted through the 
Stark nurseries, where an interesting half 
hour will be spent. At 8:80 a. m. the line will 
form in front ofthe Palmer House, and the 
column will head for Clarksville preceded by 
two competent pace-makers. On arriving at 
the Dover toll-gate, which marks the inter- 
section with the Belt road, the tourists will 
be met by the Clarksville wheelmen, who will 
actas escort, and, after dispatching some 
light refreshments, the twenty-one mile jour- 
ney around the ‘‘Belt’’ will begin. At Clarks- 
ville a light lunch will be served, and 
after watching an impromptu hill-climbing 
contest on Oranks’ Hill the saddles 
will be resumed, and Louisiana will be 
reached in time for dinner. The afternoon 
will be spent in climbing the Pinnacle,“ 
the highest point in Pike County, which over- 
looks the Mississippiand affords a magnif- 
cent view for miles around. At 2:30 p. m. 
the run to Bowling Green will be taken, a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles, over good gravel 
roads. At this point the Bowling Green 
cyclists willdo the honors and will show the 
tourists all there isto beseen in the pretty 
country seat. Abundant refreshments will 
also be provided, and after having made an 
inspection of the McCormick fancy stock 
farm the return journey to Louisiana 
for supper will wind up the 
day’s joys. All are expected back by 7 p. m. 
For the evening’s entertainment, a smoking 
concert has been arranged, for which good 
talent has been secured and fancy and trick 
riding will be features. All wheelmen of 
this city, whether members or not, are in- 
vited to participate, and are requested to 
leave their names at anyone of the wheel 
agencies, sothat the necessary railway and 
hotel accommodation can be arranged.

BOOK QUOTATIONS. 


Odds Shifted in the Brooklyn Handicap 
and Suburban— Yesterday’s Results at 
Guttenburg and Memphis-—Sale of 
Trotters—Turf Talk. 


LOUISVILLE, April 18.—The unfortunate and 
unexpected collapse of Tenny, and his conse- 
quent elimination from the calculations of 
the ante-post betters, has caused a Kaleido- 
scopic shifting of odds in the winter books on 
the Suburban and Brooklyn Handicaps. In- 
deed, there are probably not a half-dozen 
horses in either race the quotations against 
which have not been changed materially. In 
a few cases they have been swollen; 
in many Others they have been cut al- 
most in two; in others still they 
have the significant word ‘‘fall’’ marked 
against them. Among the latter is Teuton, 
the Western candidate for the Brooklyn 
Handicap, now quartered at Louisville, and 
whose excellent condition was first noted in 
the Post-Dieratcu a fortnight ago. With 
Tenny outoftbe race Teuton is now the fa- 
vorite in the ante-post book, and the layers of 
odds will take no more wagers against him. 
Of course, it does not necessarily follow that 
he will be the favorite at the post also, but he 
will not be far from it. This is merely 
another fllustration ofthe lottery of horse 
racing. Three weeks ago Teuton’s price was 
10 to 1. 

SHIFTING ODDS.

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THEY DIED TOGETHER. 


THE DECK OF A STEAMER THE SCENE 
OF A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


Two Lovers Who Preferred Death to 
Separation—Rudolph Monacher Shoots 
His Sweetheart and Then Puts a Bul- 
let Through His Own Brains. 


HOBOKEN, N. J.. April 18.—A double tragedy 
was enacted shortly after noon in the steer- 
age of the steamship Eider just as she was 
about to leave her dock of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Co. for Bremen, Rudolph 
Monacher shot and killed his sweetheart, 
Catherine Ohnacker, and then shot himself 
through the head. Both died together. 
Monacher came away from Germany some 
time ago. He was betrothedthento Cather- 
ine, but they were too poor to be married in 
Germany, so the young man came to this 
country to seek his fortune. The under- 
standing was that as soonas he was able to 
support a wife he should send for Catherine. 
A few weeks ago, having saved up a sum of 
money, Monacher sent for Catherine 
and she came over on the last trip. 
Monacher met his sweetheart on the pier, 
but instead ofa happy face with which she 
expected Rudolph to meet her, he was down- 
cast and sorrowful. In response to her anx- 
ious questions, Monacher told Catherine that 
since he had last written to her he had not 
done so well in business as he had hoped; in 
fact, he was not able to support a wife. This 
was a bitter blow to both of the young peo- 
ple. They repaired to Monacher’s lodgings, 
where Catherine was made welcome by her 
lover’s friends. The young couple discussed 
the matter over and over again, but the 
more they talked the more hopeless their 
prospects seemed to be. Finally it 
was decided that Catherine would have 
to go back to her home again to 
Germany. Passage was engaged for her in 
the steerage of the Eider, which was to sail 
to-day on her return to Bremen. Among the 
passengers who passed upon the deck of the 
Eider this afternoon were Catherine and Ru- 
dolph. Their parting was more than sad. It 
seemed to him as if he could not let Catherine 

, and Catherine clung to him in despair. 
inally the officer called ‘‘all ashore.’’ The 
vessel was about to sail. The last farewells 
were said and the people began hurrying 
ashore. Amid the bustle and confusion Ru- 
dolph and Catherine were not noticed. They 
had retired to one side for their final parting. 
Suddenly Rudolph was heard to exclaim in 
German: It is too hard; we will not endure 
it; we will not be separated.’’ The next mo- 
ment there wasa pistol shot. This was fol- 
lowed by another. Directly afterward two 
dead bodies fell to the deck The horrified 
bystanders rushed to the prostrate bodies. 
They leanedover them. Streams of blood 
were pouring from ragged wounds and dyeing 
the deck. Both were stone dead. Rudolph 
and Catherine had died together. 

Rudolph had first shot his sweetheart, kul- 
ing her instantly. Before the report of his 
first shot had died away, and before any one 
had realizad what he had done, he had fired 
‘a second time, shooting himself in the head. 
His second shot was equally deadly. He died 
instantly withouta groan. The two bodies 
were picked up and taken to the morgue in 
Hoboken, where they lie. The blood was 
quickly cleared from the deck and the Eider 
proceeded on her voyage.

PHEBE COUZINS OF sr. LOUIS. 


The Executive Committee Appeals to the 
Board of Control for Approval of the 
Decapitation of the Late Secretary’s 
Official Head—High Laws and By-Laws 
and Laws of Women Fair. 


OnicaGco, April 18.—The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Board of Lady Managers ofthe 
World’s Fair has prepared an official state- 
ment of the row with Phosbe Cousins of St. 


Louis. The document opens as follows: 
To the Lady Managers of, the Columbian Commis - 
sion: 


Your Executive Committee now in session in the 
City of Chicago. requests your kind consideration of 
the following statement concerning its action in re- 
moving Miss Couzins from officeand the authority 


and reason therefor, as they are here set forth. 

Here follows by-laws (and 6 of the lady’s 
board and the Commission’s resolution em- 
powering sub-committees of the Board of 
Lady Managers to act for the full board. Con- 
tinuing the presentation of Miss Couzins the 


statement sets forth the following: 

Upon the second day of the session of che Execu- 
tive Committee important business was pending and 
a motion to go into executive session was carried, 
whereupon the chair requested all persons not mem- 
bers of the committee to withdraw. Miss Cousins 
being in the room, refused to leaveand stated that 
she would not leave exceptin compliance with the 
adoption of a resolution requesting the Secretary of 
the Board of Lady Managers to leave the room, and 
further stated that she expected to base some legal 

uch a resolution if offered and 
avoid a disagreeable scene the 


the call of the Chairman. 

Here art. Sof by-laws iscited defining the 
duties of the Secretary, and with it thegeso- 
lution calling for the report of the work of 
her office. The charge of Phcebe’s offending 
continues: 

A copy of the resolution was sent to Miss Couzins, 
to which no reply was made. A committee of two 
was appointed toconvey to Miss Couzins another 
copy of this resolution. The committee reported 
that she requested furtner time before responding. 

PH@BE’S REPLY. 

Finally Miss Cousins replied. In this she 
protested that mail directed to her office had 
been sent to the President's division—causing 
uncertainty for her as tothe disposition of 
mail. Shelikewise asked for the permanent 
appointment of two clerks. She likewise took 
occasion to protest against two members of 
the Executive Committee, who called at her 
office and questioned her clerks—in bad 
taste, she though, considering that 
she was present herself. She 
also protested against her exclusion 
for the committee’s sessions. Next follows 
Mrs. Palmer’s reply, as President, telling 
that in the absence of Miss Couzins she had 
visited the office and found there mail which 
should have been forwarded to the President 
—letters that never came. She also presented 
the fact that she had received from the Sec- 
retary of the Board of Cotnrol, John T. Dick- 
inson, notice of Miss Couzins’ direct appli- 
cation for clerks over the head of the ladies’ 
committee. 

STEPPING OVER HEADS. 

The President then gives Miss Couzins’ com- 
munication to the Board of Control concern- 
ing the appointments to clerkships of Mrs. 
Emma Joy Ballene of Kansas City and Miss 
Annette E. Crocker. The statement then 
says: 

In order to take proper and necessary action in de- 
termining the compensation of the clerks in the office 
of the secretary of the board of LadyM anagers a com- 
mittee was appointed to inguire into the clerical duties 
of the employes of the office of the secretary of the 
Board of Lady Managers, and this committee sub- 
mitted a report of this visit. 

Miss Couzins protested to the committee 
that her minutes had not been written up 
and that she was without supplies. Con- 
cerning these minutes and .their incomplete- 
ness several letters were interchanged, 
which gave offense tothe ladies. Mrs. Mul- 
ligan, who was to have revised the minutes, 
said she had never been given a proof. Mrs. 
Thatcher of the same committee had a sim - 
lar kick to record against Miss Cousins. 

THE CHARGES. 

In consequence of the above recited facts at 

the afternoon session ofthe Executive Com-

Miss Couzins refused to receive from the 
committee a written copy of this resolution 
requesting her to appear before the commit- 
tee.

COFFEE KILLS GERMS. 


The Bacilli of Typhoid Fever, Cholera, 
Etc., Succumb to Its Power. 
From the Illustrated News of the World. 

Coffee has disinfectant properties. Only 
recently a certain Dr, Luderitz has studied in 
detail the germ-kKilling action of coffee infu- 
sion. Using by no means strong infusions, 
he showed that a certain harmless micrococ- 
cus germ dies in a 10per cent coffee solution in 
from three to ve days. The bacillus of ty- 
phold fever perished in from one to three 
days under the coffee influence, and the chol- 
era bacillus in from three to five hours. The 
germ of anthrax or 22 fever died in from 
two to three hours; but the spores of young 
lorms of the latter germ perished in from two 
to four weeks. 

The latter results speak well for the power 
of coffee as a germicide, for anthrax germs 
and spores are — no means easy to scotch or 
kill. Possibly, after these revelations, coffee, 
administered internally, may be utilized as a 
remedy for germ-produced diseases.

JOHNNY CURTIS DEAD. 


A FORMER NOTORIOUS YOUNG Sr. 
LOUISAN EXPIRES IN CHICAGO, 


His Wild Career in This City — Curtis’ 
Elopement With Mrs. Jennie Ladd 

Dixon — Shooting a Negro Who Would 
Not Dance—Jumped His Bond. 


The announcement ofthe sudden and un- 
expected death of John G. Curtis, in Chicago 
yesterday, recalls the history of a wild and 
wayward young man, who was better known 
here a few years agoas ‘‘Johnny Curtis.’’ 
During his career here, covering several 
years, he got himself into innumerable 
scrapes, and then by hook or crook got out of 
them again. He was the son of Franklin B. 
Curtis of this city, who formerly kept a buck- 
et-shop, and is now livingin retirement on 
Washington avenue, east of Vandeventer. 
His residence on Washington and Ware ave- 
nues Mr. Curtis sold last fall. 

Johnny Curtis began to run with a pretty 
wild crowda good many years ago, when 


he was a marker in a bucket shop. The sa- 


loons and resorts became his favorite haunts. 
About eight years or so ago he created a de- 
cided sensation by eloping with Mrs. Jenny 
Ladd Dixon, a young married woman of high 
family connections here and very well known. 
They went off togetherand remained away 
for some weeks, when the woman’s husband 
secured a divorce from her and, Curtis leav- 
ing her, she married another man. After this 
escapade, young Curtis resumed his 
career of dissipation, sinking lower and 
lower, and he finally became barkeeper for 
a man named Sherman, who kept a notorious 
saloon on Pine and Tenth streets. 
While in that position, Curtis became 
unduly intimate with Sherman’s wife. 
Sherman heard of Curtis’ doings and tried to 
killthe woman. He shot at and wounded 
her, but the injury was not dangerous and 
she soon recovered. Sherman was arrested 
and released on bond the next morning. 
Curtis met him shortly after his release and 
shot at him on the street without doing any 
harm. Some time later the rooms occupied by 
Curtis near the saloon were burned out, the 
fire having been started bya lighted cigarette 
Curtis had taken to bed with him. After the 
fire Curtis moved for the night to the Mer- 
chants’ Hotelon Twelfth and Olive streets. 
He was accompanied by a friend and they 
began to drink and had one of the negro 
porters going out for deer. Along 
about 20r8o’clock in the morning Curtis, 
who was pretty drunk, told the negro to 
dance and was refused, Curtis insisted and 
the negro still refused. Curtis then drew 
his pistol and shot at the negro’s legs wound- 
ing him rather severely. For this he was ar- 
rested andacharge of assault to kill pre- 
ferred against him. His father 
went his bond and Curtis Jumped his bond, It 
is said that he went to Chicago and has been 
there ever since. But little is known about 
his record since he left, but it is said that he 
was associated with a very low class of gam- 
blers. 

He was a young man of about 28 years ot 
age, tall, and rather handsome, with black 
hair and eyes. While in St. Louis he became 
a confirmed opium fiend, and that had a 
great dealto do with dragging him down. 
When arrested here the last time a lot of the 
drug was found on him, and after he had 
been placed inthe cell he craved for it and 
begged that it be returned to him. 
A lot of compromising letters 
from young ladies residing at 
home with their parents were also found 
on him. He seemed to possess great charms 
forthe classofwomen with whom he asso- 
ciated.

A Sensation Promised in New Orleans If

NEW OLS, La., April 18.—The Sunday 
Sun publishes exclusively this evening the 
details of a very sensational case. It appears 
that Mr. Frederick H. Hardenstein, a prom 
inent lawyer of Cincinnati, has been in this 
city for some days in the interest of an es- 
tate wherein he is employed and that his 
mission has been successful. In an inter- 
view Mr. Hardenstein says: 

Bellamy Freeman died at the Gibson 
House in Cincinnati two weeks ago. He was 
one of the best known men in our city, and 
had accumulated a forture of over $1,000,- 
000 during a speculative career of over 
thirty-seven years. He was a jolly fellow, 
an ardent sportsman and generally supposed 
to be without a living relative in the world. 
For the last ten years or more I was his legal 
adviserand knew everything, I supposed, 
about his affairs.

It 
ought not to be so, I grant, but unfortunately 
itis, and there you are. 

We have advanced with wonderful rapidity 
these last two or three years in the equip- 
ments ot the racing shell. Our sculls are 
much better and stronger,as also are our 
rowlocks. Our sliding seats are away ahead 
of those of seven or eight years ago, and the 
general outfit is also much improved. That 
these improvements are more conducive to 
speed no sane man will deny. Is i not 
strange, then, that the Yankee scullers of to- 
day are not much faster than those of five or 
ten yearsago? Are not the wheelmen, with 
their improved racing machine, the skaters, 
with their improved skates, and the general 
athlete, with his improved tracks, better 
now than their brethren of a decade ago? 
You may wager your last penny they are. 

| have read any number of reports of Gaud- 
aur and several other men doing marvelous 
performances within recent years, but let me 
tell you on the strictest q. t. that these re- 
ports are false tothe very core. I cannot un- 
derstand why such men as Gaudaur should 
attain the reputation they have; people seem 
tothink that Gaudaur is a world beater, but 
for myself cannot see anything greater in 
him now than three or four years ago. The 
best performance he ever did was to beat 
Teemer and win the championshipof Amer- 
ica, which he held about six months, I 
think. That was the highest honor he ever 
heldin the aquatic world. Gaudaur is no 
representative oarsman to have, for the 
simple reason that he is what I have chris- 
tened a *‘looking-glass’’ oarsman, as he will 
not row unless the water isas smoothas a 
mirror and the elements and the surround- 
ings of the course suit him. Such men as 
that the American people cannot rely upon. 
The man that we want to represent us in this 
country in the aquatics,is amanwho will 
row overa fair course notwithstanding the 
inclemency of the weather, and who will 
meet all comers on conditions fair to all. 

O'CONNOR CHAMPION. 

As far as propelling the racing boatis con- 
cerned, I think O'Connor, the present cham- 
pion oarsman of America, can propel or row 
a boat faster than any other man in the world 
fora mile ora mile and a half, but I do not 
think thatthe has the constitution to row 
against men who are capable of holding the 

impionship of the world at the present 
time.

SEARLE’S CONFIDENCE. 

Searle was perhaps the most confident oars- 
man ofall Australia. He always went into a 
race with the idea that it was a mere practice 
spin for him. I recall his contest with Wolfe. 
It was Searle’s maiden race, and £100 a side 
were staked. From the very start Searle let 
Wolfe go out as he liked. Not one oarsman in 


a thousand would have had the nerve to do 


it. Wolfe led by a boat’s length at the mile, 


and at the two miles by three lengths. Searle 


was grinning all over at that time. Ata 
quarter of a mile from home Wolfe had a lead 
of some fifty feet. Then Searle stopped grin- 
ning and settled down to serious business. 
As cool as a Cake of ice, he stole up to his op- 
— and when he pulled abreast of him, 
said: 

‘*Wolfe,’’ I will lay my boat and the takings 
of the steamboat that I beat ou. 

Done!“ shouted Wolfe. 

That point settled, Searle cut loose from his 
opponent, and in the easiest style imagin- 
able. Searle made a specialty of fooling with 


his rivals in nearly every race, and he also 
made a practice of wagering bis boat and the 


proceeds of the steamboat. He took Stan- 
bury ’s boat in the same way, but this was the 
only race in which he didn’t have his little 
joke. Stanbury made him hustle. I tell you, 
as the time, 19m. 58s: for the three miles 
and 830 yards shows. That was the fastest 
time ever made in single sculls on the Para- 
matta River. 

The best active oarsmanin Australia now, 
in my opinion, is John McLean of the Rich- 
mond River. He is a long, lanky man and has 
still quite a lot to learn about the business, 

M’LEAN’S MERITS. 

He is about 31 years of age, and though only 
a few years in the professional ranks he has 
managed to defeat such good men as Peter 
Kemp, Christian Nelison, Charles Stephenson 
—the latter the champion of New 
Zealand—and George Perkins. Against the 
latter he rowed his first race. It was 
toward the end of 15888 that McLean 
turned up at Sydney, 
introduction to me. This letter came from 
an Australian sporting friend of mine. Me- 
Lean explained to me that he was anxious to 
become an oarsman, and begged me to in- 
struct him. I had had so many thankless 
jobs bringing out men who 
suited for handling a wheelbarrow than a 
race-boat, that I at first refused to have any- 
thing to do with McLean. But he was a per- 
sistent sort of a fellow, and kept at me until, 
finally, I gave him a boat and outfit, and told 
him to startin. Amore willing and better 
pupil never cracked a nutshell. Within a few 
weeks he could propel the shell so fast that 
I opened my eyes wider than I had ever done 
before. There was no finish about his move- 
ments, itis true, but he had the knack of 
driving the craft through the water at the 
speed of a mile in six minutes, and that was 
the main object. I see a bright future for this 
pupil of mine. The only man in all Australia 
that can give him any sort of a race now is 
Stanbury, and when they meet, as they must 
eventually do, you may depend upon the 
Richmond River man coming out ahead. 

DECLINE IN AMERICA. 

While the oarsman of Australia have m- 
creased in strength within the past ten years, 
the profession in this country has fallen 
away. The loweringof the time for three 
miles is therefore due totwo things—the im- 
provement of boats and appliances and the 
better knowledge of how to apply the 
strength. 

In the old days of stationary seats the only 
way a sculler c»uld obtain a sufficient length 
of stroke was by bending and reaching well 
forward. The old style of movement was 
arms bent, elbows turned out, knees spread 
wide apart and body bent forward between 
the legs. The strongest manon earth could

I have 
studied rowing since I was 6 years of age, 
and I have tried every style, both right and 
wrong. I have gained many points from 
watching ordinary, every-day oarsmen row, 
anc lhave arrived at just this conclusion, 
that rowingis not as hard work as it looks, 
when one acquires the proper style of move- 
ment. 
THE THREE-MILE RECORD. 

See how the record forthe three miles has 
been reduced since 185. Hamill, Ellis Ward, 
John Keele and Walter Brown used to think 
2 minutes was remarkable time for the dis- 
tance. In 1876 John O’Nell lowered it to 2im. 
ives. at Saratoga, andthe world opened its 
eyes in wonder. Then I came out in the same 
year at the World’s International gatta on 
the Schuylkill and drove it down to 2im. 92s. 

At that point it remained until 1968, when 
Teemer brought it down to 20m. l4s., and 
then Hosmer lowered it to m. 286. Two 
years after Teemer went to New Orleans and 
clipped offa second. In June, 1886, at White 
Bear Lake, Minn.,Gaudaur astonished every- 
body by getting the record down to hm. 848. 
Gaudaur’s record held until I rowed over 
the Lake Quinsigamond course twice in 19m. 
23s. 

As far as my own time is concerned, I will 
give you a little idea of my best performance, 
on which I will wager any amount that there 
is nota man in the world can accomplish at 
the present time. Chautauqua Lake was the 
scene of that trial—a private one—in which I 
rowed five miles in am. 316. The next great 
row lever did privately was two miles in um. 
82s. straightaway. These rows have deen ac- 
com plished with still water, with no current 
or any assistance. 

It is my intention to have one more season 
in the rowing world. Perhaps you will hear 

of me winning the championship of America, 
and should you doso, Iwill de prepared to 
row any Australian oarsman in England for 
any amount of money that he desires to row 
for.

A PREMIERE IN PARIS.

HOW A NEW PLAY I8 MADE OR RUINED 
BY A FIRST NIGHT AUDIENCE, 


To Be in the Fashion You Must Be There 
~The Character of the Audience Pres- 
ent-A Oharacteristic Feature of Gay 
Paris.

RIS, April 7.—In the 

histrionic world the 

first performance of a dra- 

. matic novelty is always an 

event which engages the un- 

divided attention of art cir- 

cles of all kinds, but the gay 

capital of France leads the 

line in that respect, because 

not only those immediately 

interested in its success or 

failure are present, such as 

authors, critics and actors, 

but to have been at ‘‘a 

Premiere’’ is an absolute re- 

quisite to being fashion- 

able and in the swim,’’ 

in order to be able to say: I was at the 
Premiere. The play is good, but it has its 
faults and weak points. The author or com- 
poser should have heeded the advice of his 
friends. He has learned a lesson, and in fut- 
ure, no doubt, he will be less obstinate.’’ 
These and similar remarks pass from mouth 
to mouth on the following days at the 8 
o’lock teas and other high-life gatherings. 
And if you and I belong to tout 
Paris“ (for that is the nom de 
plume given to the Four Hundred 


of Paris), we may ride ordrive through the 
Bois de Boulogne with the proud conscous- 
ness that the humble pedestrians will stand 
still here and there and say toeach other :‘‘Do 
you see? This is M. Tel-et-tel and Mme. Telle- 
et · telle. Have you read the Figaro? Do you see 
the Petit Journaif At the last premiere Mad- 
ame worea dark-brown costume garnished 
with lace. M. Tel-et-tel is avery brilliant 
man. Sardou alwaysasks his advice in the 
mise-en-scene of his plays. And while such 
speeches ina hundred variationsare fiying 
about thick and fast, Madame throws back 
her silk-lined wrap to revealthe dark-brown 
gown, which she will now wear for at least a 
week, despite her predilection fora frequent 
change of toilette. 

All this is very beautiful, very grand and 
very lofty and so intensely flattering to one’s 
proud self-esteem that it matters not whether 
the parties in question have paid 30, Mor 
500 francs fora private box. 

NO APPEAL. 

But a premiere has still another attraction 
for those to whom the theater means a little 
more than a ‘‘space for an exhibition of 
their vanity and frivolities.’’ The public— 
and let it be understood, the first public of 
Paris—sits in judgment over anew creation 
of the human brain in the line of 
dramatic poetry, music, operetta or 
farce, and this first judgment is 
Gecisive. There is no appeal from it; it

makes or mars the man. For centuries en- 
tire France has been accustomed to submit 
without contradiction to the often times

THE AUDIENCE. 

The various sketches accompanying this 
article show characteristic types of an aud- 
fence in attendance upon the initial perform- 
ance of a new tragedy at the Theatre de 
l’Odeon. They are types which one finds du- 
plicated over and over again in the brilliantly 
lighted space and who in their entirety de- 
cide the fate of the tragic drama, which 
among all the species of dramatic poetry in- 
terests this audience the least and never ob- 
tains at its hands more than a ‘‘success 
d’estime,’’ for no one pays particular atten- 
tion as to what is goimg on on the stage. 
Everybody applauds when an applause is 
started inorder to be counted one of the 
classically educatedand endowed with the 
faculty of passing correct sentence. But woe 
to the author whose friends are remiss in 
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In a Box—High Life. 

their duty or whose foes are more numerous 
and persevering. The great hybrid tout 
Paris will never assert its independent 
opinion but will cruelly join forces with the 
hissing element, and the ‘‘premiere’’ will for 
the author, too, become a tragedy. 

He, the great would-be celebrity, sits in 
the green-room and, manuscript in hand, 
gives to the actors his last instructions as to 
the manner in whichthey should corporify 
the creations of his fancy before the tribunal 
without. He does not seem quite satisfied 
with the black-whiskered ‘‘villain,’’ for he 
addresses his admonition to him alone about 
an important point, which is of the utmost 
moment as to the impression the whole act 
is to make. He, the ‘‘yiliain,’’ listens with 
the cold, quiet smile characteristic to the 
parts he plays. The ‘‘first lady’’ is still 
busily engaged upon learning her lines, for 
she has ‘‘supped’’ a little too long yester- 
day. The main thing with her is the memor- 
izing her part. As to how she will play it, 
that does not bother our author in the least. 
He is sure of her, for she is pretty, and when 
with sadly smiling lips and tearful eyes she 
declaims her sentences applause is sure to 
follow. Of the others he is not afraid; their 
countenances denote his safety in their 


hands, 
THE DUDES. 

Among the most essential ‘‘living figures’’ 
ofa premiere are the young dudes, which 
under the First Empire bore the euphonious 
name of ‘‘incroyables,’’ and were called 
petits creves’’ under the Third Napoleon. 
The Republic of to-day knows them as 
**‘boudinez.’’ They are at all times and 
essentially the same, for they represent the 
blase nonentities ; they would not miss a pre- 
miere any more than they would miss a horse 
race, and their Judgment on the merits of a 
prima donna or a tragic heroine is as infalli- 
ble (7) as the sentence they pass upon a 
thoroughbred. 

Our Gude belongs to the rank of the adver- 
sartes of the author; leaning upon his cane 
be stands with his hands well kept in the 
background, so that no one might suspect 
him of giving the least sign of applause. As 
farasthat is possible, his mien expresses 
disdain and smiling, surpassing condemna- 
tion; on his drooping lips hangs the Killing 
word, stupide. 

A second boudinez is one of the friendly 
band. His hands are conveniently folded, 
and with but a gentle movement of his un- 
gers he gives the sign for the applause ;he does 
not really applaud himself, for his fingers are 
much too dainty for that, and such a plebelan 
outburst would undoubtedly undo the spot- 
less purity ot his pearl-gray kids. His lips 
areslightly raised in the act ofa winning 
smile ofapplause, and his countenance be- 
tokens his approval of the dramatic novelty, 
and this favorable recognition he gathers into 
the one word ‘‘pschutt,’’ the latest idiom for 
chic, or comme il faut. This little monosylla 
ble in the mouth ofthe boudinez is worth 
more than the wildest enthusiasm of the rest 
of the audience. 

THE CRITIC. 

In one of the front ‘‘stalles d’orchestre’’ 
leans the hypercritic. The columns of ser 
eral large journals are at his disposal; he was 
a friend of Jules Janin, his judgment is in- 
fallible; he is the unapproachable ‘‘ Jupiter 
Tonans. With his hands folded in his lap, 
he sits motionless, and on the morrow the 
great journal will announce his opinion, 
which, of course—hbe himself does not deny 
it—cannot alter the success which ‘‘tout 
Paris has accorded or refused to the nov- 
elty; nor does his judgment differ from that 
of the public; his great critical review is 
simply an elucidation, an analyzation, a con- 
firmation of the popular decree, but, to hear 
him talk, he knew itall beforehand, he pre- 
dicted the result, and the thoughts which 
chased each other behind his bald, majestic 
brow must have electrified and led the audi- 
ence.

To-day she has an elegant dom- 
iclle, magnificent toilets and a coupe e, be- 
coming the protegee of aman whom the

The Way a Thousand Dollars Is Spent— 
How to Travel Cheaply and Pleasantly 
~The Way to Make an Inexpensive 
Trip Comfortably.

About a year ago, a ticket agent, hearing 
that I was going abroad, tried to sell mea 
well-planned tour ticket issued by a per- 
sonally confucted’’ man at an expense of 
about $600, everything included, ; 

My dear sir, said I, in the first place 1 
want to stay twoor three weeks longer, and 
in the second place I can’t afford your price. 
I have only $800 to spend. 

The ticket man laughed long and loud, 
‘*Why,’’ said he,‘ ‘if you stay as long as that, 
it’ll cost you nearerathousand. We get the 
very lowest price on everything. 

And, indeed, there is a pretty general idea 
that $1,000 is about right. For do notthe 
100,000 Americans who go abroad annually 
spend all of $100,000,000, including the money 
that goes for little purchases they do not 
wish the Custom-house people to see? 

But $200 is enough and the trip is worth it. 
Ican prove the former statement by care- 
fully verified quotations from my own ex- 
pense account. The latter needs no proof, 

Here is how a single man spends $1,000 or 
over upon a three months’ tour:

This estimate would cover the expenses of 
traveling in good but not extravagant, style. 
It takes a little longer totell how it can be 
done for $300. 

AVOID RETURN TICKET. 

In the first place, the common custom of 
taking a Liverpool return ticket is ex- 
pensive, both of time and money. After 
seeing England thoroughly and getting to 
the continent, itis a waste of both to cross 
the channel again and railroad the whole 
length of England before setting sail for 
home. Itis betterto go by Liverpool and 
return by Antwerp, which can be done with- 
out extra expense. Still better, avoid Liver- 
pool altogether and take one of the cheaper 
Glasgow lines, returning by way of Amster- 
dam. First-class passage tickets by these 
linescome from $25 to $3 cheaper than the 
Liverpool return tickets, besides saving a 
good deal of railroading and one channel 
passage. 

Second class return tickets, entitling one to 
make the voyage with perfect comfort, are 
obtainable at $60 or $70 up to 890 by 
the finest boats afloat. latter 
rate will buy quicker, cheaper and safer pas- 
sage than first-class tickets on second-class 
boats, but most Americans would prefer the 
latter alternative. Not always, though. I 
know of six young Harvard students who 
both went and returned in the steerage for 
$40 each. Another friend did the same for 
$36, going alone, and for the ro- 
maining $44 of the $0 he had saved 
enjoyed a limited but interesting trip abroad. 
He must have nearly starved himself, how 
ever, because he enjoyed steerage Irish stew 
on the return voyage. Fortunately this sort 
of thing isn’t necessary to the wealthy young 
man with $300. He can go first-class and flirt 
with the pretty girisall the way, for which 
amusement there’s no place under heaven 
like an ocean steamer. 

TRAVELING IN ENGLAND. 

Once well across the Atlantic the active 
warfare begins. If the traveler has the res- 
olution to definitely limit his stay in En- 
gland he will do well to go by Glasgow and 
get the long June twilight on the Scottish 
hills. Scotland will discourage him, hon 
ever, as itis the most expensive traveling in 
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A Tussle With the Hackmen. 
Europe. For this reason he will probably no 
go to Oban, which is interesting, but not 
more so than dozens of places yet to see, but 
go from Glasgow to Edinburgh by way of Rob 
Roy and Roderick Dhu County—Loch Lomond 
and the Trosachs. From Edinburgh a natural 
route would be: Melrose, Abbotsford, Dur- 
ham, York—more interesting“ than Chester 
and much cheaper—Lincoln, Oxford, Wind- 
sor, London. A detour between Melrose and 
York will take in the lovely Lake District, 
which is well worth while, especially in the 
rare days of June. From London to Paris the 
chea pest way is by Newhaven and Dieppe, 
and it is also the best since it gives a 
peep at Rouen, the most interesting town in 
France, bar Paris. From Paris one goes to 
Switzerland direct, and from that wonder- 
land of snow mountains and manure heaps 
down the Rhine to Cologne, with a final peep 
at Belgium and Holland before sailing from 
Amsterdam. This tour, which admits of wide 
variation, involves no doubling or retracing, 
and only one long raliroad journey. Italy 
can hardly be brought into a $300 tour, but the 
economical tourist can console bimself by re- 
fiecting how many of his countrymen and 
women die of Roman fever every summer. A 
small addition would bring in Berlin, Munich 
and even Vienna. 
THE LOWEST EXPENSE. 

The lowest expense of this trip, everything 
included, may be tabulated something like 
this, using my own account as the basis: 
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**starred’’ hotel in Baedeker. It will usually 
be found endurable exceptin England, and 
there nearly as good asthe best, which are 


KEEP OUT OF HACKS. 
The economical tourist will never take a 
caborhack. Theyare much cheaper than 
here, but they count up. To avoid hacks he 
will carry only a gripsack of modest dimen- 
sions. A large one can be checked from 
point to point. Onthe continental railways 
luggage usually has to be paid for and Is an 
endless bother. The tourist who makes $300 
answer will pay no larger fees to walters 
and boots than a native would do. The 
flunkeys at the cheaper hotels do not expect 
large fees. He will take a lodging in London, 
ifhe stays there above four days. London 
lodgings are usually dirty, but not always. 
He will take breakfast at a coffee house, 
lunch at a vegetarian restaurant and top off 
with a square meal at night and the cheapest 
seat in the theater. 


A Promenade on Deck, 

In Paris he will selecta hotel inthe Latin 
quarter, which is the most convenient as 
wellas cheapest partof the city, and pay 
from 50 to 75 cents for lodging and break 
fast, 20 cents for lunch and as to cents fora 
table d'hote dinner, which will not be at ail 
bad. Paris and London, witha total neces- 
sary expense of fi to 1. 5 a day, bring down 
the average wonderfully. 

The economical tourist Mill afford himself 
some luxuries. He will walk when he can— 
certainly fortwo weeksin Switzerland, and 
two or three days inthe lake districts of 
England, where the coach andthe diligence 
are the recognized and expensive means of 
conveyance. He will buy an etching or two 
when he gets to Amsterdam and alot of 
Salon photographs in Paris. In Brussels he 
will get a fine lace handkerchief for his 
sweetheart, The $2.50 a day must cover all 
this. 

The economical tourist has more fun than 
the thousand-dollar man. He sees more of 
the countries he passes through, learns more 
of their languages, gets a better idea of their 
daily life; and he always comes home a bet 
ter American than when he went. while the 
man who puts up atthe best hotels is some. 
times spoiled for citizenship here by the 
luxury and the toadying servants there. At 
least that’s my conclusion from observation 
and experience.

FAST OCEAN TRAVELING. 


CARL SCHURZ PREDICTS WE WILL YET 
CROSS IN THREE DAYS. 


The Great Advances Made and the Pros- 
pects for the Future—The Value of Twin 
Screws—Electricity asa Motive Power 
for Ocean Steamers. 


Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPAaTCH. 

New York, April 16.—Men of millions 
who control the railroads of this country and 
the big steamship lines have entered in a 
great race forfast time. The improvement 
in the transatlantic linerin ten years has 
been very great, and as the traveb goes on 
increasing new and faster ships are being 
built. The amount of capital invested in 
these great ocean transportation lines is 
enormous. The first cost of one of the 
modern ships is very nearly, if not quite, 
$2,000,000, and when one line alone runs halfa 
dozen or more of these floating palaces it can 
readily be imagined that these companies 
must control large sums of money. Besides 
the millions the steamship men have invested 
in ships more millions have been investet in 
real estate, docks, and buildings on both 
sides of the ocean. To protect these millions 
itis of course necessary to secure patronage 
and to do this they must make 
fast time. To-day the Cunard, the 
Inman, the Hamburg-American Packet, 
the Norfh German Lloyd, the White 
Star and the Transatlantique are rushing 
their ships across the Atlanticinthe great 
race tosave time and only a day or two ago 
the dispatches announced that the Cunard 
line was about to bulld a quartette of ships 
that will make the trip from New York to 
Queenstown in a little more than five days. 

Now Carl Schurz, who is president of the 
Hamburg-American Packet Co., knows as 
much about the great race among the steam- 
ship companies as anyone on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

FAST TIME. 


Jam a great believer in fast time, said 


motive power. We must know that it is safe. 
That is the very important question that has 
not yet been satisfactorily answered. We 
must be able to secure it at a reasonable ex- 
pense. I don’t suppose that any of the great 
steamship lines would hesitate ata few hun- 
dred thousand on every ship, but the cost of 
the original plant is not the thing that they 
would hesitate at. What could it be run for, 
and what room would the manufacturing 
paraphernalia take up in_ the ship 
hold. It it would occupy more room than 
the machinery now in use, that would be 
very bad, but itis more than likely it would 
take much less space, and every foot of space 
on a big ship has its value. Even, though 
electricity would cost us much more than 
the present system of motive power if we 
could make faster time, and be assured that 
it was safe, we would adopt it. We can't 
experiment with electricity, which isan un- 
known powerto a great extentas yet, on 
one of our big vessels out in the middle of 
the Atlantic, where it might kick up just 
like an untractable horse. I believe the 
time will come though, when electricity will 
be used as the motive power on our great 
railroads and steamship lines. But until we 
getit we cannot stand idle, but will goon 
improving and perfecting our machinery 
now in use. We have landed passengers 
from New York in London in seven days and 
in Hamburg in eight days. Ten years from 
now wemay be able to land passengers in 
London in say four days and in Hamburg in 
five days. I believe in fast time, and if we 
could cross the Atlantic in two days I would 
favor it. 
DANGER OF SPEED. 

And as to the danger of the speeding of 
steamships?’’ 

There is just as much danger in running 
attherate of fifteen or eighteen Knots an 
hour as twenty. There has been talk of ice- 
bergs that have been floatingin the path of 
the passenger steamers and of the alleged 
danger of fast running in connection with 
them but where a ship is provided with twin 
screws there is really little danger. You will 
remember the Normania’s experience. She 
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CARL SCHURZ’ IDEA OF THE STEAMSHIP OF THE FUTURE WITH MORE POWERFUL 
MACHINERY. 


Mr. Schurz. I do not agree with those who 
say there is greater danger in running a ship 
at a faster rate of speed than the seven day 
or even the six-day trip to the other side of 
the Atlantic. Iam of the opinion that we 
will yet build ships that can make the run to 
Liverpool in three days. It is not at all im- 
probable. And in fact I expect to see it before 
I die if we keep on improving at the 
rate we are going now and I am 6 years of 
age at that. Twenty-five or thirty years 
ago we would have been ridiculed if we pre- 
dicted that ships could crossthe Atlantic as 
they are doing now in six days and fifteen 
hours. Our statement would at least have been 
thought very greatly exaggerated. And ten 
or fifteen years from now I shouldn’t be sur- 
prised if steamships were run across the At- 
lantic in four days and, as the ratio of ad- 
vancement in ship building continues, in say 
twenty years from the present time we might 
cross in three days. 

‘*‘What will be the necessary requirements 
for faster time, Mr. Schurz?’’ 

„Well, in the first place, if we have higher 
speed we will need more powerful engines 
and machinery and that will necessitate 
larger vessels of course. Ships must be run 
at a profit. They are not being run for 
amusement and fast time alone. We can 
build ships that can make the run across to 
Europe in three or four days or say five days, 
but they would not be able to carry 
freight and passengers. And even if they 
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Carl Schurz. 
carried passengers without 
couldn’t afford to run them, The problem 
we are endeavoring to solve is to build 
a ship that can make these fast trips and at 
the same time have room enough in her hold 
for freight and on her decks for passengers. 
Onthese ships safety must be the first con- 
sideration. To realize the steamer of the 
future the company which I represent and, I 


freight we 


guess, the heads of the other great steam-. 


ship lines also, are sparing neither trouble 
nor expense in securing the fatest phase of 
marine architecture perfect in the three re- 
quirements of modern travel—safety, speed 
and comfort. In our ships there are two dis- 
tinct sets of boilers, two engines, two shafts 
and two screws, both sets working inde- 
pendently of each other and separated by 
one solid longitudinal bulkhead running from 
the keelto the upper deck and dividing the 
vessel intotwo non-communicating halves, 
of which each is fully equipped to propel the 
ship. You see, an accident toone side of the 
ship can in no manner affect the other, whose 
machinery will continue to work and propel 
the ship with the greatest of ease, The 
water-tight compartments will confine ta 
one compartment any accident that might 
happen.’’ 
TWIN SCREWS. 

„How many lines have adopted the twin 
screw system?’’’ 

„Woll, our own, the Inman, andthe White 
Star is all at the present time, butI have no 
doubt but that they will all be using it in the 
near future. Theshipof the future will to 
my mind have larger engines and have four 
ofthem with two sets oftwinscrews. You 
Can readily see that to carry this extra ma- 
chinery and at the same time not decrease 
the freight and passenger carrying capacity 
we must have some pretty big ships. Inthe 
Normania our two engines make a total of 
12,600-horse power, so if this horse power 
were doubled the force at our command 
would be very great. 

and as to electricity as a motive power, 
Mr. Schure?’’ 

Oh you see Iam not figuring on that but it 
will be all the better in case we can use elec- 
tricity. The question with electricity is we 
Go not know what its peouliarities are and 
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was headed right for a mammoth iceberg 
but with the twin screws and her powerful 
rudders she was turned right about when 
within a ship’s length of the berg. Of course 
when I say I believe in faster time I want all 
the mechanical improvements to keep pace. 

The passage of the postal subsidy bill, 
which grants $a mile to first-class American 
ships, will no doubt stir up considerable cap- 
italfor ship building onthis side of the At- 
lantic. IRave heard of Mr. Corbin’s plan, 
but I understand that gentleman has not 
spoken on the matter as yet, Many people, 
though, may not care to go down to Montauk 
Point to board the ship, preferring New York, 
which will probably always be the central 
point for travelers to Europe. 

The travel to Europe is constantly increas- 
ing. Nowadays, in the regular season, ships 
areall crowded to their utmost capacity. 
People have got more money to spend, it 
would appear, and these trips across the At- 
lantic are a good omen for the prosperity of 
America. There are not only more people 
going over, but there are more that are 
taking the expensive lines. The public in 
this way is giving great encouragement to 
the companies that are spending thousands 
and thousands of dollars in perfecting their 
ships. 


RIGHT OR LEFT. 


Which Side Should a Man Take When Rid- 
ing With a Lady. 


In this age of physical culture there is more 
attention paid by ladies to horseback exer- 
cise than ever before, and certainly there 
can be no more agreeable and inspiring sight 
than a lady well mounted on a spirited and 
well-gaited horse, over which she has per- 
fect and sympathetic control. Any fine 
morning one has but to stroll out upon the 
boulevard to see scores of horsewomen 
cantering along, singly orin groups. Some- 
times it isa well-known delle, followed at a 
respectful distance by a groom; sometimesa 
bevy of young ladies clatter by with their 
riding master, or a group of ladies ride gaily 
along, thinking there is safety in numbers. 

In the afternoon it is different; the fair 
equestriennes are then usually accompanied 
by an escort, some gallant horseman, but 
always onthe wrong side it would seem to 
the observer. Wishing to satisfy myself on 
this point, I sought information from a party 
of young ladies who were discussing horse- 
back riding. 

On which side does your escort ride?’’ I 
asked. 

On the right side, of course, they all 
answered. 

ut is it the right side?“ 

To my mind, no, answered the best rider 
of the group. The man’s place should be 
on the left of the lady with whom he is riding, 
without question. The same stupidity which 
placed women upon side saddles has or- 
dained, now that they are there, that the 
men must ride at their right hand, where 
they can be of no possible use to them in 
case of accident. And,’’ she continued, 
there are other good reasons why he should 
ride at her left. As the lady sits upon her 
horse, her face is turned much more 
easily and naturally to the left, 
and her companion, if on that 
side, is s0 situated that she may 
converse with him, orcallupon him for aid 
with the least possible trouble to herself. In 
the second place, if her escort is upon her 
left, he is always, under the American law 
ofthe road, between her and all passing 
vehicles, frequently a most desirable con- 
sideration, if she is riding a spirited horse. 
In addition, since the left hand is the bridle 
hand, if the gentleman rides upon 
the left of the lady, he has his 
right hand disengaged and ready 
in an instant to render her assistance if she 
should need it. If her saddle should turn it 
would be necessarily on the left side, and if 
he is a skillful horseman he could with his 
right arm lift her safely from it. If her horse 
should become unmanageble, with his strong 
right hand he could seize the bridle. There 
is not a single good reason why a man should 
ride on the right, anda dozen good reasons 
why he should ride on the left of a laay.’’ 

But might not an awkward rider allow his 
horse to brush too close to the lady if he is on 
the left?’’ 

An awkward rider has no business on 
either side of a lady, was the curt response 
to this, the only reason that could be ad- 
duced, for this foolish ruling of etiquette so 
generally sanctioned by custom.

DOWN BY THE RIO GRANDE. 

Iam preparing at this time a large and 
costly testimonial for the young man who 
suggested the idea of making this spring my 
first grand annual farewell tour of Texas. It 
has been a great success from a box-office 
and social standpoint. Artistically, of 
course, the carping critic might see places 
where he could have done a great deal better 
himself. 

Texas, as we know already, is a mighty 
empire of itself, connecting the stern and 
sturdy elements of the Farmers’ Alliance of 
Kansas on the north with the romantic yet 
peppery Quixote ofthe south. Here the sad 
and solemn lubricator, vulgarly called the

greaser, spends his patrimony on an 8- pound 
hat, and with what he has left he buysa 
horse. I never tire of looking at the delirt- 
ous clothes of a prosperous greaser. They 
are widely beautiful to one who loves, as I 
do, to see a hand to hand contest to a finish 
between strong colors. 

On Sunday I attended divine worship at the 
Mexican catbedralin San Antonio. It afforded 
me a grand opportunity to look at the clothes 
of the congregation as we do at home, also to 
study the faces of the people as they came 
out. Religion does not seem to afford the 
Mexican much joy or comfort. He goes 
through it, however, as one gets his teeth re- 
paired—not for the delirious thrill of joy he 
finds lurking in the job itself, but asa pre- 
cautionary measure and as an evidence of 
his powers of endurance. 

The ladies of the congregation, it seemed 
to me, showed better taste in proportion to 
their means than the gentlemen.

The men wore large hats, heavily em- 
broidered, and whatever else they could 
get in the way of clothes. I never saw 
people run so much to hats or seem so indif- 
ferent to outer clothes. I sawone man at 
church who wore a massive Mexican hat 
with two or three pounds of silver braid on 
it and a leather cinch with two silver buckles 
foraband. He also wore a beautiful pair of 
lilac trousers. One man in the amen corner 
of the cathedral wore no coat or vest, but 
had a shirt made of buff calico, with grim 
figures on it, and it was made with puffed 
Sleeves and a Stewart collar. He had also 
socked his inheritance into a hat and wore 
heliotrope trousers of the time of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

Dallas is probably the most prosperous of 
Texas cities. Some weil-known writer-up of 
towns—possibly Charles Dudley Warner— 
states that if you draw a circle, using a radius 
of 100 miles, with Dallas as the center, you 
will have therein thirty-four counties. I was 
too tired to try it while at Dallas, and I could 
not get a 100-mile radius atany of the places 
where I looked. Someof the stores didn’t 
seem to have any radius at all. 

These thirty-four counties produce nearly 
half the cotton of Texas, also more than half 
the oats and wheat. It is a very fertile ais. 
trict indeed. The soll is rich and deep, and 
cotton just naturally grows here with the 
very slightest encouragement. I never saw so 
much cotton anywhere before as I have seen 
on this trip. Down near Waco—pronounced 
Wayco—there is an old time cotton planter 
who runs his plantation just as they used to 
before the war, only, of course, he can’t 
show as good an abstract of title to his help, 
buthe has the large black negro with the 
white eye, and that negro knows his place, 
lie is fed, watered and looks out for every 
day. The mules are locked up also, so that 
there is no frolicking ever the country at 
night with the . Severe system is the 


rule, and $20,00a year is the cotton crop,

while the negroes themselves are any of them 
fat enough to kill, and their happy songs in 
the cotton fields show that healthful disci- 
pline, regular hours and regular meals agree 
with them. 

In this way they have also very little 
temptation to monkey with the flowing bowl, 
Rum is highly injurious to the nego. While 
unguestionably beneficial to the white man, 
making him bright and highly conversa- 
tional, it is not proper for the negro. It dulls 
his sensibilities and makes him almost coarse. 
I met one of them herein Texas who had be- 
come somewhat addicted to the use of liquor 
for medical purposes. He said that he lost 
his wife several years ago, and had been ever 
since trying to drown his sorrows in the flow- 
ing bowl. Headmitted, though, that it was 
not a success. He said he had drowned 
several of his more sickly and feeble sorrows 
in that way, but he said they always swelled 
up and came to the surface on the following 
day bigger and more disagreeable than ever. 

I said that it was a good simile. 

He said he didn’t know what it was, but it 
was so. 

I found that he was talkative, and sol con- 
versed with him. He said that he had got all 
his work done up ahead, and got all over the 
rush before I came, so that he could have a 
real good visit with me when I got here. I 
judged that it had been several years since he 
had been busy, however. 

He said that Texas was advancing rapidly, 
he thought, in the matter of civilization. I 
said ‘‘Yes?’’ with a rising inflection. He said 
that she was now safely past the crisis, he 
thought, between the customs of the cliff- 
dwellers and finger bowls. ‘‘Some of us, of 
co’se, is raw yet, but we are advancing. I 
would liketo have you the guest of our club 
here this evenin’, sah, if you will come down 
—the Upper Congo Club it is called, sah. We 
run it on economical principles, sah, but it is 
a quiet, home-like place, whah you kin go for 
a hour or two, check you old razor and 
injoin youseff.’’ 

It was a quiet and rather unpretentious 
place, the Upper Congo Club, occupied during 
the day bya laundry and Tuesdays and Fri- 
daysas a club room, The franchise of the 
club consisted of the inalienable right to 
meet, meditate and adjourn. The club prop- 
erly consisted of a guests’ register, made in 
imitation of a butcher’s order book, witha 
pine lead pencil attached to it bya string,a 
gallon beer pail and a set of dominos. 

The Upper Congo Club allows no million- 
aires’ sons to join. Of course if a member 
should becomea millionaire’s son after he 
had united with the club he cannot be ex- 
pelled without a two-thirds vote; but I was 
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One of the Grips. 
told that brain, and brains only, was the 
qualification—self-made brains. Wealth could 
not come in and corrupt the pure thought 
ganglia of the Upper Congo Club. 

Sam Jones preached in Texas and lectured 
and licked the Mayor of Palestine last fall. 
Everywhere one goes he hears of Sam Jones 
and the good work done by him. 
Also by Dr. Talmage, who with Mr. 
Jones, another well-known revival- 
ist, and myself, furnished a star course of 
lectures the past season for Texas with great 
success, people coming in some instances for 
hundreds of miles, bringing their dinners and 
paying $1 apiece, looking upon us with awe- 
struck features for a few moments and then 
retiring cheerfully to their homes. 

Texas people say that Sam Jones reminds 
them of John the Forerunner in some ways 
only that John, so far as they know, did not 
eat with his knife. Sam, however, isa plain, 
offhand man, and since he and I and Dr. Tal. 
mage have worked together in Texas I do not 
feel like hearing either one criticised, and I 
know that neither of them will sit calmly by 


and allow me to be run down. 
ig beautifully surrounded by the 
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State of Texas and Oak Cliff, a handsome 
suburb, with a thriving hotel and a vigorous 
girls’ college. Alsoa pavilion for speakers 
and concerts during the summer, anda 
menagerie. There isa train running between 
Oak Cliff and Dallas which is called an ac- 
commodation. Itis owned by the hotel, and 
goes along with the reading-room, parlor 
and wash-room. You board at the hotel and 
the proprietor throws in the railroad. Isay 
this so that the interstate commerce outfit 
may look intothe matter and throttle this 
giant evil. 

Dallas did a business in 1889 of over $31,000,- 
000. Since thentrade has greatly increased. 
While there I met a company of Boston capl- 
talists, headed by ex-Gov. Brackett. They 
had just bought a building for $250,000 that 
day. Four million dollars are (or is) invested 
in factories, and the yearly product is over 
$8,000,000. I was also in Dallas two days, and 
put quite a little sum of money incirculation 
while there. Icannot help it. The western 
spirit of freedom and reckless expenditure 
comes over me, and I buy the morning pa- 
per sometimes and do not read half of it. 

I went to see the ‘‘Clemenceau Case’’ while 
in Dallas. I had avoided it in New York, but 
the pictures and printing were so beautiful 
that I accepted the invitation of areal nice 
man and went to see the Clemenceau 
Case.

VENICE, April 3.—‘‘ Lotteries are to us what 
bull fighting is to Spaniards and revolutions 
are to the French. Every nation has its 
specialcraze. The lottery is ours. 

Such are the words used by one ofthe Italian 
characters in Ouida’s novel, 4 Winter 
City.’’ 
tery drawing in St. Mark’s Square under 
Government auspices, and the excitement it 
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produced, andIcan vouch for the truth of 
the foregoing statement. A week previous to 
the drawing there appeared in the principal 
Squares and streets of Venice individuals 
seated at small wooden tables perched on the 
sidewalk or under the shelter of some friendly 
pillar whose whole stock in trade consisted 
ofa bottle of ink, a pen and a numberof 
tickets with written hieroglyphics thereon. 
These latter puzzled me exceedingly until I 
found out they were lottery tickets, festoons 
of which were dangling to the breeze in front 
ofthe table. Tickets were also sold in 
of the shops and by all the gamins of the city. 

The Italian Government gets a good, solid 
penny a year out of her public lotteries. I 
saw the figures some time ago and they were 
enormous. This particular lottery drawing of 
which I am writing was announced to take 
place on Sunday eveningin the world re- 
nowned St. Mark’s Square amid illumtinations 
and music. As this square is a vast drawing 
room, with no vehicles of any kind, not even 
baby carriages, to interfere with the prome- 
nading of the gay crowd, the affair promised 
to be of more than usual interest. 

A BRILLIANT SIGHT. 

When the eventful evening arrived a vast

I have witnessed a grand public lot-

IN THE SQUARE. 

At the many brilliant cafes which encircle 
the square a seat could not be had for love or 
money, but some enterprising individuals, 
and I am afraid the Government was the en. 
terprising individuals, rented several thou. 
sand chairs at a franc apiece in the middle of 
the square. At the westward end of the 
square there was a tastefully arranged ec. 
fice for the lottery officials. It was beautifully 
draped with stuffs of many colors, over 
which floated the red, white and green of the 
Italian nation. Opposite this edifice in the 
middle of the square was a structure with an 
ingenious arrangement for showing the pub- 
lic on all sides the winning numbers. It 
looked like a sentry box on a large scale, but 
had more style to it, with cornices, an orna- 
mental cupola, etc. On each of its four sides 
were ninety squares of atile-like pattern, 
and by some mechanfsm each tile could be 
made to slide away and a number take Its 
place, the tiles being numbered from one to 
ninety. 

Between the officials’ stand and the num 
bering arrangement a wide passage was kept 
clear bya number of ‘‘fachini’’ (men who 
hang around Italian cities, but are always on 
the lookout for odd jobbs, such as candle. 
bearers at funerals, etc.), in blue blouses and 
red caps, the latter specially worn for this 
occasion. These men held flaming torches. 
When a person found he had the winning 
combination on his ticket he proceeded to 
acquaint one of these red-capped individuals 
of the fact, who escorted him tothe judge's 
stand, where, when his claim was validated, 
he received his money on the spot amid the 
tumultous cheering of the popuiace. 

THE DRAWING. 

It seemed to me that everybody in Venice 
bought tickets for that particular lottery. At 
least everybody, rich and poor,in the square, 
andthe square wasa dense mass of human- 
ity, had a ticket, if not several, in their 


hands, as with eager gaze they watched the 
numbering arrangement. I suppose as the 
Venetians have no horse racing in their am: 
phibious city, the excitement of the lottery 
takes the place of betting on norse flesh. 

At length the drawing commences. ne 
gives a strident bray and all are in breathless 
attention, with their tickets clutched In thelr 
hands. A boy about s or 10 years old is . 
lected from the multitude, so that the draw:

This boy draws anumber out of the lottery 
contrivance, a messenger carries the number 
to the indicator and it is immediately poste. 

There are eight numbers on each lottery 
ticket, and it your eight numbers come out 
on the indicator you win the head prize; !f 5!x, 
a lesser prise, and soon. I donot know how 
they arrange the combination on the tickets 
so ingeniously out of millions of numbers, °° 
that only one man gets each combination, 
but as the government makes such a haut 
can afford to hire somebody well up tn math- 
ematics.

THE BALTIMORE RIOT AND THE CAUSES 


LEADING UP TO IT.

Opening Days of the Great Struggle of 
Thirty Years Ago—The First Men Who 
Fell—The Sons of Massachusetts the 
First Victims of the War—The Revul- 
sion of Feeling. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. — 
Just thirty years ago to-day, April 19, 1861, 
the first blood was shed in the great civil war. 
The South Carolina ordinance of secession 
had been passed on the i7thof December, 
1860, andthe example of the Palmetto State 
had been followed soon after by Georgia and 
the five Gulf States. Onthe 6th of January, 
1861, Fernando Wood, Mayor of the City of 
New York, sent a message to the City Council 
advising that New York secede and set up as 
afree city. On Feb. 9 Jefferson Davis was 
elected President of the Confederate States 
of America, a confederacy which, it was 
hoped, would soon be strengthened by the 
secession of other States, particularly Vir- 
ginia. On the l2thof April the first gun was 
fired by the South Carolina troops under the 
command of Gen. Beauregard, The bom- 
bardment continued during that day and the 
18th? But, strange to say, no blood was 
shed at Sumter, and Maj. Anderson’s 
little force suffered no loss of 
life. News of the bombardment and 
surrender reached Washington on the 
morning of the l4th and the following bul- 
letin, dated April 12, was telegraphed over 
the country: The war is commenced. The 
batteries began firing at (o' clock this morn- 
ing, Maj. Anderson replied and a brisk can- 
nonading commenced. This is reliable and 
has just come tothe Associated Press. On 
the 15th President Lincoln issued his first call 
for troops: ‘‘Now, therefore, I, Abraham 


Lincoln, President of the United States, in 


virtue of the power vested in me by the Oon- 
stitution and the laws, have thought fit to 
call forth, and hereby do call forth, the 
militia of the several States of the Union to 

„the aggregate number of 75,000 in order to 
suppress said combinations and to cause the 
laws to be duly executed.’’ 

This proclamation appeared in the Boston 
papers on the Same morning. Onthe morn- 
ing of the 16th the Sixth Massachusetts regi- 
ment mustered at Lowell with full regimental 
stalfandband. Other companies were added 
from Boston, Groton, Acton, and Lowell, 700 
men in all, andthe next day the regiment 
Started by rail for New York. There it was 
greeted with the wildest enthusiasm as it 
marched through the city on its way to 
Philadelphia and Washington. On reaching 
Philadelphia news was received that pasbage 
through Baltimore would be disputed. 

CRITICAL IN MARYLAND. 

The situation in Maryland at that moment 
wascritical. The people were nearly evenly 
divided in sentiment between North and 
South. The Governor, Thomas Hicks, in- 
clined to the Union but was not pronounced 
in his unionist feelings. The same may be 
said of the Mayor of Baltimore, George Wil- 
liam Brown. Three railroads centered in 
that city and its importance to the Union 
cause lay largely in this fact. It was on the 
line of communication between New York on 
the East and Harrisburg on the North, The 
population was at that time 215,000 and 
although the Unionists were in the majority 
the Southern sympathizers were much the 
more aggressive and persistent. As early as 
March 17 a recruiting office had been 
established andenlistments in the Southern 
army had been secured. When the Prest- 
dent’s proclamation was issued and the requt- 
sition made on Maryland for four regiments 
was received, Gov. Hicks hesitated. Although 
a Union man he loved his own State 
and naturally dreaded the conflict in 
which he foresaw he could not carry all his 
people with him. The rumors of an attempt 
to assassinate Mr. Lincoln on his way to his 
inauguration had produced a bad effect, and 
the air was still full of disquieting reports. 
When the President’s proclamation was pub- 
lished the Mayor of Baltimore issued an ad- 
dress on the i7th of April, invoking all citi- 
zens to refrain from every act of violence and 
from harshness of speech, but little effect 
was produced by his pacific words. To soothe 
the people President Lincoln on the 17th as 
sured Gov. Hicks that the Maryland troops 
would be used only to defend the national 
capital from attack and the State of Maryland 
from invasion, and would not be used ag 
gressively. Coached by this assurance the 
Governor on the 18th issued a proclamation: 

assure the people that no troops will be 
sent from Maryland unless it may be for the 
defense of the national capital. The people 
of the State will in a short time have the op- 
portunity afforded them ina special election 
for members of Congress of the United States 
toexpress their devotion to the Union or 


their desire to see it broken up.“ 


The special election referred to was to filla 
Vacancy. One of the candidates was the dis 
tinguished Winter Davis. 

The same day a States’ right convention 
was held in Baltimore, in which resolutions 
protesting against the course of the President 
in taking aggressive measures, were offered 
by Mr. Ross Winans and unanimously 
adopted. Atthe same time a detachment of 
Pennsylvania troops, belonging to regular 
organizations, but without being organized 
at the time, together with a body of United 
Fates troops, passed through the city on the 
way to Washington. Although they were 
met by a hostile demonstration, no violence 
was offered, and the police, under the com- 
mand of Marshal Kane, prevented assault. 
The honor of losing the first blood was re- 
served for Massachusetts the next day. That 
evening Secretary of War Cameron tele- 
graphed Gov. Hicks, complaining of the 
manifest hostility to the Federal cause in 
Baltimore and throughout the State, and call- 
ing upon him to enforce order and keep the 
line of communication between New York and 
the Capital free from danger. 

MASSACHUSETTS TO THE FRONT. 

Affairs were in this condition when the 
Massachusetts men reached Philadelphia. 
Here they were joined by a regiment of Penn- 
syivanians, which swelled the number to 
1,700. Thetrain carrying them to Baltimore 
consisted of twelve passenger coaches and 
several freight cars fitted up with benches. 

So eager hadthe Pennsylvanians been to 
respond tothe call that they started without 
uniforms and arms. The train left Philadel- 
phia on the night of the isth and arrived at 
Baltimore the next morning. They landed at 
the President Street Station at ll o’clock. In 
making the transfer through the city at that 
time it was customary to haul the cars to the 
Camden Street Station, a distance of one 
mile. Had the troops left the cars and 
marched through the streets, leaving the 
cars to be hauled empty, probably no trouble 
would have ensued. But owing to a misunder.- 
standing the soldiers remained on board and 

ine cars got through. It isnot very clear 

w this misunderstanding arose. Mr, 
Samuel M. Felton at that time President of 
the Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore 
Ratiroad Co. says that before the troops left 
Philadelphia he called upon Col. Jones and 
the other neeimental officers and told them of 
the dangers they would probably encounter 

and advised that every preparation be made 
foran emergency. Col. Jones in his official 
report dated at Washington, April 22, 1861 
says, After leaving Philadelphia I received 
intimation that the passage through the city 
of Baltimore would be resisted. I caused 
ammunition to be distributed and arms loaded 
and went personally through the cars, and 
issued the following order: ‘The regiment 
will march through Baltimore in columns of 
_ §ections, arms at will. You wil) undoubtedly 


be insulted, abused and perhaps assaulted, 
to which you must pay no attention 
whatever, but march with your faces 
square to the front, and 

no attention tothe mob, even if they throw 
stones, bricks or other missiles; but if you 
arefired upon and any of you are hit your 
officers will order you to fire. Do not fire into 
any promiscuous crowds but select any man 
whom,you may see aiming at you and be sure 
you drop him. Had this order been car- 
ried out the % men fully armed and discl- 
plined would probably have kept at bay the 
mob of 10,00 men which greeted them, and 
the famous ‘‘19th of April’’ would not now be 
one of our anniversaries. 

A SHOWER OF STONES. 

The first car loads were greeted with jeers 
and hisses, but no violence was attempted. 
The ninth car, however, was thrown off the 
track by obstructions, and stones and other 
missiles were thrown, breaking the windows 
and injuring some of the soldiers. The cars 
following this one were hauled back to Pres!- 
dent street, where, under the command of 
Capt. Follensbee, the four companies, 220 
men in all, formed and proceeded to march 
in accordance with the Colonel’s orders, 
issued before their arrival. Be- 
fore proceeding far they were met 
by the mob coming toward them. The troops 
attempted to passon one side of the street 
and as they did soa shower of missiles was 
hurled, They increased their step toa dou- 
ble quick, but when they reached Pratt street 
it was found the floor of the bridge had been 
torn up and the soldiers were obliged to pick 
their way carefully across. The mob finding 
that no resistance was offered redoubled 
their jeers. Finally a pistol shot was fired 
and one soldier fell dead. The order ‘‘Fire’’ 
was then given, several of the mob fell and 
the troops again proceeded. At this point 
the cry was heard, ‘‘Here is the Mayor.’’ 
The Mayor ran go the head of the column, 
shook hands with Captain Follensbee. saying, 
Jam the Mayor of Baltimore. According 
to Col. Jones’ report Mayor Brown seized 
a musket and fired into the crowd, killing a 
man. This, however, Mr. Brown has recently 
denied, saying that the smoking musket seen 
in his hands was taken froma disabled sol- 
dier. He assured the Captain that the soldiers 
should be protected by the police and asked 
him to hold his fire. The assault from the 
mob continued, however, and the Mayor 
soon after retired from the column. There 
was no organization in the mob and ap- 
parently the troops themselves were demor- 
alized. Mayor Brown testifies that they fired 
at will and at random and as it was impos- 
sible to distinguish those of the mob from 
chance bystanders many innocent men were 
shot down. At the moment when the Mayor 
returned to the sidewalk the Chief of the 
Baltimore police, Marshal Kane, at the head 
offifty policemen, appeared, coming on a 
run from the Camden Street Station. When 
they met the troops they opened their col- 
umn, let the troops through and then closed 
in their rear, forminga line in front of the 
mob with drawn revolvers. Kane shouted: 
Keep back, men, or I shoot!’’ The move- 
ment was perfectly successful. ‘‘The mob 
recoiled like water from a rock,’’ says 
Mayor Brown, This nearly ended 
the fight and the four companies 
proceeded without serious molestation to 
Camden street, where they were placed on 
board the cars. At last, about 1 o’clock p. 
m., the train, consisting of thirteen cars, 
moved out of the station, followed by the 
groans and hisses of the multitude. At the 
outskirts of the city occurred the unfor- 
tunate killing of Robert W. Davis, a promi- 
nent merchant of Baltimore. Mr. Davis was 
standing in a vacant lot near the track with 
two orthree friends. As the train went by 
they cheered for ‘‘Jefferson Davis and the 
South.’’ A volley of musketry was fired from 
one of the cars and Mr. Davis fell dead. Col. 
Jones testified that the cheer was accom- 
panied with a shower of stones, but his state- 
ment is denied by Mr. Brown. 

UNARMED PENNSYLVANIANS. 

Meanwhile where were the unarmed Penn- 
sylvanians? They had been left at the Presi- 
dent Street Station where an angry mob col- 
lected, the fury deepening whefithe news of 
Mr. Davis’ death came in. Mayor Brown and 
Marshal Kane, however, succeeded in pre- 
venting loss of life, and deciding it would be 
imprudent to pass 1,000 unarmed men through 
the streets had the cars taken back toward 
Philadelphia. With them went the band of 
the Massachussetts regiment which had in 
the confusion of transfer and conflicting 
orders been left behind. 

The Massachusetts Regiment lost four men 
killed and thirty-six wounded. Twelve citi- 
gens were killed including Mr. Davis. The 
number of the latter wounded has never been 
ascertained. A few months later the Legis- 
lature of Maryland appropriated $7,000 for the 
widows of the four Massachusetts men slain 
in this first bloody encounter of the civil war. 

After the troops were all well out of the city 
the excitement was not so conspicuous, but 
it became even stronger, though qulet, par- 
ticularly when the news of Mr. Davis’ death 
spread through the city. The Governor called 
out the militiaas a precautionary measure. 
An immense meeting was held in Monument 
Square, which was addressed by the Gov- 
ernorand the Mayor. The Mayor denied the 
right of secession, whereupon he was hissed 
by the crowd. Hethen deprecated the threat- 
ened invasion of the South, and denied that 
the United States possessed the right to 
coerce a State. He approved the Governor’s 
determination not to allow any Maryland 
troops to be used against the seceding States. 
A dispatch to the President had previously 
been sent informing him of the collision, and 
that night a committee of citizens was sent to 
Washington charged with the duty of 
persuading the authorities to find 
some other way of getting troops to 
the Capital. It was decided that they 
must for the present come through Mary- 
land, but President Lincoln decided that they 
should hereafter march around Baltimore 
instead of through the city. On the 2th a 
conference between the Governor, Mayor and 
Board of Police was held. At this conference 
an order was issued to burn the bridges on all 
roads leading into Baltimore, so that no 
more troops should pass that way. Gov. 
Hicks, however, afterward denied that he 
consented to such an order. However that 
may be, the bridges were destroyed, and 
communication was then entirely cut off. 
But the tide soon turned. The Union senti- 
ment revived, and the stars and stripes, 
which were not seen in Baltimore for many 
days after the fight, appeared again during 
the last days of April. The railroads were 
repaired, trains were run regularly, and 
thousands of volunteers passed unmolested 
through the streets.

THE STONE PILE IN THE ATLANTIC’S 
BROAD WASTE CALLED ST. HELENA. 


A Day on the Most Renowned Island on 
the Globe—The Last Earthly Home of 
the Great Corsican—His Former House 
and Tomb.

Care Town, March 1.—St. Helena. the 
subtle magic of romance and memory clings 
to the very name! A page from the history 
of the world unfurls before our eyes, history 
not yet so remote but that we can trace its 
outline and follow it with our understanding 
and sympathy. It is not the birth-place ofa 
great and powerful man, notthe sceneof a 
daring, bloody battle—aye, it’s the grave, 
the solitary, rocky grave of an Emperor, 
who once ruled European distinies, forced to 
live herein idle exile, separated from his 
friends and guarded by the argus eye of his 
enemies in the midst of the most wretched 
surrourdings and cut off from ali the world. 
No other fsland on the globe shares such sad 
renown as St. Helena, nor is there one that is 
mentioned as often, and with as universal in- 
terest hs this stone - pile in the broad waste of 
the Atlantic. Even now, more than half a 
century afterwards, St. Helena benefits by 
the fame it has earned for itself in the annals 
of history, and thrives on the spoilsof the 
reminiscences of Napoleon I. 
We were still about twenty-five nautical 
miles away from it when the island appeared

The 
whole island has not more than 6,000 
inhabitants, mostly negroes, or at least ‘‘on 
that sha de, who are partly the descendants 
of slaves or freedmen from the ‘‘coast’’ 
(East Africa) that have mingled with the 
white immigrants. (By the way,the nearest 
coast point to the island compares with the 
distance from Madrid to Vienna or Berlin.) 
The whites are either Portuguese or English, 
old established residents (yam stalks of 
somewhat composite origin), while the 
blacks are representatives of every possible 
African tribe, with a sprinklingof Hindoos 
and Chinese. These various elements have 
brought about a mongrel of races that admit 
of no classification. Every color can be 
found from the deep-dyed all-wool black of 
the full-blooded negro down a scale of gray- 
ish-brown yellowish tints tothe rosy white 
of the few English children, whose fair skin 
has so far escaped adulteration. 

By far the largest portion of the population 
seemed to me to consist of children, to whom 


our visit wasan event of great interest and 
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Jamestown.

on the horizon in sharp, craggy outlines. As 
we gradually approached thecoast we could 
recognize the pecullar formation ofthe land 
distinctly. Tallrocksand cliffs of singular 
shape rose from out of the water and all 
seemed barren and sterile, onlyafew steep 
slopes revealing here and there clusters of 
trees of stunted growth, or now and then an 
acre ortwoof grain. We could see plainly 
that in several places powerful rivers of 
molten lava had fallen from precipitous 
heights, forming wonderful grottoes and 
caves along the coast. Diana Peak is the 
highest point ofthe island, measuring 2,700 
feet. In clear weather the island can be rec- 
ognized at a distance of ninety nautical 
miles. The rocks extend down into the 
sea; the breakers burst high up against 
the cliffs, there is not a foot of land along the 
entire shore where a boat could anchor. The 
coast seems inaccessible, and only at the 
mouth of the James Valley a narrow stairway 
has been hewn into the rock, with massive 
boulders overhanging the dismal approach, 
where boats may land and connect with the 
ships in the open sea-way. 

For hours the island was thus lying before 
us as we slowly passed along its eastern side. 
It appeared to me like a gigantic uninhabited 
cliff in the lap ofthe sea. Toward the after- 
noon we cruised around a tall peak called 
Sugar Loaf Mountain, which forms the 
extreme northern point of the island, and 
from there we could see the little city of 
Jamestown: It consists of Dut one single 
street, that windsits way upward between 
two steep rocks. Eight or ten whalers were 


jollification, for they followed us every- 
where. Few strangers come tothe’ island, 
and only the crew of whalersare sometimes 
stationed here for months. The Governor’s 
residence is surrounded bya handsome gar- 
den, which isalways opento visitors. Init 
we found several magnificent specimens of 
date-palms and cocoanut trees, loaded with 
fruit. 

The barracks of the garrison are located on 
the summit of the western cliff. A stairway 
of a hundred steps hewn into the rock, anda 
zig-zag, round-about road ieads uptoit and 
the old fortress. 

As it was growing late in the evening we re- 
turned to our steamer, setting aside the fol- 
lowing morning for our visit to Longwood, 
the great Napoleon’s simple farm-house resi- 
dence, and his grave. 

UP THE MOUNTAINS. 

We started withthe break of day over the 
crooked, zigzag road that was to bring us to 
the fortress. The entire mountain slope is 
bare, smooth, rock-studded here and there 
with large cactus plants eight toten feet 
high. From a distance these cactus-clad 
slopes look like vineyards, and the illusion 
is not dispelled until one gets quite, near. 
Great blocks of rock hung suspended above 
our heads and looked as if they would like to 
mangle us beneath their weight. But there 
they have hung for many decades, and unless 
some earthquake disturbes their perilous po- 
sition they are likelyto remain where they 
are for centuries to come. 

The higher we climbed, mounted on good, 


safe -footed horses, the more nature changed,

lying at anchor about a hundred feet from 
the coast. 
READY TO LAND. 

As soon as our ship was signaled from the 
shore a dozen or more small white crafts 
came pushing toward us. They were manned 
with negroes who offered their services to us. 
We were not permitted to go ashore, how- 
ever, until the arrival of the quarantine om 
cer. The necessary formalities were soon 
gone through with and then the white flag 
was hoisted. A moment later our deck 
swarmed with strangers, mostly negroes or 
mulattoes, men, women and children, loaded 
down with baskets and boxes that contained 
bread, potatoes, fruit, shells, photographs, 
cheap gew-gaw necklaces, pipes, matches, 
etc. A half-dozen more dusky beauties, with 
proverbial ‘‘government mule cheek, 
pushed their way into the cabins of the pas- 
sengers and Officers of the ship to get some 
laundrying to do. 

Myself and several companions hired two 
of the small crafts that danced and rocked 
around our steamer, and were rowed ashore. 
The volcanic nature ot the island became 
fully visible as we approached the land, al- 
though St. Helena has but one burnt-out 
crater, while the little island of Ascension, 
700 miles southeast of it, has more than forty. 
I don’t think there is another coast land on 
earth, that looks as wild and rimous and 
rugged as that of St. Helena, and there cer- 
tainly was no indication then that we should 
come upon such enchanting valleys as were 
revealed to our astonished gaze later on in 
the interior of the island. Immense, over- 
hanging rocks of basalt rise like precipitous 
ramparts a thousand feet from out of the sea; 
not a trace of vegetation is visible anywhere; 
all is dead and barren like a landscape in the 
moon, Clefts and chasms are filled with 
petrified lava, which is slowly decay- 
ing, and some day will forma fertile soi] for 
vegetation to set foot in. Batteries and case 
mates have been blasted into the rock, and 
the mouths of the cannonsthat look threat- 
eningly from gut of their merlons are the 
only indication that the island is inhabitea. 
The surf, which the winds from the North 
throw up so high, that sometimes for days a 
landing cannpt be effected, was mild on the 
day of which Iam writing, and we had no 
difficulty in reaching the stone steps. 4 
whole troop ofsmall boys of every imagina- 
ble color met us, and escorted us on our way 
to the city amidst loud hurrahs. The road is 
blasted right out of the rock, and leads along 
the shore for the space of half a mile or more. 
We passed several gates and fortifications, 
occupied with howitzers and other heavy 
steel cannons. These gates are not opened

IN JAMESTOWN 


We had passed the last gate and reached a 


Cactus and aloe disappeared, giving way to 
little patches of friendly green or pretty, 
Shady groves composed of foreign-looking 
trees, interspersed with large flowers of 
manifold color thet grewupon branch and 
ground alike. Little birds with bright red 
beaks, beautiful green canaries and other 
winged creatures warbled throughthe air 
and hopped from twig totwig and shrub to 
shrub. The road was lined by small cabins 
mhabited by negroes, misery’s monotony be- 
ing relieved here and there by large, hand- 
some summer residences belonging to the 
wealthy Europeans. We passed through 
many a stanch, formidable gateway on our 
way to the summit. The hedges that sepa- 
rated the various individual estates from 
each other were all of cactus plants, 
aloes and agaves with tall stalks, such as we 
are wont to see but rarely in our green- 
houses. I don’t believe there is a spot on 
earth into which nature has crowded so many 
landscape contrastsas it has into this con- 
tracted, ocean-bound pile of rocks. One mo- 
ment we found ourselves traversing deep, 
shady vales of wondrous beauty, flourishing 
in the luxuriant vegetation of the tropics, 
with its fresh, succulent green contrasting 
vividly with the somber tints of the cypress 
and the blue-gray of the aloe. Brightly 
gleaming flowers were strewn about, over 
which large, handsome butterflies danced, 
and brilliantly plumaged birds hovered, 
whose soft-tuned voices blended harmoni- 
ously with the murmuring splash of innumer- 
able little cascades, producing those gentle 
melodies that fall with magic charm upon 
the human ear. 

Suddenly the peaceful valley retreated andl 
we entered a ravine of desolate ruggedness 
and sterility, nothing but bald and barren 
rocks covered with thorny cactus leaves and 
sparse blades of grass. seared to a crisp by 
the Southern sun. 

The rays of the sun descend with terrific 
force into these narrow valleys, and only on 
the hill-tops, from where we could see the 
shining mirror of the ocean, did a refreshing 
breeze cool our feverish brows. Some of the 
mountain-tops were veiled in clouds, which 
spun their misty weft slowly down into the 
valleys, and when we came within their 
reach a fine, cool spray surrounded us. These 
clouds irrigate the valleys and make them 
fertile and inhabitable, for it rains but sel- 
dom on the island, All the trees lean toward 
the northwest, bearing witness to the con- 
stancy with which the southeast winds blow 
in the tropics. 

AT ‘*LONGWOOD.”’ 

We had been on the way for more than two 
hours when we came to a tavern called Rose 
and Crown. It was presided over by Mr. 
Temm,asmall, corpulent negro of darkest 
shade, who had lived here. for more than 


twenty-two years. Our breakfast was a fru- 


gal meal, and consisted of bread, butter, 
cheese and English ale, but the s we 
paid for it were those of the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel or the Hoffman Cafe in New York. In fact, 
high charges made for everything at St. Hel- 
ena area direct contradiction to the evident 
poverty of the inhabitants. It may not be 
pleasant tothem that strangers seldom seek 
this lovely isle, but those thatdocome pay 
for the rest of humanity that stays away. 
From the ‘‘Rose and Crown’’ we had but a 
short distance to travel before we came to 
Longwood, the last earthly home of Bona- 
parte. The foes of the great General could 
have devised no more gloomy and disma 
spot than this wretched, unsightly house in 
the midst ofa wild and desert nature. The 
wind sweeps unhindered across these heights, 


setting doors and windows to clang and clat-

ter incessantly, and the broiling sun sends 
perpendicular shafts upon the shadeless 
place. Longwood consists of two or three 
side buildings where the overseer lives, and 
the ‘‘old house,’’ the residence proper of the 
great Emperor. Five or six rooms on the 
ground floor with rough tiles or 
boards, and harrow window openings, a pair 
of garret chambers above that overlook the 
sea, a bit of a garden and a patch of a yard 
with an old, dried-up fish-pond and an empty 
chicken-coop—that is the place for which 
Napoleon exchanged the splendors of the 
Tulleries and the pomp of Paris. All the 
rooms are empty, every piece of furniture is 
gone. Nothing remains but the mirrors over 
the mantels. The paper on the walls is of a 
later origin, but accurately designed after the 
pattern of the few shreds, that were left 
when the house was turned over to the Bona- 
parte family, after the tooth of time and the 
relic-hunter had pitilessly torn the covering 
from the crumbling walls. In the room in 
which Napoleon breathed his last a marble 
dust stands in the place once occupied by his 
bed, surrounded by a simple wooden railing, 
on which some dried wreaths of evergreen 
were hanging. 

The whole createsa most dismal impres- 
sion, and the heart of the looker-on is filled 
with infinite compassion for the fate ‘of the 
man, who, hurled from the zenith of earthly 
power, was forced to spend six years of his 
life in this barren exile, the sepulchre of his 
ambitions, the tomb ofhis fame, pride and 
glory. How singularly the cheerless, com- 
fortless abode of the great Napoleon com- 
pares with the dignified, royal ‘‘Wilhelms.- 
hoehe,’’ one of Germany’s stateliest castles, 
in which the small Napoleon was held a pris- 
oner, 

NAPOLEON’S TOMB. 

Longwood belongs now to the ex-imperial 
family, but little seems to be done for its 
maintenance. A French woman, who re- 
sides in one of the side- buildings witha maid 
and a man servant, has charge of the hduse 
and the burial-place. She sold us some 
photographs, also at prices current at St. 
Helena only. 

Napoleon’s tomb is much more beautifully 
located than the dwelling. It is in one of the 
loveliest valleys and shrined in dy tall cypress 
trees. A large slab of white marble without 
any inscription marks the place where the 
great Corsican rested for a space of time. 

On our way back to the steamer we were 
accosted by a horde of small lads who en- 
deavored to sell to us some talking parrots, 
that come from Africa, or the domestic green 
canaries. Thetradeinthe latter is carried 
on very stealthily, for a large fine is imposed 
upon those that catch and sellthem, as it is 
feared that the breed will become entirely 
extinct. The price ofthe parrots varies be- 
tween li and £3 sterling, according to the 
**elogquence’’ ofthe bird. The canaries can 
be bought somewhat cheaper. 
our visit at St. Helena was drawing to a 
close. We returned to the steamer and soon 
set sall again. A magnificent sunset, such as 


occurs only in the tropics, cameto round off 


fittingly our interesting stay. The Western 
sky was aglow with all the possible tints of 
redand gold, and the most resplendent col- 


ors were lavishly spread upon that part -of 


the firmament, where the fiery ball sinks 
perpendicularly into the purple-washed sea. 
After a brief twilight came the dark, tropl- 
cal night, with its brillliant constellations, 
myriads of equally luminous stars danced 
over the softly curling waves and the eddy- 
water seemed alive with bluish sparks that 
dragged behind our ship like a broad, shin- 
ing scarf of phosphorescent light.

Candle and Touch-Paper All That

The reason is that 
the burning candle makes a draught up its 
chimney, and, if the box is air-tight, to sup- 
ply nag — 1 is going out, air must 
come down e other chimney,

Touch paper,“ by the way, is made by 
dipping unglazed paper fh a solutior of salt- 
petre. When dry it burns with a smoke, but 
not with flame. Another experiment is to 
hold the hand tightly over the chimney where 
the draught is downward: The candle in the 
other chimney will begin to burn feebly and 
smoke, and will go out if there are no cracks 
inthe box for air to get in. The reason air 
does not get toit down its own chimney is 
that the upward draught there is too strong.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 17.—In many re- 
spects Belle Meade is the most remarkabie 
preeding establishment in the world. in 
acreage no other stud farm devoted exclu- 
sively to the breeding and rearing of the 
thoroughbred horse in America surpasses or 
even equals it, while in years its history ante- 
dates that of any stock farm now in exist- 
ence on American soil. Indeed, save the 
royal studs of the old country no breeding es- 
tablishment now floats its banner to the 
breeze that can trace its origin back to as 
early a date, nor have any earned greater 
fameas the birthplace of phenomenal race 
horses. The largest winning gelding in the 
history of the American turf, Proctor Knott, 
was bred at Belle Meade farm. In 
two years his earnings footed up $79,455. 
The highest- priced thoroughbred horse 
ever sold at auction in America 
exclusively for breeding purposes, Iroquois, 
who was knocked down for $34,000, is now in 
the stud at Belle Meade farm. The only liv- 
ing brood mare whose firstten foals are all 
winners, Mariposa, roams the stud paddocks 
at Belle Meade farm. Barnum, who has won 


more races than any horse inthe history of 


the American turf since the days of Old Mis- 
tress in the latter part of the ‘30s, was bred 
at Belle Meade farm. During his career on 
the turf he finished eighty-two times in front 
of the field that opposed him. The three 
most costly stallions doing service on any 
American stud farm, the $34,000 Iroquois, the 
Luke Blackburn, and the $10,000 Inspec- 
tor B., are all quartered at Belle Meade and 
the first named is the only American-bred 
winner of the English Derby and St. Leger.

LUMBERMEN ON A STRIKE. 


An Increase in Wages Refused by the 
Knapp, Stout & Co. Company. 
There is trouble among the lumber work- 
men and employes in North st. Louis, and a 
strike has been ordered. The wet lumber 
haulers, who pull lumber from the rafts in 
the river, have been receiving $1.4 per day 
from the Knapp, Stout & Co, Company, while 
the men think they should receive $1.75. Not 
long ago they formed a brotherhood and after 
the organization made a demand for an in- 
crease of B cents a day. They were joined 
by the deck carriers, who also con- 
sider themselves underpaid, wanting 
their wages raised from $1.% to $1.6.

A REMARKABLE INVALID. 
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A WOMAN WHOIS BEDRIDDEN BUT YET 
DOES A GREAT WORK. 


An Almoner for the Wives of Millionaires 
— Her Faith Has Made Others Whole— 
Incidents of Her Work Among Poor 
People. ! 

Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New Yorx, April 16.—It was a small brick 
house on Second avenue near Twenty-eighth 
street. I knocked timidly at the door—for 
with becoming modesty should one enter the 
presence of Royalty. Come in’’ said a sweet 
voice, I pushed the lattice door gently back 


and walked in. 

The ceiling is low, the two windows are 
hung with clear white ‘‘cottage drapery’’ 
and tied back with bright plaid silk ribbon. 
There are flowers growing in pots in one 
window, and vases filled with flowers in the 
other. The walls are well hung with pic- 
tures. At the head of the bed are the found- 
ers of Methodism, at the foot, a colored copy 
of the ‘‘Angelus,’’ and around, here and 
there, some well-known faces of millionaires 
and their wives and daughters. 

A shelf that turns on a pivot, such as a den- 
tist has attached to his chair of torture, Is 
hinged to the window near the head of the 
bed. On this shelf there are pen, ink, paper 
and money. A small bank of deposit, in fact, 
which has for customers some ofthe might 
jest ofthe mighty names of finance. The 
money is not locked up. There is no great 
iron safe with a complicated combination 
lock, but there it rests safe from harm, and 
the lady before us is the president, receiving 
and paying teller all in one. I observe that 
the cross pieces of the head and foot of the 
bed are wound at the four corners with stout 
webbing about three inches wide and from 
hooks and tron rings in the ceiling depend 
two stout ropes, and I know that this means 
that the occupant of that bed must be lifted 
ona canvas while her bedding is changed 
beneath her; and when this is done she 
invariably passes a night of agony and a day 
in which sheis unable to taste food of even 
the most delicate kind. On this neat little 
bed, supported by soft pillows, which were 
incased most daintily in tucked and embroid- 
ered slips; dressed in a snow-white gown, 
with a fine, plaited bosom and ruffied front, 
the lace and ruffied cuff falling over a beauti- 
fulhand; a dotted mull cap with soft lace 
ruffie around the face, lay Mrs. 
Bella Cooke. For thirty-five years a 
bed-ridden invalid, during which time she 
has bestowed about $70,000 in charity, and re- 
ceived in the neighborhood of 105,000 vis- 


itors. 
HER CHARITIES. 
Last Christmas she presented to poor faml- 
lies two hundred and ten baskets which con-

tained either a turkey ora pair of chickens 
(at the choice of the recipient), potatoes, 
tomatoes, rice, tea, sugar, and lastly a card 
upon which was written by Mrs. Cooke her- 
self a verse from scripture supposed to spe- 
cially apply to the spiritual need of the recip- 
dont. A list of poor larger than many a pros- 
perous church hasthis woman. Tea parties 
to women between sixty and ninety-five years 
ofage are given in this little room, about 
one of which I must tell you. The 
daughter of a certain wealthy lady of 
New York was to be married on the twenty- 
third anniversary of her mother’s wedding. 
This mother wasa warm friend and great 
admirer of Mrs. Bella Cooke; and so Mrs. 
Cooke, in order to contribute her share to 
the honors ofthe daughter’s wedding, gave 
asupper to twenty-three old women. Just 
as the bells were ringing and the newly 
married passed out of the church these 
twenty-three old women, not one of whom 
had ever seen the bride, or perhaps ever 
heard of her before, sat down to a supper 
of the very best that the market of the 
city of New York could furnish. They 
ate and drank and chatted, and wished the 
two hearts made one allthe happiness which 
health and wealth can bestow. 

Numbers of poor children sent into the 
country during the heat of July and August 
for one or two weeks; daily trips for mothers 
and their sick babies; two hundred and fifty 
children made glad at Christmas with a little 
toy or two and some candy; five hundred and 
fifty garments given away at Christmas to 
the deserving poor, youngand old; these are 
some of the items in the work of this poor in- 
valid last year. Yet sheis a poor woman, 
rich only in the love of God. But so holy is 
the life she leads that good men and women 
gather around her, like devotees at the shrine 
ofasaint. Herein this little room many of 
New York’s four hundred call; and if they 
meet a hungry, care-worn looking sister, 
fashion’s child forgets her money and her 
social standing, and, by the spirit that per- 
vagies the place feels the sweet kinship of 
humanity. 

HER WEALTHY FRIENDS. 

By Mrs. Cooke are distributed the secret 
charities of such as Mrs. F. W. Vanderbilt, 
Mrs. Field, Mrs. W. E. Dodge, Mrs. A. G. 
Phelps, Mrs. Stokes, Mrs. Jaffray, Mrs. Mur- 
ray, Mrs. Delamater, Mrs. Ellis and Mr. John 
Stevenson, the millionaire car bullder, ‘‘But 
do you not find it very difficult to discrim- 
inate? Are you not often imposed upon, since 
your applicants come from all over the 
city,and even from other States?

Miss 
Mary Stevenson visited the family with me, 
and we made them comfortable. Afew days 
later the wife came tometo saythat her 
husband was dead, and that she had not the 
money necessary for his burial. I told her to 
do what she could and I would do the rest. 
She got 86, but needed $80. At the time I was 
very feeble, but felt that I must bury the poor 
man, so I went forth and got $20. I took it to 
the woman. I found the corpse stretched 
out with a cloth over its face, and the 
woman weeping and lamenting. I tried 

her and left, Having reached 

the street I turned back to talk of some 

for the children, Dut on opening the 

door, what was my surprise to find the man 

sitting up, and his wife standing beside him 

as they counted the money.

HER EARLY WORK. 

I learn that when you were able to walk 
you did missionary work. WIII you tell me 
when and where you commenced? said I. 

„When I was about 17 years old the super- 
intendent of the Sunday-school where I was 
a teacher asked who would take the Isle, a 
vicious district in Sheffield—just about what 
the Five Points was in New York City in 
former years. As no one else would take it, 
I said I would try it and did. All 
were surprised at my success. I con- 
tinued my work in Sheffield, until on ac- 
count of ill health I was sent to Hull. Some 
time after this at my sister’s house I met Mr. 
Cooke. He wasa devoted Christian man, and 
class leaderin the church, was in comfort- 
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able circumstances; owned two lead mines 
and had shares in a third. 

in January, 1847, my husband, after re- 
peated losses in business, decided to come to 
New York and on the 19th of August, two 
years later, he died.’’

The only one who keeps her wits is Mme.

Caroline 
even is hopeful, for indeed she is so wedded 
to life that she cannot well do otherwise. 
Money, she observes to herself, ‘‘so 
far has been the muck heap in which 
the humanity of to-morrow grows; 
money the polsoner and destroyer, became 
the ferment of all social vegetation, the com- 
post necessary for the great works which 
make existence easier. Aboveso much mud 
stirred up, above s0 many victims 
crushed, above all this abominable 
suffering which each step forward 
costs humanity, was there not an 
obscure and far off end, something superior, 
good, just, final, toward which we move 
without knowing it, and which swells our 
hearts, with obstinate necessity of life and 
hope.“ Zola is not without hope himself if 
he does fill his readers with melancholy.

Prof. Flugel does not repeat the 
biography which we all know; but, going 
over the entire series of Carlyle’s contribu- 
tions to literature, sociology and affairs of 
state, deduces therefrom his moral and relig- 
ious status.

A book which has been recently issued here 
in a limited edition, and, therefore, 
scarcely Known or noticed, is the original 
Mother Goose’s Melody,’’ as first printed by 
John Newbury of London in 1760, and re- 
printed by Isaiah Thomas of Worcester, Mass. . 
in 178. Nochild’s book, if we except ‘‘Rob- 
inson Crusoe’’ and the ‘‘Swiss Family Rob- 
inson’’—which it may no tbe needful to except 
—has ever hada wider vogue or been en- 
deared to more readers than the one contain- 
ing the familiar nonsense rhymes of Mother 
Goose, With this edition, which is edited by 
Mr. William H. Whitmore, the noted histori- 
cal scholar of Boston, he has given us twen- 
ty-elght pages of historical and bibliographi- 
cal notes. 

Mr. Whitmore very easily explodes the 
false notion which is still prevalent that the 
Mother Goose’s Melodies’’ originated from 
an alleged Mother Vergoose of Boston, whose 
son-in-law, one Fleet, was said to have first 
printed them. The truth which Mr. Whitmore 
makes apparent is that the ‘‘Mother Goose’’ 
literature, like Topsey, isa growth, and has 
probably come down to us through countless 
generations. The first definite trace of it 
between the covers of a book is to be found in 
the Contes du Tems Passe, de Ma Mere 
L’Oye,’’ by Peryault, which appeared long 
ago in Paris. From Paris Newbury gotit;and 
while in his hands Oliver Goldsmith (who is 
supposed to be the author of **Goody Two- 
Shoes’’) no doubt added new rhymes to it. 
Isaiah Thomas of Worcester and the printer 
Fleet of Boston gathered it up, without doubt, 
from Newbury. 

As the book telling all this is limited to 
merely 100 copies, very few of the thousands 
who have read this famous dame’s delicious 
nonsense, will ever know or dream of its 
origin except as it leaks out in statements 
like this, of the very few who have specially 
examined Mr. Whitmore’s cogent and con- 
clusive argument,

The only approximately accurate 
judgments in the patient’s favor are obtained 
rom examinations into the relative consecu- 
tiveness and consistency of thought in the in- 
dividual examined, when the whole tendency 
of that ety =y is towards an end conceivably 
approvable by a majority of men. A great 
many philosophers and thinkers have accord. 
ingly been pronounced Insane at one riod 
of history and have been held up as models of 
sanity at another. The most immediately 
destructive consequence of individual reason- 
ing on a limited scale, murder and suicide, 
have been successively regarded as heroic 
acts, as criminal deeds, and as the deplorable 
but explicable actions of irresponsible beings 
in consecutive ages of violence, strict law and 
humanitarianism. It seems to be believed 
that the combination of murder and suicide 
is more commonly observed under the last of 
the three reigns than it was under the first; it 
was undoubtedly least common under the 
second. In other words, it appears prob- 
able that the practice of considering certain 
crimes as the result of insanity has a tenden- 
cy to make those crimes increase in number, 
asthey undoubtedly increasein barbarity, 
from yearto year. Meanwhile, however, no 
definite conclusion has been reached as tc the 
state of mind ofaman who murders the 
woman he loves and then ends his own life. 

Israel Kafka may, therefore, be regarded 
as mad or sane. In favor of the grey of his 
madness, the total uselessness of the deed he 
contemplated may be adduced;on the other 
hand, the extremely consecutive and consist- 
ent nature of his thoughts and actions gives 
evidence of his sanity. 

When he found himself a prisoner in Unor- 
na’s conservatory, his intention underwent 
no change, thoug is body was broken with 
fatigue, and his nerves with the long-con- 
tinued strain of aterrible excitement. His 
determination was as cool and as fixed as 
ever.

THE ROMANOFF’S BIRTHPLACE. 
The Ancestral Seat of the Imperial Fam- 
ily of Russia.

When during the night of the 14th and 15th 
of September, 1812, Moscow, the holy city of 
the Russian Empire, was burned down by 
the French and hardly anyof the wooden 
structures were left to tell the tale one little 
modest wooden house wasspared the fate 
to which thousands of its companions fell a 
prey. With touching simplicity the Russian 
people belleved that God commanded his 
saints and angelstocome to the rescue and 
spread their wings in protection of the little 
house with its green gable roof. It is the 
ancestral seat of the old and famous Boyarian 
race, the Romanof. 


The Romanoff House. 
The house lies in the center of the city, not 
far from the Kittay-Gorod, the Chinese quar- 
ter, an immense bazar with several hundred 


squares. Strangers who desire to inspect the 
interior of the little house are obliged to 
submit toa scraping and thorough cleaning 
of their pedal extremities by a court lackey 
in red plush pantaloons, white swallow-tail

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WEDDINGS IN HIGH LIFE. 


MES. BHERWOOD TELLS HOW TO GET 
MARRIED IN STYLE. 


The Wedding Breakfast in England and 
America—How to Announce the En- 
gagement, Issue the Invitations and 
Conduct the Wedding. 


Ifthere were no weddings there would be 


no art of entertaining.’’ It is the key note, 
the initial letter, the open sesame of the 
great business of society. 

Therefore, certain general and very, per- 
haps, unneccessary hints as to the conduct of 
weddings in all countries may not be out of 
place here. 

In London a wedding in high life, oras the 
French would call it ‘‘hilif’’ is a very sweep- 
ing affair. If we were to read alone the de- 
scriptions in the Court Journal of one wedding 
trousseau furnished to a royal princess, or to 
Lady Gertrude Somebody, we should say with 
Fielding that Dress is the principal accom 
plishment of men and women. 

The enormous wedding cake and the 
equally enormous bouquet are the chief dis- 
tinctive marks in which a London wedding 
differs from ours. 

To be legal, unless by special license of the 
Archbishop of York, weddings in England 
must be celebrated before 12 o’clock. The 
reason given for this law is that before 1820 
gentlemen were supposed to be drunk after 
that hour and not responsible for their own 
promise and expression made at the altar. In 
France a singular difference of dress on the 
part of the groom exists. He wears always a 
dress coat and a white cravat, as do all Ais 
ushers and immediate friends. It looks very 
strange to English and American eyes. 

The wedding breakfast in England is 
often a sit-down affair with speeches. 
It is not followed in our country often; 

rhaps it is well to omit the speeches. 
he first intimation of an engagement 
should come from the bride’s mother, and 
the young bride fixes the day of her wedding 
herself. Then the father and mother or 
guardians of the young lady issue cards, 
naming the day and hour of the wedding. 
BRIDES’ GIFTS. 

Brides often give the attendant maidens 
their dresses, orif they do not do this they 
suggest what they shall wear. The groom 
gives the bridemaids lockets, bracelets or 
rings, and presents each of his ushers with 
scarf pins or studs, something by which he 
shall remember the day. 

The fashion of groomsmen has passed 
away and the happy man is only attended by 
a dest man, one friend at the altar who 
holds his hat and otherwise sustains him. 
The bridemaids still hold their own, although 
a pretty fashion has been introduced of a 
lady of honor, who precedes the bridal 
procession into the church. 

Six ushers generally precede the party into 
the church after having seated the guests. 
These are generally followed by six bride- 
maids, who walk twoand two. The bride 
herself enters on her father’s arm. The 
bridal dress is of white with long train: the 
vell of tulle or real lace must be fastened 
with orange blossoms. But allthis may be 
varied if the bride chooses and a traveling 
dress and bonnet substituted. Young Widows 
who marry a second time must not wear 
white or veils. The fact thatthe bride is in 
white satin and often with low neck and 
short sleeves and the groom in full morning 
costume is much criticised in France. 

The invitations to the weddings are very 
simple and explicit:

Another card is inclosed to those who are 
asked to the reception. 

In asking a young lady to be her bridesmaid 
the bride is supposed to be actuated by feel- 
ings of relationship or friendship, although 
fashion and wealth and other considerations 
often influence these invitations. Each 

bridesmaid is expected to give a handsome 
present. The groom asks men of his own age 
and of his intimate acquaintances. 
THE CEREMONY. 

Music should play softly through the pre- 
paratory entrance of the family. The mother 
of the bride and her nearest relatives pre- 
cede her intothechurch and are seated be- 
fore she enters, unless the mother be a widow 
and give the bride away,a very touching 
and beautiful ceremony. After the cere- 
mony, which should be conducted with 
great dignity and composure on all sides, for 
exhibitions of feeling in public are in the 
worst possible taste, the officiating clergy- 
man shakes hands with the youngcouple and 
congratulates them. The bride takes her 
husband’s right arm and they walk down the 
broad aisle without recognizinganyone in the 
church to their carriage at the door, followed 
by the bridemaids, the ushers, the family, 
and drive home to stand under a floral bell 
and to be congratulated. 

The bride’s mother yields her place as hos- 
tess for the nonce, and is addressed after the 
bride. After two hours of receiving the bride 
retires to change her dress fora traveling 
suit, which may beof any color but biack. 
She comes down with her mother and sisters, 
meets the groom in the hall,and dispenses 
the flowers of her bouquetto the smiling 
maidens, each of whom struggles for a 
nower. 

Then occurs the farewell, a scene of 
mingled tears and smiles. The horses and 
driver and footman of the carriage which is 
to drive the happy pair for the honeymoon 
are all dressed with white favors and flowers, 
and as they drive off rice is thrown after them 
and an old supper. 

In England the happy pair spend the honey- 
moon at some house,a friend’s house pre- 
sumably lent forthe occasion. However, in 
this land of comfortable hotels, an agreeable 
and quiet apartment can always be secured. 
After returning to her home the bride should 
advise her friends by card ofthe days on 
which she will receive them. 

To persons not invited to the wedding the 
parents of the bride send announcement 
cards. Dinners to the young pair succeed 
each other in rapid succession. For the first 
three months the art of entertaining is 
stretched to its uttermost. 

If the wedding occurs in the evening then 
the groom must wear the dress coat and 
white tie. 

A WIDOW'S WEDDING. 

A widow in marrying again should not use 
the name or Initials of her late husband. If 
she was Mary Steward and had married Mr. 
Hamilton, and, being his widow, Wishes to 
rnd Mr. James Constable, her cards should 
read: .

If a wedding is to be celebrated at home, 
the space where the bridai party is to stand 
is usually marked off by a ribbon. The 
clergyman comes down in his robes before 
the bridal pair, they face him, and he faces 
the company. 

Hassocks are prepared for themto kneel 
upon. After the ceremony the clergyman re- 
tires from his coigne of vantage and the 
bridal party takes his place, standing to re- 
ceive their friends’ congratulations. Should

ing with the best man, while the groom takes 
out the first bridesmaid. 

As for showing the wedding gifts, that must 
be left to individual taste. No friend should 
be deterred from sending a small present, 
one not representing a money value, because 
other and richer people can senda more ex- 
pensive gift. Often the humble offering is 
a much more useful and enduring souvenir. 
Any gift which betokens a long and predeter 
mined interest in the bride is the most 
flattering. : 

The custom of giving bridal gifts has be- 
come an outrageous abuse of a good thing. 
From being a very pretty custom, one which 
had as its base the good reason of helping the 
young couple to begin housekeeping, which 
is still observed in Holland and the north. by 
presents of bed and table linens and the nec- 
essary furniture of the house, it has become 
but another form of ostentation. There gets 
to be a rivalry between the families; the pub- 
licity of the whole thing, the notoriety and 
extravagance, could well be rebuked. 

THE WEDDING BREAKFAST 

in America is a stand up affair, and it is prop- 
er to serve every delicacy, such as salads of 
chicken and lobster, boned and trumed tur- 
key and pheasants, pati of game, cold par- 
tridge, pate de foie gras, tarrapin and oys- 
ters, ices, creams, jellies and fruits, cham- 
pagne, claret and punch. 

The bride sometimes cuts the cake and al- 
lows the young people to search fora ring. 

The — — is one in June at a 
country house, particularly if the bride can 
walk to church over flowers and under bios- 
soming trees. The massing of asingle flower, 
the yellow daffodil or the pink and white ap- 
ple blossom, is a very good idea. 

At a country wedding, if the day is fine, 
little tables are set out on the lawn. The 
ladies seat themselves around, the gentle- 
men carry refreshments to them. The piaz- 
tas can be decorated with autumn boughs, 
evergreens and flowers, the whole thing be- 
comes a garden party, and even the family 
dogs should have a wreath of white flowers 
around their good old necks. 

Many brides of to-day leave the bouquet at 
home and carry an ivory prayer book to 
church. The term honeymoon is derived 
from the German, who drank metheglin, a 
beverage made of honey, for thirty days after 
the wedding. 

THE CAKE. 

The bride cake isnot so universally sent 
about as formerly, but still one finds the little 
narrow box of cake near the door for each to 
take. As the ring is the expressive emblem 
of the perpetuity of the compact, and as the 
bride cake and libations form significant 
symbols of the nectar sweets of matrimony, 
it will not do to banish thecake altogether, 
although few people eat it and few wish to 
carry it away. 

Brides should send their future address, if 
possible, with the wedding cards, else if one 
is invited only to achurch wedding, no one 
knows when or where to call. 

It is a convenient and pleasant custom for 
the bridal pair to send out after their mar- 
riage cards, havingthe date oftwoor more 
reception days at their new residence. 

Quiet weddings either at home or in church 
are very much preferred by some families. 
The bride is married in traveling dress and 
bonnet, and drives off in the groom’s car- 
riage from a quiet wedding to the honey- 
moon. People with a large acquaintance can- 
not always invite all their friends, of course, 
toa wedding reception, therefore only ask 
them to the church. 

These invitations require no answer, but 
people being ata distance, who cannot at- 
tend the wedding, should send their cards by 
mail to assure their hosts that the invitation 
has been received. 

Much ill feeling is apt to be engendered by 
the distinction which is inevitably made in 
leaving out the friends who feel that they 
were entitled to an invitation to the house. 
It is better to offend no one on so important 
an occasion. 

Wedding cards and wedding stationery 
should be simple, white without glaze and 
with no ornamentation at all. 

The signing of the register in the vestry 18 
not an American necessity as it is in England, 
but itis now the fashion to have a highly 
illuminated parchment certificate signed by 
the newly-married pair, with two or three 
witnesses, the bridemaid, the best man, the 
father and mother, and so on, being the at- 
testing parties. 

MARRIAGE ABROAD. 

It is very troublesome to be married in 
France, especially if one of the high contract- 
ing parties be a foreigner. A certificate of 
baptism is required, together with that of the 
marriage of the father and mother anda 
written consent of the grandfather and 
grandmother, if either is alive and the par- 
ents dead. The names of the parties are 
then put up on the door of the Marrie or 
mayor’s office for eleven days. 

In England there are four ways of getting 
married. The first is by special license, 
which costs £50. There is then the 
ordinary license, which can be procured 
either at doctor’s commons or through a 
clergyman, who must also be a surrogate and 
resident of the diocese where the marriage is 
to take place. Boththe parties must swear 
that they are ofage, or if minors that they 
have the consent of their parents. 

But to be married by banns is considered 
the most orthodox as well as the most 
economical way of proceeding. The banns 
must be published in the church of the parish 
in which the lady lives for three consecutive 
Sundays prior to the marriage, also the same 
law holds good for the gentleman, and the 
parties must have resided fifteen daysin the 
parish, or the knot may be tied at a licensed 
chapel or at the office of a registrar, notice 
being given three weeks previously. 

In America one may goto the mayor’s office 
or to a church and be married with none of 
these formalities. 

If an evening wedding takes place in a 
church those whoare asked to the house aft- 
erwards should go without bonnets. Catholic 
ladies, however, must always cover their 
heads in church, sothey throw a light lace 
or mantilla over the head. 

Should there be dancing ata wedding it is 
proper for the bride to open the first quadrille 
with the best man, the groom dancing with 
the first bridemaid. It is not often that the 
bride dances at her own wedding, but there 
is no reason why she should not.

The Fastidious Modesty of a Girl With a 
Consciousness That She Has a Hole in 
the Heel of Her Stocking—How Women 


Make Preparation for a Rainy Day. 


Happening into a down-town shoe store one 
rainy day last week an observer would have 
been impressed by the scene before him. 
There were ladies, young, old and middle- 
aged, school girls, small girls and boys, a few 
men and a sprinkling of rough-looking, 
weather-beaten faces belonging to women 
who carried market baskets on their arms or 
hid them under the seats, Nearly all were 
intent upon one purpose, overshoes for 
April’s showers! 

I think all clerks in shoe stores hate days 
like this, said one of the clerks during a 
chat, ‘‘for it seems that every woman in 
town comes down town, and one and all dis- 
cover their need for overshdes after they get 
out from home, just like these, and strange 
to say many of them are the same 
people who came at the last 
bad spell of weather. A wom- 
an will not keep overshoes. 
She buys a pair and loses one of them—that 
possibly before she gets home—in a mud 
puddle, or she misplaces them after she gets 
home, and next time she needs a pair she 
will start out thinking she can get on without 
them, for most ladies hate overshoes, and 
after they get down town and begin to get 
their shoes covered with mud to the ankles 
they see the necessity of some protection and 
visit the shoe stores, and we have the 
pleasure of cleaning their shoes and fitting 
on Overshoes.’’ 

Most women will buy overshoes too small 
SO as to keep their feet from looking clumsy, 
and when the overshoe keeps slipping off 
they insistit is because they are too large. 

Are ladies hard to please about the style 
of overshoes?’’ 

Very seldom. They simply want them as 
thin and close-fitting as possible; but one 
finds an exception now and then. A young 
lady came here to-day, and after I got down 
on my knees and cleaned her muddy boots 
and tried every style and shape of overshoes 
we had in the shop she refused to be pleased 
and walked out without buying, because she 
aid not think her foot looked ‘nice in gum 
shoes.’ Little girls are easily sui their 
mammas are absent, and it isa pleasure to 
sella boy a pair of gum boots. He takes such 
solid enjoyment in the purchase and takes no 
chances of losing them altogether by a dis- 
play ot fastidiousness. 

Leaving this misanthropical individual,the 
reporter visited another shoe store on Broad- 
way and found here the same sight of women 
and children getting shod with gum shoes. 
A brisk young fellow came up to him and 
asked what he could do for him, and smiled 
at the reply that he only wanted to talk about 
his experience in the shoe business. There 
was a time,’’ said another good-natured 
clerk in another store, ‘‘when I imagined it 
would be a great pleasure to sell shoes and 
try them on for pretty young ladies, but 1 
have found the pretty young ladies 
are not so numerous and that sometimes very 
homely and old ladies are the favorite cus- 
tomers with those who are used to the busi- 
ness. A shoe clerk has his trials, and if 
the ladies really knew how far a little con- 
sideration and kindness goes they would be- 
stow it more freely.’’ 


Do you think shoe clerks have a more try- 
ing position than clerks in other stores?’’ 

es, I do, for ladies are so particular 
about their shoes and the feet are so tender 
and apt to make one cross if acorn hurts, and 
the getting down on one’s knees all day 
isa little tiresome, but Ihave been in the 
business long enough toseea great change 
in the last few years. I never believed until 
I saw it, that the broad, roomy, sensibly 
heeled shoe would take with ladies. It is cer- 
tainly ugly and makes evena pretty foot 
clumsy, but ladies did accept it generally as 
an outdoor walking shoe. Another change is 
in the ideas once entertained by the fair sex 
in regard to the beauty of their feet and the 
size and width of shoes wornby them. 
Years ago hardly any young lady 
liked to admit that she wore a 
larger number than 2% or 34% and even now 
82 and (are the most generally used numbers 
by fashionable young ladies. The same ladies 
who formerly called for 2 and 2%, now e use s 
342 shoes, but a narrower last. There were 
very few shoe merchants who kept the AB 
and double A last formerly, but since the 
ladies have concluded that a narrow, long 
shoe is prettier than a short, dumpy shoe, we 
have many calls for narrow lasts. Along, 
slim foot is considered quite a mark of beauty 
and I sell young ladies No. 3, No. 4and often 
5, and so long as they can boast of wearing A 
or B last they don’t consider their feet 
large.’’ 

Do St. Louis ladies have very small feet, 

es, the average foot can wear s and 32. 
Of course I mean young ladies of fashion who 
buy handsome shoes. The smallest shoes I 
ever sold any grown young lady in St. 
Louis I formerly sold a young lady who sang 
ina church here years ago and afterwards 
wenton the stage. She had the prettiest 
little slim foot and high instep I ever fitted a 
shoe upon. She wore No. 12, double B last, 
and her name was Miss Page. I sell as high 
as 8, 9 and 10 in size for ladies of good under- 
standing. I was amused one day bya group 
of ladies who came in here to get measured 
for a of three's made to 
order. One of them, I gathered from 
their conversation was a Southern lady and 
a bride, and one of the ladies, evidently her 
sister-in-law, said many witty and unkind 
things of a bride putting her husband to the 
expense of buying shoes. When the poor 
bride held out her foot to be measured I 
found out it took a No. 7 and the poor mem 
ber was full of corns and bunions. Her 
hateful little sister-in-law sat down and 
held her little foot out and ordered it 
to be measured, when her mother 
asked, ‘How much will you charge 
for my daughter’s shoes?’ The 
same price I charge for the other lady’s, $8.’ 
She held up her hands saying: ‘Howcan you, 
when it takes so much more leather for No, 
7 boots than for No. 287“ I felt sorry for that 
bride. 


Another funny circumstance occurred 
lately. A young girl came here with a gentle- 
man, her father, I suppose, to try on some 
shoes. She did not want to try them onat 
the store untilher father insisted, and then 
she did not want the clerk to touch her foot. 
I got out of patience until I caught a glimpse 
of a pair of hose with a great hole in the toe, 
and then I understood the girl’s objections. ’’ 

A great many ladies look upon clerks as 
machines to do their bidding, and one pas- 
time occasionally indulged in by ladies is 
very unkind, They come down town because 
time hangs heavy on their hands, and visit 
shops to look, with no intention of buying.
